a shower of rocks flying over West 
Quincy; it would sbatter the houses 
near by and the report would be heard 
for mavy miles, as was the case at 
Lowell. 

The building in which it is stored is 
made of planks with iron sheathing on 
the outside, and is about half way be- 
tween what is known as the Bunker 
Hill and Berry's quarries. 

It is the New England storehouse of 
Harold L. Bond & Co. The dynamite 
is brought to West Quincy on the cars 
and then sent up over the Quarry rail- 
road, the car being set on a side track 
from which teams cart the contents a 
short distance to the magazine. When 
or how the contents of this building 
leave Quincy no one but those in charge 
know. It is probable, however, that 


ithe innocent looking boxes that are 
{seen in an express wagon contain fifty 


pounds of dynamite. 

At present there seems to be no 
ordinance prohibiting the carting of 
this explosive through the public 
streets and no ordinance that will pre- 
vent Messrs. Bond keeping any amount 
of it at their storehouse. 

Chief Engineer Williams, who handles 
considerable dynamite in his contracts, 
does not consider it dangerous to 
handle, 
ploded and that in order to explode it 
a spark is necessary.

compounds, At the same meeting 
Councilman Hughes introduced an 
order amending the ordinance so that 
not more than one ton of dynamite 
could be kept in one building.

Sixtus IV. added in 1474 the Sixtine 
chapel. The Belvedere was erected by 
Innocent VIII. in 1490, and Julius, IL. 
united the Belvedere to the palace by 
the celebrated loggie. To Julius IL. 
the Vatican is indebted for the be- 
ginning of the museum, and its founda- 
tions were laid in the gardens of the 
Belvedere under his initiation. After 
his death Leo X. completed the loggie, 
employing Raphael to direct the work. 

By 1600 the section of the palace was 
completed which includes the ordinary 
residence of the pope. It is the most 
conspicuous portion of the mass of 
buildings rising above the piazza of St. 
Peter. The loggie were inclosed in 
glass by Piux IX., thus protecting from 
the weather the frescoes of Raphael, 
and in the course of his long reigi he 
made many improvements in the pic- 
ture galleries. 

The special work by which Leo XIII. 
left his mark on the Vatican was the 
decoration. of the Gallery of Cande- 
labra with frescoes by Seitz, with a 
pavement of precious marbles and an- 
tique apa: from ree 
while he built a reading room for stu 
j} dents in the Vatican library and a new 
wing for printed books, further con- 
ferring an immense boon on foreign 
students by throwing open the Vatican

by purchases in the open market. That | 
move, though it failed in its main ob- 
ject, supplied a great lifting power to 
market. Whe operators and the 
public generally, being ignorant of the 
purposes which lay behind it and not 
knowing who furnished the steam for 
it, concluded that it was a sign of gen- 
eral prosperity and hence that it was a 
good time to buy stocks. So they 
turned and bought also. It was im-} 
possible to boom St. Paul in such a 
fashion without booming other proper- 
ties more or less. 

“This was only the beginning of the | 
boom, however. When Morgan and / 
Hill found that the control of St. Paul | 
could not be bought in the open mar- 
ket they turned their attention to 
Burlington and adopted better tactics. 
They went to the large holders of the 
stock, mostly Boston men, and nego-! 
At the same time 
the buying of Burlington shares was 
continued on the Stock Exchange. | 

“The upward movement of the latter | 
excited the suspicion of the Union Pa- 
cific people—Harriman, Schiff and} 
others. They soon found out what 
was in the wind and, as it was too late 
to prevent Morgan and Hill from get- 
ting control of Burlington, they set | 
out to acquire Northern Pacific. The | 
speculators and the public generally 
were as ignorant of the causes of the 
upward movement in Burlington and 
Northern Pacific as they had been of 
aul. They ascribed these 
also to the general waste of prosperity | 
and were confirmed in their opinion 
that it was a good time to buy stocks. 

“The word was passed around that | 
you couldn’t make a mistake in buy- | 
ing anything. This was really believed 
by many of the old and most cautious 
operators on the exchange. Advantage 
was taken of the speculation craze to} 
launch swindling projects on the credu- 
lous investing people or lift prices to 
an abnormal height in swindles pre- | 
viously launched. | 

“When the Northern Pacifie corner 
broke the stocks that had been bought | 
at the prevailing pricés were mostly | 
in strong hands.

When 
you first get into one you feel as 
though you were trying to sit on top 
of a bubble of quicksilver. A single 
seull is little more than a line. It is 
about sixteen inches wide at its great- 
est beam and is something in the neigh- 
borhood of thirty feet long. It is very 
shallow and would upset in a minute 
if it were not in motion or balanced 
by an experienced hand at the oars. 

“Riding a bicycle for the first time 
may be compared to your first experi- 
ence in a shell, only the bicycle does 
not offer the same element of danger. 
Before trying a single scull it is neces- 
sary to know how to swim. 

“The best oarsmen in the world some- 
times get upset if the water happens 
to be bad. Since If first got into a 
single scull I have had good fortune. 
That was eight years on Creve 
Coeur lake and I been in 
the water from an upset yet.

DOWIE’S NEW TEMPLE. 


Imposing Features of Proposed 
Tabernacle For Zionists. 


IT WILL SEAT SIXTEEN THOUSAND 


Two Hundred Persons Can Be Bap- 
tized at Once In the Basin, Which 


ter Coming From a Waterfall. 


Building to Cost $500,000. 


Jobn Alexander Dowie, head of the 
| Christian Catholic Church in Zion, near 
Chicago, has planned for his capital on 
the shore of Lake Michigan what he 
says will be the largest tabernacle in 
the nation devoted exclusively to the 
worship of God. The structure will 


| cost half a million dollars and seat 


16,000 persons. It will occupy a ground 


| space of 330 by 340 feet and will be 


oriental in architecture. 

Leaves of Healing, the official organ 
through which Mr. Dowie talks to his 
followers and to the world, gives the 
following description of the tabernacle 
in part: 

“The great feature of the interior 
will of course, be the auditorium. 
The construction will be in the shape 
of a horseshoe and must solve many 


| difficult problems in the arrangement 


of s0 many thousand seats, in ventila- 
tion and, most difficult of all, in acous- 
tics. The choir gallery will be made 
to seat 1,600 persons. The speakers’ 
platform is to be elliptical in shape, 
fifty feet long and eighteen feet wide. 

“The seats in the choir and officers’ 
galleries will be arranged at an angle 
sufficient to show the face of every one 
Back of 


of the building a great pipe organ will 
be built. The organ will be so placed 
that the organist will face the au- 
ditorium. 

“Two large galleries, in the shape of 
a horseshoe, will be built in such a 
manner that the public finding seats 
there will be able to see plainly the 
face of every one sitting on the plat- 
form. These galleries will seat about 
8,400, the ground floor about 6,000, the 
choir and officers’ galleries about 1,600, 
giving a total seating capacity of 16,- 
000 persons. 

“Elevators will be provided at the 
main entrance to lift the people to 
these galleries. On the east side of the 
galleries will be four stairways, three 
on the south side and three on the 
north side; one stairway at each one 
of the four corners of the building 
and two more in the rear of the choir 
gallery. These sixteen stairways con- 
nect directly with the outside and as 
exits will be of inevitable use in empty- 
ing the vast auditorium quickly and in | 
an orderly manner should the occasion 
ever require. 

“The dome of the auditorium is to be 
constructed of steel and covered partly 
with glass and partly with sheet metal 
and at the highest point will be 160) 
feet from the ground floor. On the in- | 
terior the dome will measure 192 feet | 
in diameter, varying in height from 100 | 
feet on the sides to 135 feet from the| 
floor to the center. 

“Electricity will be used in lighting | 
the tabernacle. Thousands of incan- | 
descent lamps will be required. 

“One of the most unusual and at- 
tractive features of the new Shiloh | 
tabernacle will be the baptistry. On 
either side of the basement, directly | 
under the choir gallery, robing rooms 
for the candidates for baptism will be | 
arranged, on one side the women, on 
the other the men. Both rooms will be 
70 by 58 feet in size.

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SPIRITS TOLIVE IN PLANETS 


New Theory of Evolution by Pro- 
fessér Moore of Columbia, Mo. 
Dr. W. T. Moore, dean emeritus of 

the Missouri Bible college at Colum- 

bia, Mo., recently completed the man- 

useript of a book which will cause a 

sensation among theologians and scien- 

tists, says the St. Louis Republic. 

Dr. Moore is a theistic evolutionist, 
though his new definition of evolution 
will be quite satisfactory even to con- 
servatives. He traces man in his ori- 
gin, history and destiny, and in the 
concluding chapter of the book, enti- 
tled “Death and the Other Side,” he 
attempts to show the meaning of the 
numerous worlds which now roll in 
space without inhabitants. 

Dr. Moore’s theory is, in brief, that 
man will go on progressing through the 
cycles of eternity and that when he as- 
sumes his spiritual body at the resur- 
rection he then will be prepared to in- 
habit some of the planets or stars 
which are now uninhabited. 

He concludes that the infinitude of 
space and the almost infinitude of 
worlds become intelligible from his 
point of view. He believes that the 
spiritual man will be the inhabitant of 
all these worlds and that, as emigra- 
tion from this earth is the future evo- 
lutionary process by which these 
worlds are to be inhabited, the inhab- 
itants of the whole universe will be of 
the same family and constitute a great 
spiritual brotherhood for all the ages 
of the future. 

Dr. Moore thinks that the numerous 
worlds now uninhabited are in a state 
of preparation for glorified man, as the 
present earth was a long time in prep- 
aration for original man. Dr. Moore is 
a@ theologian and journalist of reputa- 
tion both in America and Europe. He 
was for many years a resident of Lon-

NO CHOICE YET MADE 


Fruitless Ballots For Selection 
of Pontiff 


Presented by Feverish Anxlety of 
Tens of Thousands Assembied In St 
Peter’s Square to Watch For Sig- 


nals From Sistine Chapel 


. 

Rome, Aug. 3.—No successor to Leo 
XIII. has yet been chosen. From the 
smoks which issued from the little 
chimney on the Sistine chapel last 
night a vast multitude gathered 
around St. Peter’s learned that the 
second day of the conclave had been 
fruitless. The conclusion is drawn 
that the strength of the leading candi- 
dates remains unbroken and that no 
compromise 
peared. 

And there is no indication of how 
long this condition of affairs will con- 
tinue. The prolongation of the con- 
test has aroused tremendous public 
interest, if, indeed, it cannot be called 
excitement. Every trace of that 
apathy which followed the death of 
the late pope has vanished and, in- 
stead, there now exists a burning in- 
terest in everything pertaining to the 
election of his successor. Last night 
this culminated in the appearance of a 
great crowd which packed the great 
square of St. Peter’s and presented 
a spectacle seldom seen. 

The impenetrable seclusion which 
shrouds those engaged in determining 
who shall be at tue head of the Roman 
Catholic church heightens the feverish 
curlosity of those who await their de 
cision. Princes, princesses, arch- 
bishops, bishops, mousignors, priests, 
well-to-do business men, in short peo- 
ple from every walk in life talk of 
nothing but the smoke from the burn- 
ing ballots. Both Sunday morning and 
last evening this was the lodestone 
which drew tens of thousands to the 
square of St. Peter’s. There for hours, 
with strained eyes and craned necks, 
they waited in the hope of seeing a 
tiny stream of smoke, so insignificant 
that it was almost impossible to real 
ize that a great issue was involved ip 
its fleeting appearance.

evening. The regular Sunday leisure 
was forgotten in the anxiety to see 
the new occupant of the holy see. The 
streets converging into St. Peter's be- 
came black with the thousands who 
entered the square. From the bar- 
racks came large reinforcements of 
troops, who marched across the piazza 
and lined up at the foot of the steps 
of the basilica, leaving only small 
spaces between the companies in or- 
der to prevent a sudden rush to get 
inside St. Peter’s .o witness the new 
pope give his blessing to the Catholic 
world. A strong force of cavalry was 
picketed near by in case of riot and 
over 2000 soldiers were posted in the 
square. 

But the troops made only an insig- 
nificant, thin blue line compared with 
the vast multitude around them. By 
6 o'clock it was estimated that 50,000 
people occupied the vast amphitheatre. 
From the steps of the basilica, which 
were black with those standing or sit- 
ting, across to the opposite side of 
the square there stretched, far as the 
eye could see, an undulating sea of hu- 
manity with every face riveted on the 
Sistine chapel, waiting for the smoke 
of ballots. 

When the hour of 6 struck a tremor 
of expectancy ran through the multi- 
tude, because, according to Saturday’s 
program, the burning of the ballots o1 
the announcement of an election 
would come within a few minutes 


As the hand of the clock on St 
Peter’s approached the half hour a 
rumor that a selection had been made 
developed, in u.e minds of many, into 
a certainty and each one momentarily 
expected some favored cardinal to be 
announced as the new pontiff. An 
other quarter of an hour passed and 
the anxiety grew more intense. Not 
a breath of air relieved the sultry heat 
of the evening and scarcely a sound 
came from the vast multitude. Sud- 
denly, at 6.40 p. m., a sharp cry arose 
“Ecco Ecco.” Instantly the cry was 
taken up by 50,000 throats and grew 
and grew until the immense piazza 
fairly roared with “Ecco Ecco.” Then 
the silence fell like a spell, while the 
thousands watched from the tin, 
smokestack of the Sistine chapel a 
tiny stream of light gray smoke curl 
jJazily downward. With no wind to,

carry it away the smoke hung heavily! 
in the hot air and then gradually dis- 
appeared. For a moment the crowd 
believed that the signal meant an elec 
tion, for there is a tradition that the 
cardinals are allowed to send up a!

of a disagreement. Any such hopes, 
however, were almost immediately dis- 
sipated when a cloud of very thick 
smoke emerged and continued for five 
minutes 

With many ejaculations of disap 
pointment the populace watched the 
last trace of tne ballots disappear and 
then dispersed, although it was a lon 
time before the square of the basilica 
resumed its normal quiet appearance. 


STABBED TO DEATH 


Man Attacked by Three Italians Near 
His Own Home 

Canton, Mass., Aug. 3.—Hiram H. 

Poole, one of Canton’s best known 

| 


citizens, who coaducted a bakery, 
was staboed and almost instantly 


killed last night not far from his resi- 
dence by one of a party of three Ital- 
ians whom he encountered while driv- 
ivg his cow home from pasture. His 
assailants fled after the murder and 
none of them has yet been appre- 
hended. 

Mr. Poole, who pastured his cow in 
a pasture about half a mile from his 
home, has been accustomed to driving 
the animal home very late at night, 
and it was nearly 10 o'clock last 
night when, as was half way home, 
he met the three Italians. There were 
no witnesses of what transpired save 
the principals themselves. It is cer- 
tain that there was a dispute of some 
kind and residents of the neighbor- 
hood were startled by Poole’s cries for 
help. 

He was stabbed in ‘three places, 
twice in the neck and oce in the 
breast, but managed to stagger a dis- 
tance of 500 feet and fell exhausted in 
the street directly in front of the pub- 
lic library. His cries were answered 
by many citizens, some of whom 
caught a glimpse of the fleeing Ital- 
ians, but were unable to effect their 


capture. Poole died in a few minutes. 


War Game About to Begin 
Bar Harbor, Me., Aug. 3.—The war

On Wednesday the 
great fleet of battleships, cruisers, 
scout ships, training ships and tor- 
pedo boat destroyers will leave and 
take their respective stations along 
the coast to watch for the approach of 
the enemy. Admiral Barker is in su- 
preme command. 


Stabbed to the Heart 
Hartford, Aug. 3.—Seraphim Per- 
reault, 33 years old, was stabbed 
shortly before midnight Saturday 
night and he died before he could be 
taken to the hospital. The post mor- 
tem examination showed that the 
knife had cut through the heart. Mrs. 
George Benedict says she saw Per- 
reault struck and she gave the police 
a description of the man. Fred 
Rydish, an Italian, was arrested for 
the crime and Mrs. Benedict identified 
him. Rydish denies the crime. He 
is foreman of a gang of Italians on 
sewer work. 


Two Shooting Scrapes 

Clinton, Mass., Aug. 3.—George Im- 
poratore fired five shots at Caitano 
‘Visscraterras last night and then be- 
cause he could not hit him that way, 
threw a big stone, which"knocked out 
several of ‘Lisscraterras’ teeth. While 
the police were chasing him three 
shots were heard on a nearby street 
and the officers found there Rafaello 
Loiero with a bullet in his neck, but 
not fatally hurt. John Taranelli was 
accused of the shooting and was ar- 
rested. Imperatore has not been lo- 
cated. 


Lives With Severed Windpipe 

Litchfield, Conn., Aug. 3—Patriek 
Tucker, a prisoner in the ¢ucnty jail 
here, attempted to commit suicide by 
cutting his throat. He severed the 
wind pipe, but prompt medical assist- 
ance saved his life. Tucker was await- 
ing trial on a charge of burglary. He 
is charged with entering the house of 
Mrs. Morse and securing $72 after 
threatening to shoot and burn the feet 
of two women who were alone in the 
house. 


Three Deaths by Drowning 

Stamford, Conn. Aug. 8%.—Arthut 
Keefe, 30 years old, was drowned 
while bathing in the harbor here. He 
was seized with cramps. Thomas J. 
Dinnan, 8, sen of the captain of the 
steamer Maid of Kent, while waiting 
for his father’s boat to come into port, 
fell overboard and was drowned. John 
Farrarree, 9, was drowned in the 
Myannis river. He had probably been 
seized with cramps. 


Farmer Mysteriously Disappears 

Kingston, Mass., Aug. 3.—More than 
200 men have scoured the woods in the 
vicinity of Indian pond in search of 
Stephen M. Tyler, a farmer who mys | 
teriously disappeared from his hom, 
Saturday afternoon, but no trace of 
the man has been found. Tyler’s rela 
tives fear he suffered a sunstroke and 
while his mind was deranged ended 
his life by drowning. ss

Liberal Minded Chinese Get 
a Terrible Warning 


MAN FLOGGED TO DEATH 


Journalist Who Boldly Proclaimed 
His Principles Has Flesh on His 
Body and Limbs Tora to Pieces— 
Beaten With Bamboo Rods 


Pekin, Aug. 3.—China is witnessing 
a return to the conditions which fol- 
towed the coup d’etat of 1898. Politi- 
eal discussions among the Chinese, 
which increased during the imperial 
court’s recent policy of friendliness 
toward foreigners, has suddenly 
stopped. The plan of the dowager 
empress to terrify the reformers by 


the execution of Shen Chien, a jour- 
nalist of this city, has been successful. 
All the liberal Chinese, particularly 
those who have been associated with 
the reformers, are in the greatest fear 
of arrest and it is difficult to find a 
Chinaman who is willing to mention 
politics or the Shen Chien tragedy, al- 
though the latter is almost the only 
topic of conversation among trusted 
friends. The-officials are particularly 
dumb. 

The affair is disappointing to the 
foreigners, who had hoped that the 
empress dowager’s association with 
the ladies of the legations would have 
a civilizing influence. Prince Su, the 
most liberal of the Manchu princes, 
who in Marca last issued a proclama- 
tion against incense burning to mili- 
tary idols because it was the chief rite 
during the “boxer” troubles, is re- 
ported to have risked his office by op- 
posing the execution of Shen Chien. 

According to the official report of 
the execution Chien was beheaded, but 
it became known that this report was 
false and that the condemned man 
was beaten to death in accordance 
with special instructions issued by the 
dowager empress, who desired to make 
an examplé of the journalist with 
which to terrify other reformers. 

The incident is declared to be the 


most horrible that has occurred in 
China since the Massacre of 1300. 


The killing occurred in the court yard 
of the yamen of the board of punish- 
ment. The victim was beaten with 
bamboo rods for two hours, from 4 to 
6 in the afternoon, the flesh on his 
back, arms and legs being torn to rib- 
bons. After life had apparently be- 
come extinct the executioners, fearing 
that Chien had merely fainted and 
might revive, twisted a rope tightly 
around his neck and left the body in 
this conditicn until morning. No one 
except officials was permitted to see 
the prisoner after his arrest, his 
friends being denied an interview with 
him and all information regarding his 
condition being withheld. 

The evidence at the trial was so 
weak that Chien would probably have 
been acquitted had he not boldly pro- 
claimed his principles throughout and 
his willingness to die for them. He 
frankly admitted the charge that he 
had attempted to organize a rebellion 
at Hankow in 1900 and boasted that he 
had always advocated the assassina- 
tion of the Manchus in order to rid 
the country of the dynasty. 

Despite the precautions taken by 
the officials the prisoner smuggled 
from his cell a farewell message in the 
form of a poem, in which he glorified 
reform and exhorted his colleagues to 
continue the work. 7% 

Chien was 40 years of age and had 
many friends among the foreign resi- 
dents of the city, who describe him as 
an educated, high minded man. The 
affair has created intense feeling in the 
foreign community and a strong senti- 
ment against surrendering the Shang- 
hai reformers to Chinese jurisdiction.

Charlotte, N. C., Aug. 3—Wilford 
Roseboro, the negro who is charged 
with having assaulted Mrs. Beavers 
in Iredell county, then murdering her 
and throwing her body in a well, is in 
Charlotte jail. He was brought here 
for safe keeping. When _ captured, 
Roseboro had two pistols and a razor 
on his person. 


Bu Hamara Again Reported Dead 

Tangier, Morocco, Aug. 3.—It 1s re- 
ported that the pretender to the throne 
of the sultan, Bu Hamara, is dead as 
the result of wounds. 


Bu Hamara has been reported dead 
or killed a number of times since he 
first raised the standard of revolt Oct. 
$1, 1902. 


Twenty-One Strikers Killed 

St. Petersburg, Aug. 3.—There are 
reports that there have been fresh col: 
lisions between the troops and strik- 
ers on the.trans-Caucasian railway 
near Tiflis. The troops were ordered 
to fire upon the rioters, who were us: 
ing revolvers, with the result that 
21 workmen were killed. The removal 
of a rail by the strikers wrecked a 
trans-Caucasian train and two people 
were killed. 


Kansas Towns Under Water 

Salina, Kas., Aug. 3—A cloudburst 
flooded the lowlands and valleys from 
a point near Lindsberg to Ellsworth, 
doing much damage. The valley 
northwest from Lindsberg is all under 
water, and in three towns the water 
is from one to two feet deeper thap 
during the recent flood. Much dam- 
age to crops will result. 


Verdict Ir Evansville Riot 

Evansville, Ind., Aug. 3.—Coronet 
Walling, in his verdict in the cases 
of the 10 persons who were killed in 
the recent riot, finds that they came 
to their death from rifle balls fired by 
some unknown persons during a riot 
ous attack on the county jail and 
militia defending the same.

USED BAD LANGUAGE 
Resident of Oyster Bay Insults Pres- 
ident and His Wife 

Oyster Bay, N. Y., Aug. 3.—Profane 
and abusive language was directed to- 
ward President Roosevelt and his 
family as they were driving up to 
Christ church here to attend service. 
The offender was a resident of Oyster 
Bay named McCann. He was hustled 
away from the church unceremonious- 
ly by the secret service operatives, 

Accompanied by Mrs. Roosevelt and 
two children, the president had driven 
to the village from Sagamore Hill to 
attend church service, Directly in 
front of Christ church McCann was 
walking along the roadside, pushing a 
bicycle. As the president's carriage 
was about to turn into the driveway 
leading into the church grounds, it 
passed McCann. Without provocation 
the man, with an offensive Oath, de- 
manded to know whether they wanted 
the whole road. This was followed 
by abusive and profane language. 

As the carriage stopped at the 
church door the president alighted and 
directed the attention of the secret 
service officers to McCann and ordered 
that he be compelled to leave the vi- 
cinity of the church. McCann hesti- 
tated when ordered to move on, but as 
an officer was about to stimulate his 
movements he sprang on his wheel 
and rode away rapidly. While the in- 
cident was annoying to the president 
and his family it is his desire that no 
action be taken against the man. 


Sight-Seers Out In Force 

Lowell, Mass., Aug. 3.—Trolley cars 
on all lines running to this city 
brought crowds Sunday to view the 
ruins caused by the explosion last 
Wednesday. It is estimated that at 
least 50,000 peopie revisited the scene 
of the disaster. Police and militia 
kept the line moving through the 
wrecked district and no one was al- 
lowed to loiter. Boxes were placed 
at intervals for contributions to the 
relief fund and hundreds of dollars 
were received in this way. During 
the day a skull and other fragments 
of bodies impossible to identify were 
found.

That Quincy is a little lax in regard 
to the amount of dynamite or other ex- 
plosive compounds that may be kept in 
any one building is very evident. 

The City of Boston has very strict 
laws as to the amount that may be kupt 
in any one place, and the officials of the 
fire department keep a careful watch to 
see that the law is lived up to. 

Dealers who handle gunpowder can 
not carry more than 100 pounds in their 


store, and this must be kept in a copper 


case not more than six feet from the 
main entrance. 

The great bulk of powder and other 
high explosives is kept in a _ boat 
anchored off South Boston. 

Dynamite is a very high explosive 
but not near as dangerous as nitro- 
glycerine from which it is made, 

Manufacturers and those who are 
accustomed to handle dynamite claim 
that it is perfectly safeto handle. That 
neither shock nor fire alone will cause 
it toexplode. It takes a combination 
of the two. 

The method in general use to explode 
it is to use a fulminate cap and battery. 
This cap which is about the size of an 
ordinary pencil and about an inch long 
is placed in the stick of dynamite. 
From this wires run to a battery a safe 
distauce away. 

When ready for the explosion the 
operator pushes a rod which causes an 
armature to revolve in a permanent 
magnet, which sends a.ecurrent to the 
cap and explodes it. The explosion of 
the cap in turn explodes the dynamite. 

The force of dynamite is naturally 
downward rather than upward. It shat- 
ters and is therefore used largely for 
excavation purposes. 

While it may be some relief to know 
that the four tons of dynamite at West 
Qaincy cannot be easily exploded the 
citizens nevertheless feel that amount 
to be far too much to be stored in any 
one building. 

If the City Ordinances as they stand 
today are not strict enough to regulate 
the amount that may be kept by a deal- 
er, then the City Council should lose 
no time

Yellow Glass Tests For Gun Sights. 
The United States army is going to 
make experiments with yellow tinted 
glass in gun sights and field glasses, 
based upon the favorable comment 
which has greeted the innovation in 
armies in Europe, says a Fort Riley 
(Kan.) dispatch to the Kansas City 
Star. The ordnance department has 
been the first to take the matter up 
and is already fitting range finders 
with this colored glass. The signal 
corps has already announced its inten- 
tion of experimenting with field 
glasses. Experiments in the Russian | 
army have shown that batteries using | 
the yellow tinted glass have made | 
about one-third more hits in practice 
than those using sights without the 
yellow glasses. It is sald in favor of |

KING THANKS IRELAND 


For Loyalty and Affection 


Shown Toward Him 


GIVES SOME GOOD ADVICE 


Showing How National Well-Being 
May Multiply From Year to Year 
In the Green Isle—Newspapers See 


Opening of New Era of Prosperity 


London, Aug. 3.—In replying to an 
address presented to their majesties 
at Queenstown Saturday the king said 
that the queen and himself “looked 
| forward to renewing in future years 


| the happy experience of the present 
| visit.” This promise of another visit 
| to Ireland has given the greatest sat- 
isfaction throughout the country and 
the morning papers here all pay tri- 
butes to the inestimable service which 
the king has rendered the realm by his 
tactful conduct. 

The visit is commented on as a 
great success, which will open up a 
new era of prosperity for Ireland, and 
the address issued by the king at 
Cowes is welcomed as a felicitous end- 
ing of a memorable journey. Even 
the Irish papers are enthusiastic, de- 
claring if only the king will pay a 
yearly visit or send the Prince of 
| Wales, if he cannot come himself, that 
| Ireland’s troubles will soon begin to 
disappear. 

Before leaving Queenstown the king 
'summoned Horace Plunkett, vice- 
| president of the department of agri- 
/ culture an@ technical instruction of 
Ireland, aboard the royal yacht and 
complimented him on his work in Ire- 
land’s behalf, conferred the honor of 
knighthood and presented him with a 
knight commandership of the Victor- 
jan order, saying: “Il wish you’ to 
take it as a personal gift from my- 
self.” 

The king further commanded the 
lord lieutenant of Ireland to announce 
that his majesty had received from 
Lord Iveagh (Edward Cecil Guinness) 
250,000 to be devoted to the Dublin 
hospitals, Catholic as well as Pro- 
testant, in memory of the king’s visit. 

The royal yacht Victoria and Albert 
reached Cowes last evening and King 
Edward immediately ordered the issue 
of the following address: 

“To my Irish people: 

“I desire, on leaving Ireland, to ex- 
press to my Irish people how deeply I 
have been touched by the kindness 
and good will they have shown to the 
queen and myself. Our experience on 
previous visits had indeed prepared 
us for a traditional welcome of a 
warm-hearted race, but our expecta- 
tions have been exceeded. Wherever 
or country, 
tokens of loyalty and affection, pre- 
ferred by every section of the com- 
munity, have made an enduring im- 
pression upon our hearts. 

“For a country so attractive and a 
people so gifted we cherish the warm- 
est regard, and {ft is, therefore, with 
supreme sausfaction that I have so 
often during our stay heard the hope 
expressed that a brighter day is dawn- 
ing upon Ireland. I shall eagerly 
await the fulfilment of this hope. Its 
realization will, under divine provi 
dence, depend largely upon the steady 
development of self-reliance and co 
operation, upon better and more prac- 
tical education, upon the growth of in- 
dustrial and commercial enterprise 
and upon that increase of mutual tol- 
eration and respect which the respon- 
sibility my Irish people now enjoy in 
the public administration of their local 
affairs is well fitted to teach. 

“It is my earnest prayer that these 
and other means of national well- 
being may multiply from year to year 
in Ireland and tnat the blessings o1 
peace, contentment and prosperity 
may be abundantly vouchsafed to her.” 

Copies of the address will be posted 
throughout Ireland.

Cup Hunter Beats Pacemaker 
In Forty-Mile Race 


CONDITIONS AGAINST HER 


But She Outdid Herself Both In 
Light Winds and In Freshening 
Breeze Which Favored Old Chal- 
lenger—Exhibition of Superiority 


Atiantic Highlands, N. J., Aug. 4— 
With all the luck against her, Sham- 
rock III. has again proved herself a 
splendid racer in light winds by beat- 
ing her pacemaker, Shamrock L, 9m. 
57s., in a 30-mile windward and lee- 


ward race off Sandy Hook. That the 
challenger is a wonderful boat for 


windward work in light winds all her 


admirers know, but yesterday she out- 
did herself. 

Beating out to the mark she gained 
a big lead only to lose a portion of it 
by a slant of wind which temporarily 
enabled the old boat to outpoint her. 
Though Shamrock I. had the better of 
a freshening breeze in the run to the 
finish line, the challenger more than 
trebled the distance of her lead over 
Shamrock L, but the yachts were sail- 
ing so much faster at the finish than 
at the turn that the challenger’s gain 
in time was much less than in dis- 
tance. 

The course was 15 miles south, a 
beat to windward and run back. The 
wind was not better than five knots 
when the boats crossed the line in 
this order: ‘ Shamrock III., 11:12:17; 
Shamrock 1., 11:12:37. 

The boats got away on different 
tacks, Shamrock I. heading off shore, 
while the challenger started toward 
the Jersey coast. The new boat came 
about after a few minutes and fol- 
lowed the other seaward and to wind- 
ward, astern of her. After a half hour 
both tacked for a long leg along the 
Jersey coast. From a position on the 
old boat’s lee bow the cup hunter, by 
outpointing the other, worked up to 
windward until an hour after the start 
she-was nearly a mile ahead, though 
not to windward. The new boat 
seemed to be minutes ahead. They 
passed within three miles of Long 
Branch and Elberon in that order. 

Off West End Shamrock III. made 
a short tack off shore and then fetched 
to a point off Ocean Grove. Shamrock 
I., carrying a more favorable slant and 
thereby gaining materially, was not 
forced to tack until off Ocean Grove, 
and then both boats headed for the 
mark with the challenger leading. 
Shamrock L, from a. windward nosi-

turbance, although it was quite severe. 
The tremor was centered at San Jose, 
where numerous windows and much 
crockery was broken. The shock 
lasted from 20 to 30 seconds and was 
| from east to west. 


Famine as a Result of Strike 

London, Aug. 4.—Correspondents of 
The Times report the continued spread 
of labor troubles and prolonged sus- 
pension of traffic on the Baku-Tiflis 
railway, with the result that the inter- 
vening towns between Baku and Tif- 
lis are partly famine-stricken. Even 
Tiflis has been deprived of meat for 
some time. 


Sold Government Secrets 
Belgrade, Aug. 4.—A Servian officer 
has-been arrested here on the charge 
of selling the mobilization plans to a 
foreign power. It is believed that he 
has several accomplices. A rigorous 
investigation is proceeding. 


Roosevelt Approves Cuba’s Action 

Havana, Aug. 4.—President Palma 
has received a letter from President 
Roosevelt expressing complete satis» 
faction with the treaties negotiated 
and approving Cuba’s action in rela 
tion thereto. 


Textile Workers Sought Peace 

Philadelphia, Aug. 4.—The fact that 
the industrial branch of the National 
Civic Federation has made an effori 
to settle the textile strike in this city 
and failed is made public. The tex- 
tile workers agreed to return to work 
on a 66-hour a week basis and also 
agreed not to ask for nigher wages un- 
til a reasonable time had elapsed. The 
Civic Federation communicated with 
the manufacturers, but the employers 
would not accept the offer. 


Delaware Lynching Threatened 

Smyrna, Del., Aug. 4-—Constable 
Wright of Clayton was shot and fa- 
tally wounded at that place last night 
by Fletcher Hollis, a negro, aged about 
20, whom he was trying to arrest. 
The negro escaped, but several hun- 
dred armed men started in pursuit of 
the slayer with the intention of shoot- 
ing him. Whether Hollis will get away 
or be lynthed remains to be seen. 


Set Upon by Thugs 

Boston, Aug. 4.—Simon Sidikivar, 
living at 7 Stillman street, was late 
last night set upon and brutally beaten 
within five yards of his home by a 
gang of North End thugs. Robbery 
was apparently the object of the gang. 
The men were scared away, however, 
by the screams of several women who 
saw the assault. Sidikivar’s skull is 
probably fractured. 


Honolulu Invites Immigration 
Honolulu, Aug. 4—The citizens of 
Honolulu are determined to do all 
within their power to promote immi- 
gration to the islands. With this end 
in view, the Merchants’ association 
and the chamber of commerce will 
advertise the advantages of Hawaii to 
the outside world, beside the catering 
to the comfort of visitors who arrive 
here. : 
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SECRECY MAINTAINED 


Little Reliable News of Con- 
clave’s Proceedings 


MAY MAKE A SACRIFICE 


For the Sake ot Relieving Aged Car- 
dinals, One of Whom Has Received 
Last Communion—Factions May Al- 


low Election of a Foreign Pope 


Rome, Aug. 4.—After three full days 
of deliberation, during which six bal- 
lots have been taken, the members of 
the conclave still remain shut up in 
the Vatican without having selected a} 
successor to Leo XIII. The futility of | 
both the ballots taken yesterday was 


evidenced by the smoke which arose 
from the Ststine chapel. This mute} 
signal last evening was watched by | 
another large crowd which partially | 
filled the square of San Pietro and 
which it was estimated numbered 
about 15,000. Great disappointment 
was manifested and when the little 
puff of smoke appeared there were 
loud cries, not only of disappointment, 
but even of derision. 

Rome is becoming extremely im- 
patient over the delay in the selection 
of the new pope, concerning which 
there appears to be no definite ex- 
planation owing to the rigid secrecy 
with which the proceedings within the 
conclave are being guarded. Practi- 
cally the only news which came from 
the Sistine chapel yesterday was that 
of the extremely grave illness ’ of 
Cardinal Herrero. It is presumed, 
however, that the other aged cardinals 
are also suffering from their pro- 
longed incarceration and the intense 
heat. Among the ambassadors and 
ecclesiastics there exists a general 
opinion that, if only for the sake of 
relieving the aged cardinals, much 
may be sacrificed within the conclave 
to arrive at a speedy conclusion. On 
the other hand, there are those who 
are pessimistic enough to believe that 
the hostility among the factions in the 
sacred college is so bitter that the 
struggle may be continued for sev- 
eral weeks. This view, however, finds 
little credence. 

Those who are superstitious are 
sayivug that as the conclave opened 
on St Ignatius Loyola day it will prob- 
ebly close today, the day of St. 
Dominic, one of the fighting saints in 
the calendar, thus fulfilling the 
prophecy of St. Malachi, who predicted 
that the motto of the next pope would 
be “Ignis Ardens.” 

There are those who profess to be- 
lieve that a pope has already been 
elected, but that the fact is being kept 
secret. They recall that in August, 
1740, Cardinal Lambertini (Bemediet 
XIV.> -was elected pope in the even- 
ing, but that the conclave postponed 
the rnoclamation of his election until 
next morning, keeping the fact of the 
election secret even from the con- 
clavists. .On that occasion the head 
whicn was to wear the crown was un- 
easy. Cardinal Lambertini could not 
sieep end his conclavist, bearing him 
woving restlessly several times, in- 
quired the cause of his nervousness. 
At iast the cardinal, no longer able 
to contain himself, shouted: “I am 
pope. Now can yousleep? Just try.” 

Out of all the rumors and gossip 
which is afloat concerning what is 
happening in the conclave the most 
persistent report is to the effect that 
the Rampolla and Serafine Vannu- 
telll factions have remained compact 
and that the attempt-of one faction to 
press forward a new candidate in the 
hope of breaking the strength of the 
other has failed. The Italia cays that 
matters have reached a point which 
presages the possibility of the election 
of a foreign pope, and that Cardinal 
Kopp, bishop of Breslau, who is most 
frequently me med in this connec- 
tion, has the support of the German 
emperor. If this is true The Italia 
interprets ét ‘as a move on the part of 
the Rampolla faction to win over the 
Austro-German cardinals from Sera- 
fino Vannutelil.

TO CURTAIL OUTPUT 


Addition to List of Cotton Factories 
Which Will Close 

Boston, Aug. 4.—In addition to the 
list of mills which propose to stop part 
of the time during August, as an- 
nounced last week, the Hamilton cot- 
ton mills of Amesbury have decided 
to curtail production. The mills of 
the Russell cotton manufacturing com- 
pany at Middletown and Higganum, 
Conn., have closed for an indefinite 
time on account of the raw cotton 
situation. 

The Libby & Dingley company of 
Lewiston, Me., is closed this week. 
The Nashua and Jackson companies of 
Nashua, N. H., will close their mills 
the last week of August and the first 
week in September. 

The extent of the curtailment in 
Fall River this week is 755,000 spin- 
dies in the Durfee, Cornell, Stafford, 
Border City, Davol, Union, Chace, 
Narragansett, Robeson and Weetamoe 
corporations. The Troy and Richard 
Borden mills may stop in the middle 
of the week, or they may not stop un- 
til Saturday, when they will remain 
idle for a week or two. The yarn 
mills will stop Thursday night and 
parts of other corporations will also 
be stopped.

Won’t Name His Assailant

Old Fortress to Be Utilized 

Portland, Me., Aug. 4—The old 
fortress at Fort Georges has been 
fitted up as a searchlight station for 
the war maneuvers. An immense 
light has been stationed on top of the 
structure at a point which will com- 
mand nearly every section of the 
inner harbor. The fort will be occu- 
pied practically the greater part of 
the time until the close of the maneu- 
vers. This is the first time the Stars 
and Stripes have floated over Fort 
Georges since the civil war. 


Held For Death of Poole 

Canton, Mass.,; Aug. 4.—Rosario Di 
Sano is confined in the Dedham jail 
under a charge of having caused the 
death of Hiram H. Poole, who was 
stabbed to death almost within a 
stone’s throw of his home on Sherman 
street. The police believe that Di 
Sano was temporarily made a madman 
by a blow on the forehead in a fight 
with other Italians at a christening in 
Canton. 


Little Girl’s Terrible Death 

Rochester, N. H., Aug. 4—lLeona 
Lord, 8 years old, left her home and 
a few minutes later was heard crying 
in a field near by. Her father rushed 
out and found her clothing in flames. 
The child's body was completely 
burned over, the flesh dropping off in 
many places. She died in terrible 
agony. It is thought that she went 
in the field with matches. 


Will Please Wool Men 

Boston, Aug. 4.—By order of the 
United States government the em- 
bargo placed on New England wool 
last December, on account of the pre- 
valence of the foot and mouth disease 
among cattle, has been removed.

Relating to Cuban Soldiers 
Entitled to Pay 


HIS OWN SHARE $20,000 


While Revolutionary Privates Will 
Receive In the Vicinity of $900 
Each—Loan 
Sufficient to Meet the Total Claims 


Havana, Aug. 4—General Maximo 
Gomez, chairman of the commission 
dealing with the matter, has just com- 
pleted a list of the revolutionary sol- 
diers entitled to pay. General Gomez 
says the list contains about 50,000 
names. He believes the pending loan 
will not cover more than half the 


claims, and anticipates that the Cuban 
congress will provide for the payment 
of the balance in some form of due 
bill, payable with interest, after a 
considerable interval and probably dis- 
countable and transferable. 

General Gomezsaid the rateof wages 
allowed to an ordinary soldier is $1 
a day during the periods of his ser- 
vice. Sergeants and commissioned 
officers are separately computed, the 
amounts allowed ranging from a few 
hundred dollars to $20,000, the latter 
sum being allowed to himself as com- 
mander-in-chief. The pay of many 
generals and colonels is fixed at $10,- 
000 and upwards. The majority of the 
privates will receive in the vicinity of 
$900, indicating 21-2 years’ service. 
General Gomez saidthe total altogether 
exceeds the commission's expecta- 
tions, but the claims were reviewed 
so carefully that there is no doubt as 
to their justice. No allowances have 
been made on account of disabilities 
and injuries incurred. 

The decidedly unpopular idea enter- 
tained by the soldier element that the 
army will be paid in full does not find 
much credence in administration 
circles. The total amount of the 
claims has caused some surprise, and 
the matter is at present in an indefi- 
nite shape, but it is not believed that 
the government will consider it ad- 
visable to go beyond paying the 
veterans proportionately to the full 
extent of the loan. 

According to present indications the 
amount of the loan will not meet more 
than 50 to 60 per cent. of the total 
claims. Nevertheless it is expected 
that the patriotism of the Cubans will 
acquiesce in ending the matter by pay- 
ing off the obligations to the extent of 
the government’s present ability, with- 
out hampering the nation with a fur- 
ther load of debt. The $3,000,000 paid 
by the United States through Major 
General Brooke, former military goy- 
ernor of Cuba, to the Cubans who 
turned in their arms, is not reckoned 
upon in the soldiers’ pay list. 


Miners’ Strike Not Sanctioned 

Wilkesbarre, Pa, Aug. 4—The 
Strike at the Red Ash colliery may de- 
velop into a protracted struggle. The 
miners have been out for 12 days and 
the leaders of the United Mine Work- 
ers have informed them that they 
could not sanction their course and 
for that reason they could not give 
them any support. Notwithstanding 
this state of affairs the strikers pro- 
pose to continue the strike upon their 
Own responsibility. 


Prelate For Irish Privy Council 

London, Aug. 4.—According to The 
Chronicle it is not impossible that the 
king’s Irish visit will result in the ap- 
pointment of Archbishop Walsh of the 
diocese of Dublin to the Irish privy 
council. Hitherto no Catholic prelate 
has been on the council, but it is said 
to have been a cherished dream of 
Lord Beaconsfield to have on the coun- 
cil a prelate possessing the confidehce 
of the Irish people and of the pope. 


Kansas Flood Not Serious 

Kansas City, Aug. 4. — Kansas 
streams, raised by cloudbursts at two 
points and steady downpours in other 
parts of the state, are practically at 
a standstill and no further serious rise 
is expected. The biggest of these 
streams, the Kaw river, is rising slow- 
ly at Kansas City and for a short dis- 
tance west of here, but at no place 
along its length is the water near the 
danger line, 


Union Fires Business Agent 

Montreal, Aug. 4.—The Longshore- 
men’s union has discharged J. G. 
O’Neill, its business agent, who led the 
men in the strike last spring and then 
accepted the position of business 
agent. O'Neill, in the terms of settle- 
ment, agreed that walking delegates 
should not approach men working on 
the wharves. The men contend that 
agreement destroyed his usefulness.

name as Samuel Scott. 

Tuesday lnspector McKay made up 
his mind that the man who committed 
the assault had gone toward 
and he directed his line of search in 
that vicinity: He with Officer Heaney 
of Randolph and Ofticer Crooker of 
Holbrook, after searching 
found Scott under a railroad bridge in 
Stoughton. 

He was thought to be the man wanted 
and was brought to Quincy. His de- 
scription tallies with that given by Mr. 
Clifford. He is short and stout and 
5 feet, 7 inches, tall. 

When questioned by Inspector McKay, 
he said that he was a reed worker by 


trade, 27 years of age, and that his 
home was in Brooklyn, N. Y. 
When further questioned as to his 


whereabouts on Monday night, he said 
that he had been at work in Boston 
and that Monday night he slept on a 
dump somewhere south of Boston; just 
where he did not know. 

When arrested he had on a straw hat, 
av undershirt and blue sweater, and a 
coat and trousers similar to those found 
in Sheppard’s coal yard. 

He had nv onter shirt or vest and 
there was a blood spot on his pants. 

When he was brought to the Police 
station the hat found at Mr. 
house fitted him, as did also the vest 
found in Sheppard’s coal yard. He had 
one or two cuts on his hand, but says 
he got them while wo1king at his trade. 

Scott denies any connection with the 
assault at Mr. Clifford’s house. 

It was too late Tuesday night when 
Inspector McKay arrived in Quincy 
with his prisoner to have Mr. Clifford 
see him, but today he will be given 
that opportunity. 

The view that Mr. Clifford and Mr, 
Heal had of the fellow before their 
light was extinguished was a brief one 
and they possibly may have difliculty in 
recognizing the fellow. 

This morning Scott was arraigned for 
being a tramp, and the case was con- 
tinued until tomorrow morning. 

When the case comes up again he will 
probably be confronted with a more 
serious charge. In the meantime’ he 
will be held at the Quincy police 
station. 

The credit of finding the clothing in 
Sheppard’s coal yard rightly belongs to 
Officer Murray. E. Frank Mitchell one 
of Mr.Sheppard’s clerks saw the cloth- 
ing early in the morning near the three 
posts that mark the patb leading from 
the coal yard to the depot. He thought 
that they were some old clothes thrown 
there by one of the workmenon the 
railroad and did not give thema second 
thought. 

Later, in the morning, Officer Murray 
who was walking along the railroad 
track, looking for evidence, came across 
them and promptly recognized them 
as an important piece of evidence. 

While Scott was inthe cage at the 
court room waiting to be taken back to 
the police station what may prove an 
important clew in connecting him with 
the assault was developed. 

Among those who were present in the 
cout room was James O. Sypher of 
Braintree. Mr. Sypber positively identi- 
fied Scott as the Negro whom he met 
about 10 o’clock Tuesday morning on 
Meadow road, Braintree, Scott at that 
time was walking toward East Brain- 
tree, 

Michael Branley was with Mr. Sypher 
at the time and their attention was at- 
tracted to the Negro because he had a 
handkerchief on his head in place of a 
hat.

~ HEROIC SELF SACRIFICE, 


Courage With Which a Young Naval 
Officer Greeted Death. 


“Speaking of heroism,” said a navy 
Officer at his club a few evenings ago, 
“it is rare that such an example is seen 
as that of Hynson, who was a passed 
midshipman at Vera Cruz in 1846. It 
Was really more than a bit of heroism; 
it was fortitude, passive courage, that 
confronted a peculiar danger, a self 
sacrifice, that was most conspicuous. 

“Our fleet was off the harbor on 
blockade duty when one day a Spanish 
mecchant vessel managed to slip in 
Without being discovered. Hynson con- 
ceived the idea of capturing the vessel 
by a night attack, and he succeeded in 
doing so. But as he could not take the 
vessel out of harbor, for the reason 
that she was under the close range 
of the enemy’s guns, Hynson set fire 
to the vessel. In doing so he ®urned 
both his arms so badly that he carried 
them in slings for several days. While 
in this disabled condition a terrific 
squall came up and played havoc with 
several of our little vessels, and the one 
on which Hynson was serving was cap- 
sized. Hynson and one of the other of- 
ficers managed to get hold of a floating 
sper, but as it was not sufficient to 
keep them both afloat Hynson let go 
his hold and tn a few moments sank to 
his death.”"—New York Tribune. 


Weight of a Growing Child. 

The weight of a growing child is the 
most important index to its general 
health. The standard of welght for 
growing children, that usually given 
by authorities in the matter, is that at 
five years of age a child should weigh 
about as many pounds as it is inches 
high. As a rule, this will not be much 
over or under forty pounds. . Children 
who come of Jarge parents should 
weigh something more than that. The 
rate of increase should be about two 
pounds for every inch of growth, with 
a tendency for the weight to exceed 


this standard proportionately rather 
than to fall below it. When a child is 
rather heavier in proportion to its 


height than this standard it {s a sign 
of good health. If the child is growing 
rapidly it should not be allowed to fall 
much below-4it without being made to 
rest more than has been the custom be- 
fore. A deficiency of weight in propor- 
tion to height is aJways an unfavorable 
sign. Any interruption in the progress 
of increase of weight, especially dur- 
ing the continuance of growth, must 
be a danger signal that should not be 
neglected by those tnterested in the pa- 
tient. 


Why He Only Ate the Yolks. 

An American woman traveling in 
England stopped one day at a little 
country house. Chatting with the vis- 
itor, the woman of the house told of 
her difficulty in getting along and of an 
experience she had had with a boarder. 

“The first morning this man stopped 
here,” she said, “he began to eat boiled 
eggs very greedily. Egg after egg he 
ate—three, four, five, six—and it was 
only the yolk of them that he swal- 
lowed; the white he didn’t bother with 
at all.

The Dinner Hour. 
It is a curious fact that with almost 
every generation the dinner hour has 
undergone a changé,\the principal meal 
of the day being eaten at different pe- 
riods, from 10 o'clock in the morning 
until 10 o'clock at night. The author 
of “The Pleasures of the Table” points 
out that in England 400 or 500 years 
ago people took four meals—breakfast 
at 7, dinner at 10, supper at 4 and liv- 
ery at 8. In France in the thirteenth 
century 9 in the morning was the din- 
ner hour; Henry VII. dined at 11. In 
Cromwell’s time 1 o’clock had come to 
be the fashionable hour and in Addi- 
son’s day 2 o'clock, which gradually 
was transformed into 4. Pope found 
fault with Lady Suffolk for dining so 
late as 4, Four and 5 continued to be the 
popular dining hours among the aris- 
tocracy until the second decade of the 
nineteenth century, when dinner was 
further postponed, from which period 
it has steadily continued to encroach 
npon the evening. .

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{Mill T ie-Up Extends Because 


of Cotton Status 
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QUARTER OF SPINDLES IDLE 


Throughout New England the and 
South—Print Clothes Selling Below 
Price—Healthy Demand For Cotton 
Products Expected In the Fall 


Fall River, Mass. Aug. 5.—The 
present generation of cotton manufac- 
turers has never faced a situation like 
the present one. For five weeks there 
has been an average curtailment of 
720,000 spindles, not counting in a 
shutdown for two days a week of the 


local yarn mills, the stopping of many 
looms in fine and fancy goods mills, 
and the consequent stopping of ma- 
chines in departments preceding the 
weaving processes. 

During the Civil war years cotton 
was exceedingly high and hard to get, 
and market prices fluctuated wildly. 
It is related that the Granite mills of 
this city bought a cargo of cotton at 
New Orleans in those days at $1.26 a 
pound, and before it was delivered the 
price had dropped to 40 cents. But 
that same year, through the extraor- 
dinary demand and fabulous prices 
for cloth, the corporation cleared 75 
per cent of its capital. 

Now the mills are closing because 
they cannot get cotton at figures that 
will warrant them in making cloth at 
current cloth prices, and they see no 
prospect of an increase in demand 
great enough to lift prices to a profit- 
able point. The dulness in the de 
mand is regarded by some manufac- 
turers as the most serious feature of 
the situation, because if cloth could be 
sold at cost several mills that are clos- 
ing would continue to run and await 
the advent of uew cotton in Septem- 
ber and October. 

The curtailment !s affecting fully a 
quarter of the spindles of New Eng- 
land and the south, according to re- 
turns made to brokers here, and un- 
less there is a sharp revival of iater- 
est among buyers in the next three 
weeks it will become more general, 
because it seems to be conceded that 
the incoming crop will be from two 
to three weeks late and comparatively 
high. The selling price of printing 
cloths is about 2 1-2 cents per pound 
below cost, on the current bases of 
cotton, labor and supplies. 

While buyers generally are not well 
supplied with goods ,for the next 
month, they are following a waiting 
policy, hoping that the manufacturers 
of the country will change their pres- 
ent attitude toward the prices offered. 
This policy is so well settled among 
the large buyers that some manufac- 
turers are convinced that there is an 
agreement among them to buy nothing 
until the cotton syndicate faces the 
new crop. 

The stagnation is not confined to a 
few lines, but in nearly all lines of 
cotton manufacture, trading is_ slow, 
and the mill men are proceeding on 
the most conservative lines. Fully 50 
per cent of the fine goods looms in op- 
eration are said to be at work on 
staple fabrics, the plain lawns, sheet- 
ings and more common convertibles 
that can be stored with safety. 

The general trend of opinion here 
seems to be that, in view of the world- 
wide curtailment, there must come a 
healthy demand for all kinds of cot- 
ton products as soon as the price for 
the raw material becomes more stable. 
The oldest and most experienced man- 
ufacturers are trimming their sails 
for all the fall business in a hopeful 
frame of mind. 

Locally, the curtailment has begun 
to affect trade a little. There has been 
an average of about 7000 operatives 
more or less idle every week. They 
have not endured any great hardship, 
because they have been employed reg- 
ularly for a long period at the highest 
wages in a quarter of a century, and 
the mills as a rule have not stopped 
for long periods. The exceptions have 
been in the cases of mills making ex- 
tensive repairs on their motive plants, 
but the general rule has been to stop 
a week or two and run a week or two. 
thus giving the workers an opportu- 
nity to get wages to carry them along. 


Russia Driving a Close Bargain 

Berlin, Aug. 5.—The papers print a 
statement to the effect that Russia 
will insist on two conditions as indis- 
pensable to the new German com- 
mercial treaty -with Russia. First, a 
heavy reduction in the duties on meat 
and animals; second, to confine the 
minimum duties on grain to states en- 
tering into treaty relations with Ger- 
many, to the exclusion of the United 
States and Argentina.

Havana, Aug. 5.—Juan Pupo, who, it

Urbana, O., Aug. 6.—Four leaaing 
Democrats opened the Ohio campaign | 
here, two weeks in advance of the 
Democratic state convention. Wiuiam 
J. Bryan had been engaged to audress 
the Urbana Chautauqua assembly, and 


the Democrats of Champaign county 
held their convention on the Chautau- 
qua grounds during the day, at 
which addresses were made by Mr. 
Bryan, John L. Zimmerman, Mayor 
Tom Johnson of Cleveland and ex- 


in Wollaston by Mr. J. W. Wellington | Congressman Lentz. 


The addresses all attracted atten- 
tion because of the direct references to 
certain men as well as to politics on 
which there are differences within the 
party. Bryan referred to ex-President 
Cleveland repeatedly. Zimmerman re- 
ferred to the fathers of democracy and 
the eternal principles of the party. 
Then came Mayor Johnson and ex- 
Congressman Lentz in emphatic dec- 
laration that this was no time for 
“dead issues.” 

The “keynotes” the last two 
speakers were not in accord with 
those of Zimmerman, whose managers 
had secured the Champaign county 
delegates for the nomination for gov- 
ernor before Johnson reached the tab- 
ernacle. This is Zimmerman’s home 
county, and the convention stood 130 
to 50 for Zimmerman. 

Mr. Bryan received the greatest ova- 
tion when he said: “The Democrats 
in 1892 played a confidence game on 
the people, and put a bunco steerer 
at the head of the party. I want to 
say to you, my friends, that the dls- 
reputable man who stands on the 
street curbing and leads the unwary 
traveller into a game where he loses 
his money is respectable compared 
with the man who accepts the suf- 
frages of five milions of people and 
then leads them into Wall street to be 
betrayed. 

“Don’t be deceived when they tell 
you it was the silver question tuat 
drove people out of the party. 

“Those who left the Democratic 
party are divided into two classes— 
those who left because they understood 
the issue in the campaign, and those 
who left because they were deceived 
in the issue of the campaign. Those 
who understand the issue and left be- 
cause they understood it can never re- 
turn to the party until they repent and 
show that tueir hearts and sympatuies 
are changed. The fight will continue 
in this country until one side or the 
other is triumphant.” 

He said he had more respect for a 
Republican than for anyone calling 
himself a Democrat, “who would put 
his principles on the auction block or 
in a junkshop.” 

The speech of Mayor Johnson was 
accepted as indicating that he was a 
receptive candidate for governor, but 
that he was not a candidate for Sena- 
tor Hanna’s place. His address on 
what the party should advocate was 
accepted as indicating his expectation 
at the state convention; and his 
friends were enthusiastic in saying we 
nomination for governor would come 
to him without the aggressive can- 
vass that is being made by the Zim- 
merman organization. Johnson inti- 
mated that if he ran for governor his 
platform would be reduced fares on all 
railroads, in addition to his well 
known views on taxation.

WEATHER FAVORS LATTER 


But They Have Not Been Able to Slip 
Past Defenders, Which Have Ad-

Portland, Me., Aug. 6.—At midnight 
last night that portion of the New 
England coast from the British boun- 
dary to Cape Ann had been theoretical-

The attacking fleet has been at sea 
for three days, and will have until 
Saturday to win the game planned by 
the naval experts in Washington by 
occupying any of the harbors om this 
portion of the coast for a period of 
five hours wituout being discovered. 

The defending fleet, under the com- 
mand of Rear Admiral Barker, sailed 
from Bar Harbor yesterday morning, 
and by night toe various ships of the 
squadron were well aistributed along 
the coast, and the work of patrol had 
begun.

NO SILVER LINING 


Visible In Clouds Over Wall Street, 
Where Two More Fallures Occur 
New York, Aug. 6.—Two more Stock 

Exchange failures, making a total of 
six in the last 11 business days, were 
recorded when Sharp & Bryan and 
Hurlbutt, Hatch & Co. announced their 
inability to meet their obligations. 
surprise, 
as both had been discounted. The 
failure of Sharp & Bryan came short- 
ly after the market had _ recovered 
from its demoralized opening. That 
of Hurlbutt, Hatch & Co. was an- 
nounced just as prices throughout the 
list were tumbling lower than at any 
time before. 

The day’s business can best be sum- 
marized by tne statement that almost 
four score of stocks, fully two-thirds 
of the active list, touched the lowest 
record reached during the present 
movement, which had its inception 
last September. 

At the close of the day some of the 
solid interests spoke reassuringly. 
They declared that the financial at- 
mosphere was being clarified, but for 
all that Wall street as a whole could 
see no silver lining in the clouds, much 
less a golden one. Other failures were 
confidently predicted and the names 
of several important firms were men- 
tioned as among those in financial 
straits. 

A sharp break in sterling exchange 
during the day was coupled with the 
suggestion that at least one interna- 
tional banking house had been making 
desperate etforts to borrow money 
abroad. Officers of leading local banks 
and trust companies decline to discuss 
the situation except to express confi: 
dence as to the sound condition of 
financial institutions.

out any outer sbirt on, and asked for 
something t@ eat. She noticed that he 
was ‘shaking and acting nervous but 
attributed it to the fact that he was 
scantily clothed. 

She then gave him the coat and hat, 
and the Negro started in to saw some 
wood while she entered the house to 
prepare him something to eat. 

She came out with the food a few 
minutes later, and was surprised to find 
that the Negro had gone. 

She fully identified Scott as the man. 

It was nearly 1 o’clock before the re- 
turn was made to Quincy, and the pris- 
oner turned over to Officer Butler of 
Weymouth, who was acting as court 
officer. 

Officer Butler took the fellow to 
Carlson’s, near the depot, and gave him 
a lunch, and then took him to Dedham 
jail, where he will remain until next 
Thursday. 

The developments this morning con- 
vince the police more thoroughly than 
ever, that Scott and Bailey are one and 
the same person, and that Scott will 
eventually break down and make a full 
confession. 


STORY OF A PAL. 


Scott’s confession is as follows: Was 
travelling in company with another 
negro, named Joe Bailey, who lives on 
the east side of New York city. He 
says he had been going about the 
country with Bailey for the last five 
years. He says Bailey was a thief, but 
he worked for his living. Monday 
night he and Bailey lay down by the 
side of the railroad track and went to 
Sleep. 

Scott says he was awakened by the 
sound of a pistol shot, and looking 
around, in a few minutes saw Bailey 
come running out of a house in Wollas- 
ton. Bailey ran up the track at pretty 
food speed, while Scott followed at a 
leisurely pace. Yet he managed to 
catch up with Bailey in a short time. 

Bailey told him he bad had a fight in 
a house and that he bad used a blue 
steel dirk. In describing it more fully, 
Scott said it was a dirk which had a 
hinge in the back. 

At this time Bailey wore two pairs 
of trousers. Soon after Bailey took off 
the outer pair of trousers, which were 
covered’ with blood. He also took off 
his coat, vest and ‘shoes, all of which 
were bloody. 

Bailey asked Scott to trade shoes, 
and, to oblige him, Scott gave Bailey 
his own shoes and put on Bailey's, al- 
though they were bloody. Then Bailey 

threw away the bloody coat, vest and

Bailey had thrown away the dirk as 
they walked along the track, but thinks 
he might be able to logate the place by 
daylight if given a chance. 

The police are not inclined to put 
much faith in the story Scott tells.

AN AUTOMOBILE YACHT. 


Its Inventor Expects to Explore 
Florida Swamp In Novel Craft. 
Destined for service both on land and 

water, the much discussed “automobile 

yacht” will soon be prepared to make 
its journey to the south, says the New 

York Herald. As far as both marine 

and terrestrial architecture are con- 

cerned the amphibious craft is not a 

thing to delight the eye, for it has lines 

which have never been considered 
beautiful. »« 

Its inventor, Anton Schmidt, a cabi- 
net maker of Newark, N. J., who built 
it, says that he 1s sure that it will do 


all that is required of it either in the | 


water or on dry land and that soon he 
will make his arrangements to go to 
Florida, where he has been invited to 
explore a swamp. Near Ocala, he has 
been informed, there is a morass which 
incloses a more or less active sulphur 
voleano. Rank vegetation abounds on 
the outskirts of the region, and in the 
center there is an unexplored spot be- 
lieved to abound in sulphurous fumes 
and salamanders. 

The vessel has had a trial trip in the 
waters near Newark, and when all the 
machinery is placed in it he believes 
that within a few weeks he will reach 
the region which awaits his investiga- 
tion. 

This land and water craft, as Mr. 
Schmidt calls it, is forty-five feet in 
length, elght in beam and has a draught 
of three feet. Its total height is only 
a trifle more than six feet, just enough 
to permit a man to stand up inside. It 
has five wheels in all, two large ones 
at the side and one at each end and a 
small one beneath, which serves as a 
support whén the craft is on dry land 
and as a means of propulsion when it 
is immersed. The greater part of the 
power will be applied to the side 
wheels. ° 

The inventor thinks that the craft 
may easily proceed at the rate of six 
miles an hour on land and eight in wa- 
ter. 


MELONS ON A PEACH TREE. 


Uncle Billie Somers’ New Idea 
Annual Garden Freak. 

If Uncle Billie Somers, who has a 
small truck farm at Churchtown, near 
Pennsville, N. J., does not surprise his 
neighbors each season in growing 
something of the freakish nature he 
puts it down es a poor season, says the 
Philadelphia Press. Growing water- 
melons in boot legs, citrons in bed 
springs and squashes with inscriptions 
on them is his hobby, but this year he 
has succeeded in filling a peach tree 
with watermelons. 

Surrounded with blushing peaches in 
one large tree several nearly ripe wa- 
termelons are hanging, or, rather, prop- 
ped up, and the sight is a remarkable 
one.

DIXEY AND WHISTLER. 


The Actor Recalls Incidents In Con- 
nection With His “Sitting.” 

When Henry E. Dixey was in Lon 
don playing “Adonis” he sat for James 
MeNeill Whistler, the American artist 
who died a few days ago, and the two 
men became friends. Dixey’s recollec- 
tions of the eccentric painter are inter- 
esting at this time, says the Chicago 
Inter Ocean. 

“He sent me word one day,” said fhe 
actor recently, “that he would like to 
come to my dressing room and watch 
me make up my face for the imper- 
sonation I was giving of Henry Irving. 
He came and stood behind me, watch- 
ing the process of the transformation 
in the mirror. He acted like a delight- 
ed child all through the operation. With 
the addition of every new line and ef- 
fect he would utter an exclamation of 
Pleasure and then confront me and ex- 
amine more closely the counterfeit 
countenance. When the task was com- 
pleted he pronounced the resemblance 
‘marvelous,’ even at close range. 

“He invited me to luncheon the gext 
day and asked me to permit him to 
paint me in my white and blue cos- 
tume. I sent for it, and he stood me 
on a pink mat and before a lavender 
background. Then he discarded the 
monocle, put on a pair of big specta- 
cles, and, really, the man underwent a 
complete change of manner the mo- 
ment he began to mix his colors. I 
never saw inspiration so clearly de 
picted on a face in my life. He talked 
half to himself as he worked. 

“‘Oh, we'll do something fine this 
time,’ he would say. ‘Wait, wait, wait; 
hold that pose, please. Oh, this will be 
all right—you’ll see.’ When I thought 
fie had finished my figure at least I 
looked at the canvas and found he had 
made nothing but the outlines. When 
I expressed my surprise he explained: 
‘Ah, my boy, I don’t work as many 
others do. I commence at the back- 
ground and work out to gy subject.’ 

“After an hour’s time his cook sum- 
moned him to dinner, but he still paint- 
ed on. To my surprise the cook, a 
healthy, middle aged woman, began 
lecturing him in French and actually 
took the brush out of his hand and 
compelled him to stop. The artist en- 
dured this just as a child might and 
allowed his dominating cook to lead 
us to the dining room. 

“T sat for him several more nea 
but I had to leave England before the 
picture was finished. I received letters 
from him telling me of the progress he 
was making, but when I last saw him, 
two years ago in London, I was much 
disappointed to learn that the portrait 
was in Paris. 

“I have met a great many famous 
men,” continued Mr. Dixey, “but I can 
recall none so striking in character as 
my departed friend Whistler.”

Nelson A. Miles from the command of 
the United States army, an interview is 
recalled which occurred some years 
ago, in which the general told a story to 
illustrate his attitude on tlie question 
of being a candidate for the presidency.

Well, it was a rough, 
bad country, and his poor clubfeet 
slipped and stumbled and slid so that 
his trail must have been something 
awful to contemplate. An Indian can 
read marks in the ground as well as 
you and I can read a book, but they 
had never dogged a clubfoot before. 
He got into the cantonment all right, 
and pretty soon the Cheyennes came 
along. They pointed to the trail and 
asked our people to look at them. Sed 
can't make out which way that fellow | 
was going,’ sgid they. Now, that’s the 
case with tixese people who busy them- 
selves about me. They don’t know any- 
thing about me, and they can’t find 
out.” 

After a pause General Miles turned 
his head and spoke a few words over 
his shoulder. “My only ambition is to ; 
command brave men,” said he, “and 
I’ve been doing that for thirty years.”

First Foreigners to Convey 
Homage to the New Pope 


WENT TO ROME TO SEE LEO 


Lingered Until Pius Was Elected and 
Had Prepared to Start For Home 
When Reception Was Arranged 
Through Cardinal Gibbon’s Efforts 


Rome, Aug. 6.—The spirit of “the 
King is dead, long live the King,” 
which has been repeated through all 
the long ages upon a change of sov- 
ereigns, is the dominant note at the 
Vatican among those gathered there, 
not to acknowledge an earthly sover- 
eign, but to accept without reserve 
Pope Pius X as their spiritual king. 
Not only had America enjoyed the 
honor of first announcing the acces- 


sion of the present pontiff to the chair 
of St. Peter, but Americans enjoyed 
the far greater privilege and honor of 
being the first among those of many 
other countries who were to follow to 
convey to the new pope the homage 
of the nations. 

The American pilgrimage, conduct- 
ed by John McGrane of New York and 
Father Lynch of the Niagara Univer- 
sity (Buffalo), which left the United 
States for its pious journey to Rome 
to receive the blessing of Leo XIII, ar- 
rived while the conclave was sitting. 
Its members lingered until the mo- 
ment when the election of the new 
pope was announced, and then decid- 
ed reluctantly to leave yesterday. But 
it was with tears of disappointment at 
not having been able to see the pope 
that the pilgrims packed and strapped 
their luggage and sent it to the sta- 
tion. While the desolate band were 
eating a hurried luncheon, prepara- 
tory to leaving, Mr. McCrane burst in, 
waving a paper. “You shall see him, 
you shall see him,” he cried. “Our 
cardinal has arranged it.” 

Cardinal Gibbons had been appealed 
to to try to arrange for the reception 
of the Americans, and had promised 
to do his best, at the same time ex- 
plaining how unprecedented it would 
be for a pope, the day after his elec-

The pilgrims, who 
numbered about 100, waited on as 
though they had been abandoned. Sud- 
denly there was a murmured “Hush, 
Hush,” and they saw two Swiss guards 
enter from a corridor. Before they 
could quite realize it the pope stood 
among them. 

Pius X is a little taller than Car- 
dinal Gibbons, giving, however, the 
impression of being a much larger 
man, as he is inclined to stoutness. He 
has abundant gray hair, with no sign 
of baldness, dark clear eyes, handsome 
features and a magnificent soft yolce, 
to which is added a peculiar grace, due 
to his musical Venetian accent. His 
whole person emanated great benignity 
and cordiality. 

He walked slowly, but with the firm- 
ness of & young man, down the long 
kneeling line, accompanied by Cardi- 
nal Gibbons and Mgr. Kennedy, and 
giving to each of the pilgrims as he 
passed his hand to be kissed. He 
spoke a few words to almost every 
one. Piux X was arrayed completely 
in white, without a gleam of color ex- 
cept that which sparkled from the 
huge emerald on his finger. Cardinal 
Gibbons was on his right in red robes, 
and Mgr..Kennedy on his left in pur- 
ple. They were preceded by Swiss 
guards with hailberds, and followed vy 
members of the Noble guards. The 
moving group was set off by the kneel- 
ing women, who were all in black, 
with black lace veils hanging from 
their hair. The men wore dress suits 
and the priests black gowils. Pope 
Pius X appeared to be very much in- 
terested when Father Lynch present- 
ed to him a box containing a white 
zucchetto, saying: “We would be ex- 
tremely gratified if your holiness 
would accept this gift in exchange for 
the one you wear.”

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ASCENT OF MOUNT RAINIER 


Dr. Betts and H. M. Sarvant Prove 
Mountrin Still Surmountable. 

Dr. W. R. Betts of New Orleans and 
H. M. Sarvant of Tacoma, Wash., have 
made a thrilling ascent of Mount Rat 
nier, says the New York Times. Dr 
Betts read in newspapers that the 
mountain had not been ascended for 
four years on account of great breaks 
in the ice walls about Gibraltar rock.

They camped at Muir until) 
daybreak, but the weather was bitter- | 
ly cold, making sleep impossible. At 
3 a. m. they discarded all unnecessary | 
clothing, taking only alpine stocks and | 
cameras, and started. 

Reaching the glaciers about Gibral- 
tar, they were compelled to use ropes 
and to cut 600 steps in the ice with 
hatchet in making a zigzag journey up 
ice slopes and around crevasses. They 
found that avalanches had carried 
away a great rocky ledge above Gib- 
raltar on which previous climbers had 
depended in ascending one of the 
steepest places. The summit was reach- 
ed at ll a. m. They visited three 
peaks. Investigation showed that there 
bad been no recent volcanic activity, as 
was supposed, though steam and sul- 
phur fumes still rise in the craters. 

They reached Paradise valley at 8 
o'clock the next night, twenty-five 
aonrs after commencing the ascent. 


No Change In Glass Blowers’ Wages 

Atlantic City, N. J., Aug. 6—No 
change will be made in the wages paid 
to the glass vlowers and the scale paid 
last year will continue during the 
coming season. This was decided at 
the conference between the Glass 
Bottle Blowers’ association and the 
Bottle and Vial Manufacturers’ asso- 
ciation. The wage scale, which is the 
full net list, is the highest ever re- 
ceived by the men.

A CONCESSION TO ITALY 


Pope Coronation Ceremonies 
to Occur In St Peter’s 


RECEPTION TO DIPLOMA'S 


They Are Surprised at Pius’ Know- 
ledge of Affairs of the Divers Coun- 
tries—Promise of New Era of Iuter- 


national Cordlality at the Vatican 


Rome, Aug. 7.—The attention of 
Rome is now centered upon the 
solemn coronation ceremony which is 
to occur on Sunday and for which 
great preparations are being made. 
The throne of St. Peter which Pius X 


will occupy will be surmounted by a 
canopy 40 feet high. The function 
will consume five hours. The pope 
has informed the Vatican officials that 
he wishes to be received on the thres- 
hold of the basilica by Cardinal Ram- 
polla, who, as arch-priest of the 
church, will address the formal greet- 
ings to him. 

At the conclusion. of the ceremony 
the pope will confer his blessing upon 
the people, but it has not yet been de- 
cided whether he will do so inside the 
church or from the balcony looking 
out upon the piazza, where many 
hoped he would bestow his benedic- 
tion on the day of his election. It is 
said that Pius is favorable to the lat- 
ter plan, but that the influence of the 
Vatican officials is against it, on the 
ground that it might be interpreted as 
a recognition of the present state of 
affairs in Italy. 

The holding of the coronation cere- 
monies in St. Peter’s itself represents 
@ concession, as in the case of Leo it 
occurred in the sistine chapel. Al- 
though it is expected tnat 60,000 tick- 
ets will be issued for the event the de- 
mand for them is already very great. 

In the consistories to be held Mon- 
day and Thursday next the pope will 
confer the red hat upon Cardinals 
Ajuti, Taliani, Katschthaler and 
Herrero y Espinosa, who were raised 
from the purple June 25, but who have 
not yet received these symbols of rank 
because of the illness and death of 
Leo. It is believed that Cardinal 
Herrero will not be able to be present 
at the coronation ceremonies.

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But Hostile Fleet Has Not 


Yet Attacked Coast 


MAY WAIT TILL*LAST DAY 


In Order to Give Defending Squadron 
Plenty of Practice In PatroUing— 


Information D flicult to Obtain, 


Owlng to Cipher and Wireless 


Portland, Me., Aug. 7.—With thick 
and stormy weather along the entire 
coast it wouid seem as if the attacking 
fleet under Rear Admiral Sands had 
the best possible conditions in which 
to win the War game by evading the 


defending squadron under Rear Ad- 
miral Barker and establishing itself 
in- some one of the numerous little 


| harbors of the eastern Maine coast. 


But at midnight nothing had been 
heard from the “enemy,” while the re- 
ports from the defending squadron 
were somewhat meagre. Several of 
the swift torpedo boat destroyers ran 
into Penobscot Bay during the day 
and a naval tug came into Bar Harbor 
The main portion of 
Admiral Barker’s fleet, however, kept 
well off shore, and it is believed con- 
tinued the work of patrolling the coast 
between Eastport and Cape Ann. 

A foreign liner brought in the last 
word of the attacking squadron, the 
entire fleet being sighted several hun- 
dred miles off shore on the evening of 
Aug. 4. At that time the fleet was 
steaming in an easterly direction. 

The search problem is not proving 
to be very spectacular or interesting 
to people within the war belt, except- 
ing to those army and navy officials 
who are directly interested. Now and 
then glimpses are caught along the 
coast of parts of Admiral Barker’s 
squadron in and out of the harbors, 
but efforts to secure information from 
them regarding the movements of the 
squadron have been unsuccessful. 

Inasmuch as the navy is engaged in 
the testing of the patrol and wireless 
telegraph systems in the work of 
guarding the coast and a_ thorough 
trial of this scheme is desired, those 
who pretend to know anything about 
the movements of the two squadrons 
believe Admiral Sands will not make 
an effort to get within any harbor un- 
til the last two days of his allotted 
five. 

Lighthouse keepers and the life 
saving service men all along the coast, 
together with the wireless telegraph 
stations, have been ordered to watch 
for ships with information which pre- 
sumably is being transmitted to Ad- 
miral Barker over the telephone and 
telegraph systems. As this is all done 
in cipher, no information as to the 
movements has leaked out. It is 
known that anywhere from 50 to 100 
miles off the Maine coast a patrol line 
has been established and some vessels 
of the defensive squadron are con- 
stantly in touch with one another. 

Enough has been learned here to 
know that the wireless station at Cape 
Elizabeth, which is the furthest east 
of any, is working to the satisfaction 
of the officers interested in the de- 
velopment of tnis system. 

Here in Portiand the attention is 
focused on the coming army and navy 
maneuvers to begin the week com- 
mencing Aug. 24, and every train 
brings in army and navy officials as- 
signed here for some duty in the joint 


maneuvers. The regulars at the forts 
are constantly augmented by other 
companies. 


Preparations are being made to put 
the city in a state of defence within 
the 48 hours allotted after midnight 
of Aug. 25, when the joint maneuvers 
actually begin. The harbor entrances 
will then be mined and searchlights 
which have been erected at every 
available point along the shore at the 
islands and cape will be in readiness 
for the operations and the many miles 
of sub-marine cables connecting the 
various signal points with the forti- 
freations will be tested.

FIVE LIVES LOST 


By the Sinking of a Barge During | 
Heavy Storm Off the Coast 

New Bedford, Mass., Aug. 7.—Barge 
Florrie, in tow of tug Boswell, while 
on her way from Norfolk for Provi- 
dence, foundered between eee 
and Fire Island during a heavy north- | 
east storm. Captain Cobb of the 
barge and one of the deckhands were 
saved, but the captain’s wife, a 10-year- 
old son, a boy named Jones, who was 
making the trip with the captain; the 
engineer and cook of the barge, whose 
names are not known, went down with 
the vessel and were lost. 

The Boswell sailed from Norfolk, 
towing the barges Emilie and Florrie, 
coal laden, the latter being the stern 
boat. On the way up the coast a 
heavy storm was encountered, and at 
11.30 o’clock at night the deck house 
aft was swept away by one of the big 
seas. The barge managed to signal 
the tug and the tow was slowed down, 
but the seas broke over the stern of 
the little vessel, filling her very quick- 
ly, so that she went down stern fore- 
most. Captain Cobb had just time to 
seize the two boys, one under each 
arm, who stood beside him in cne pilot 
house. Mrs. Cobb, the engineer and } 
eook wore all helow and were carried | 
down with the sinking barge. The 
waves tore Captain Cobb's hold from 
the two boys, who were swept away. 
Captain Cobb and the deckhand clung 
to a hatch and were rescued in about | 
half an hour by the tug. 


Discussion Over Non-Union Band 

Fall River, Mass., Aug. 7.—At a 
meeting of the Central Labor union 
last night the principal topic discussed 
was the proposition made by the Weav- 
ers’ association to hire a non-union 
band of New Bedford for the Labor 
day parade here. A protest against 
such action was entered by the Musi- 
cians’ union. The weavers said that 
they had tried to get a union band, 
but were unable to do so. A heated} 
discussion was held, after which a 
committee was appointed to confer! 
with members of the non-union band 
and endeavor to persuade them to join 
the New Bedford-union. 


Schooner Got Beyond Control 

Lubec, Me., Aug. 7.—While speeding 
at an eight-knot rate under full sail 
the new schooner Robert C. Haines 
ran into the wharf of the Passama- 
quoddy Ferry company, carrying away 
bowsprit and all forward gear, crush- 
ing in portions of the bulwarks and 
doing considerable damage to the 
wharf. The force was so great as to 
break timbers 12 inches square Hke 
pipestems. The accident was caused 
by the patent steering gear becoming 
fouled. The crew received no further 
injury than a severe shaking up.

A Protest Against His Playing in 
Wollaston Team. 


Shall Dean, the man who undoubt- 
edly won the game for the Wollastons 
last Saturday in the match with the 
Merrymounts, be permitted to play in 
the Quincy league? This is the ques- 
tion that is now up for consideration. 

After the game last Saturday manager 
Kent of the Merrymounts protested the 
victory on the ground that Dean was a 
Hyde Park man and therefore not en- 
titled to play in the Quincy league. 

A meeting of the club managers was 
held Thursday night to consider the 
protest. The president and secretary of 
the league were not present, but there 
was a warm discussion. No decision 
was reached other than it was agreed 
that the Wollastons should play Dean, 
if they desired, in the game tomorrow 
with the Quincys and that a meeting 
should be held next Tuesday evening 
when the question of his further plas- 
ing shall be decided. 


Powers Defense Loses First Round 

Georgetown, Ky., Aug. 7.—In the 
third trial of ex-Secretary of State 
Caleb Powers for complicity in the 
Goebel murder, Judge Robbins over- 
ruled a motion of the defense, chal- 
lenging the jury panel which was pro- 
visionally accepted. It was alleged 
that of the 95 jurors only two were Re- 
publicans. The ground for overruling 
the motion was that “political affilia- 
tion” is not a disqualification for jury 
service at law. 


Electricity Caused Explosion 

Fairmont, W. Va., Aug. 7—An_ ex- 
plosion of powder at Monongah mine 
No. 2 resulted in the injuring of eight 
miners, three of whom cannot recover 
and probably two others will die. The 
men were in a mine car and one man 
carried some cans of powder strung 
from a coal auger. A short circuit 
was formed when he accidentally 
touched the electric trolley wire over 
his head with the auger and the pow- 
der exploded. 


President’s Aid Sought 

New York, Aug. 7.—Resolutions de- 
ploring the increase of lynchings 
throughout the country and the exist- 
ence of poonage in the south and call- 
ing upon President Roosevelt to in- 
fluence congress to remedy these evils 
were adopted at a mass meeting of 
negro citizens held under the direction 
of the Colored Literary league of 
Greater New York last nignt. The 
resolutions will be forwarded to the 
president. 


Labrador Expedition Sets Sail 

St. John’s, Aug. 7.—Steamer Vir- 
ginia Lake sailed for Labrador last 
night with an expedition aboard head- 
ed by Willard Glazier of Albany, which 
intends to explore the interior of the 
peninsula. It will proceed inland, if 
possible, as far as Grand Falls, which 
are said to surpass the falls of 
Niagara. The expedition expects to 
spend two months in Labrador. 


Charged With Being a Trust 

New York, Aug. 7.—Criminal pro 
ceedings have been begun by the firm 
of Hastings & Miller of this city 
against the Eastman Kodak company 
of New Jersey. The specific charge is 
that the company is party to a con 
spiracy, and is a trust, in that it re 
stricts trade and commerce by refus 
ing to sell goods to dealers who will 
not agree to handle its wares exclu 
sively, and by holding back a portion 
of their profits, so as to compel adher- 
ence to the agreement. 


Verdict In Lynching Case 
Spokane, Aug. 7.—Death by strangu- 
lation from having hanged over a guy 
wire by masked men unknown to the 
jury is the substance of the verdict re 
turned by the coroner’s jury at Asotin 
at the inquest over the body of Will 
Hamilton, lynched for the murder of 
Mabel Richards. Hamilton’s body was 
buried- by his father and three other 
men. No funeral ceremonies were 

held. . i

A Handkerchief Taken 
Recognized. 


Other Things That Point 
to His Guilt, 


That Scott and Bailey are one and 
the same man there seems tobe buat 
little doubt. By diligent work the 
police are rapidly weaving a net about 
bim whose meshes are so small that it 
seems next to impossible for him to 
escape bis just deserts, 

When Scott unburdened himself to 
Ispector McKay Wednesday night in the 
presence of Officers Barryand Holloran, 
in his endeavor to shield himself, by 
throwing the crime onto somebody else, 
he drove the first nail in his coffin. 
The officers told him that what he said 
would probably be used against him in 
court; he did not hesitate but told the 
story which is believed to be a fairy 
ta’e. 

Another nail bas been driven by Mrs. 
Clifford, positively identifying the 
handkerchief that Scott wore on his 
head when seen in Braiutree, and which 
was taken from him when he was ar- 
rested. Mrs. Clifford says it belongs to 
her and was taken from the house by 
the burglar. 

While the officers and the prisoner 
were in the sick room at the Clifford 
house, Inspector McKay took the 
handkerchief from his pocket and was 
showing how Scott had the handker- 
chief tied about his head when Mrs. 
Clifford turned to the Negro and 
claimed: 

‘*Where did you get 
chief?”’ 

Scott shivered as though the shaft 
had struck home, but quickly recovered 
himself replied that be had bonght it. 

**You did not buy that one! That's 
the handkerchief that was taken out of 
my husband’s pocket at the time the 
money was taken. I know it because 
I did the hemstitching myself.’ 

Mrs. Clifford then produced the mate 
to the handkerchief. 

The handkerchief taken from Scott 
was spotted with blood and bad a piece 
torn out of it, which he had used to| 
bind bis cut finger with.

word from several parties who saw a 
Negro answering Scott’s description on 
Monday, and in every case they said he 
was alone. 

Mr. Davis, a livery stable keeper at 
Dorchester, also called at the station on 
‘Thursday, and idendified Scott by pho- 
tograph as the fellow who had applied 
to him for work on Monday. 

Mr. Davis said the Negro appeared 
to have on more than one pair of 
trousers, and the outside pair were 
similar to the blood stained trousers 
found by Officer Murray in Sheppard’s 
coal yard. 

During one of Scott’s conversation 
with the police on Thursday, he asked 
permission to write a letter to New 
York. He wrote two letters. Both he 
addressed to women. One in Shelby- 
ville, Ky., and the other in Chicago. 

The import of these letters was that 
Joe Bailey had made a target of him 
and that he wanted the women to tell 
their friends to send him $5 each to 
help him out. The letters concluded 
with these words: “I have generally 
had plenty of money but this time I 
have been up against the craps hard 
and am dead broke. Send, O send me 
money, for I need it badly.’’ 

The police do not attach much im- 
portance to the pair of shoes and two 
shirts found near the railroad track on 
Thursday. In the first place the spots 
on the shirt, supposed to be blood 
turned out to be iron rust. There is 
also in this immediate vicinity a 
quantity of other wearing apparel and 
it looks as though this was a dump for 
cast off clothing. 

On the way to Dedham Scott was 
taken to police headquarters in Boston 
and measured by the Bertillion system 
and photographed. 

The Boston police were unable to 
identify him. His measurements and 
photograph, however, will be sent to 
the police of the principal cities of the 
United States to see if some of the de- 
partments can not identify him. 

Scott arrived at Dedham jail late in 
the afternoon and will remain there un- 
til next Thursday when he will be

Have Extened Over a Vast 
Industrial Area 


FOUR HUNDRED MEN HURT 


By Being Trampled Under the Feet 
of Horses Ridden by Cossacks, After 
Having Been Driven Into a Solid 


Mass on Governor’s Order 


London, Aug. 7.—The Daily Mail's 
Nikolaieff correspondent fully confirms 
the Times correspondent’s accounts of 
strikes in South Russia. The corre- 
spondent @ays that 250,000 men are af- 
fected, and that simultaneous strikes 
occurred over a vast industrial area. 
He says that the amount of studied 
organization and well concealed prep- 


arations was unprecedented in the 
troubled annals of Russian labor. 
Prices of the necessaries of life are 
rising by leaps and bounds. 

The strikers, on the whole, have 
preserved exemplary order, but this, 
however, has not saved them from 
savage attacks, directed by General 
Arsenioff, governor of Odessa. Groups 
of men who assembled with the inten- 
tion of holding a meeting were driven 
into a solid mass of 500 Cossacks, 
backed by two lines of infantry with 
fixed bayonets. About 2000 strikers 


being thus enclosed by a double cor- f 


don, the Cossacks rode through them, 
striking right and left with heavy 
whips, the fallen men being trampled 
under the horses’ feet. 

When the living mass had been thor- 
oughly kneaded to the governor's will, 
continues the correspondent, numerous 
men. were arrested as suspected agi- 
tators. The infantry then marched oft 
and the strikers scattered in a dozen 
directions, with Cossacks at their 
heels. It is reported that 400 strikers 
were more or less seriously injured, 
and that from six to a dozen suc- 
cumbed. The whole affair is a typical 
piece of administrative savagery. 

The extraordinary feature of the 
movement at Odessa is that the police 
and gendarmes belonging to one depot 
threatened to throw off their uniforms 
and risk all the terrors of insubordi- 
nation unless the miserable pittance of 
11 to 14 pence, which they are allowed 
daily, was increased and the hours of 
labor reduced. Siberia is losing its 
terrors even for Russian policemen. 

The epidemic of incendiarism is 
spreading through Russia. Scarcely a 
day passes without news of conflagra 
tions. At Baku alone destruction has 
been colossal. Tens of millions of gal- 
lons of naphtha have been burned. In 
24 of the largest towns the damage by 
fire during the past month is estimated 
at from $30,000,000 to $35,000,000. The 
object of the bulk of the fires is to get 
insurance money. Many of the incen 
diaries are Jews, and the insuranc. 
companies in some cases have raised 
premiums 50 per cent. Public opinion 
in Odessa is entirely on the side ot 
the striking sailors and stokers. A 
wealthy company which has been em- 
ploying men for years has only paid 
sailors at the rate of 25 shillings a 
month. 


Hailstones “Ten Inches In Length” 

Denver, Aug. 7.—Details of ths 
storm which prevailed along the east 
ern slope of the Rocky mopntains in 
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Colorado and southern Wyoming show

church, confessed that he was a de- 
faulter to the amount of more than) 
$75,000 of the society’s funds. 

Allen has been treasurer of the so- | 


| clety for 12 years, and clerk of the 


East Boston district court for 29 years | 
and for 16 years a prominent member | 
of the school committee of Boston. He 
left home about a week ago, without 
announcing his destination, and the) 
first heard from him was the letter to | 
the East Boston clergyman. Allen; 
said that he had lost the money in| 
speculation. He requests the minister | 
to notify the members of the Allen | 


| family and the officers of the society | 


of his confession. 

For more than forty years Allen has | 
been a prominent citizen of East Bos- | 
ton. In Methodist church affairs, as | 
a lawyer and in political and social | 
Twenty- | 
five years ago he became a member of | 
the corporation known in the Metho- | 
dist church as the Preachers’ Aid so- 
ciety, the object of which is to aid and 
relieve the sick, infirm and aged min- 
isters of the denomination, and in 1891 | 
was elected treasurer. Year after | 
year his reports were presented to | 
the conference and accepted without | 
question, and he was re-elected an-| 
nually to the office which controlled | 
the finances of the society. | 

When the society’s officers received | 
the news of the defalcation they at) 
once visited the vault where the se-| 
curities were kept. The box was} 
empty, with the exception of certain | 
shares of stock amounting in value to | 
about $2800. 

The officers then began a systematic 
investigation and the result convinced 
them that Allen, for a number of y2ars, 
had systematically speculated With 
the funds of the society. | 

It appeared that since the March 
conference about $8000 had been re-| 
ceived from contributions and other 
sources, of which apparently about 
$2600 had been legitimately expended. 
The balance was not accounted for. 
Nothing was found to throw any light 
on the method employed by the treas- 
urer in taking the funds of the society 
nor to show how he had for so long 
covered up his misdeeds. 

The only information on the subject 
was contained in the letter to the 
clergyman which said that he had lost 
the money in speculation. 

The officers are of the opinion, how- 
ever, that -the treasurer must have 
procured temporary secur#ties to be 
used at the time of the annual auditing 
of his accounts. “This idea had led | 
the. officers. to believe that a recent | 
move to reqifire a bond of him and the! 
registering and consequent closer in- | 
spection of the securities of the so- 
ciety, and, vossibly, the recent heavy | 
losses in the stock market, brought | 
Allen to a crisis which convinced him | 
that further concealment of his dis- | 
honesty was impossible. 

The matter has been placed in the! 
hands of Chief Inspector Watts, and he | 
had wired the principal cities of the | 
Union and Canada to arrest Allen.!

Quincy, They have a little shipyard 
and have heard of the Fore River plant 
in the ‘‘City of presidents.’’ They 
usually find the latter exceeds expecta- 
tiobs. Postmaster Fred Read of New- 
port News did today. 


There is one thing in which Quincy 
might imitate Brockton to advantage 
and that is in the collection of taxes. 
All the Brockton taxes are collected to 
Jan. 1, 1901, while Quincy has uncol- 
lected taxes as far back as 1895 and all 
intervening years. The Brockton Enter- 
prise says: Another thing that bas 
helped toward keeping the tax rate 
from going higher, although it has been 
fruitless in bringing itas low as was 
hoped, is the closing of the two tax 
accounts of the years 1899 and 1900 by 
Tax Collector Pope. Work laggy been 
pushed on this, and last week the final 
account in the year 1900 was squared 
up with City Treasurer Emerson, and 
tbrough the closing of these accounts 
and the stopping of interest and ac- 
cumulation of money received quitea 
Jittle was turned over to the assessors 
to help them in keeping the rate down. 


A comparison of the tax levies of 
1903 with 1902 shows that there are in- 
creases all along the line, with the ex- 
ception of three items out of twenty. 
The exceptions are for Metropolitan 
parks, where one assessment is paid 
instead of three; the State highway 
assessment, which is a minor matter; 
and overlays, for which $97.87 are 
raised. 

As a whole the Metropolitan assess- 
ments are $5,432.93 smaller than last 
year. It was expected they would be 
much smaller, but there was a marked 
increase for water and sewers to offset 
the decrease for parks, the city having | 
paid three back assessments for parks 


last year, and expecting relief this | 
year. | 
The State tax is $6,770.00 larger and 


the county tax $1, 749.33 more than in 
1902.

No depart- 
ment ever did quicker or more efficient } 
work than they did in the Scott case. 
That the right man has been secured 
there can be no doubt, and people can 
breath easier now that they are assured 
that a dangerous criminal is bebind 
the bars. 

It was 3 o’clock Tuesday morning | 
when the police were notified of the | 
robbery and assault, and twelve hours|

miles away. 

After the police had got the Negro

| left court Wednesday there

Then Mr. Sypher of Braintree ap- 
| peared on the scene, and 
| him as the Negro _he had seen in Brain- 
tree Tuesday morning, with a handker- 
chief on his head. This was the first 
link in the chain, that was being forged, | 
and which will eventually bind him. 

But little, if anything, developed 
Wednesday until midnight, when Scott 
tripped and himself furnished the clue 
which will commit him. 

Inspector McKay was seated in the 
steel cell talking with Scott when the 
inspector made a shot in the dark by 
saying ‘‘Scott, you got that hat and 
coat in Braintree.’’ 

Then it was that Scott told the fairy 
tale about his chum, Joe Bailey. 

Inspector McKay called to Officers 
Barry and Holloran who were on duty 
at the station and telling Scott that 
what he said wonld probably be used in 
court, asked him to repeat his story. 
This Scott unhesitatingly did. 

The story was so flimsy that no one 
believed it, yet to make his story good 
he volunteered to show Inspector McKay 
where he got the straw hat and coat, 
and also where the knife which had 
been used was thrown. He gave a min- 
ute description of his weapon which 
to say the least was a little strange. 

The next day the complaint was 
changed to breaking and entering with 
intent te committ larceny, and upon 
this Scott was held in $3,000 until next 
Thursday. 

The police could have sworn out 
warrants for assault with a dangerous 
weapon upon Clifford and Heal but 
this was not necessary at this time. 

Breaking and entering with intent to 
commit larceny is a felony, and there- 
fore one over which the lower court 
does not have final disposition, and all 
it can do is to find probable cause and 
hold him for thagrand jury. When the 
case goes up there, the police can press 
the other charges against him. 

After court that day the police start- 
ed out, in company with Scott, to visit 
the woman who gave Scott the hat and 
coat, also to let Mr. Heal have a look 
at him, and to; smake a search for the 
knife. 

When they came to search for the 
knife Scott evidently be came suspicious, 
for he could pot tell just where the 
alleged Bailey had thrown it, although 
the police believe that he could, if he 
wished point out the exact spot. 

The clinching evidence came out 
however when Mrs. Clifford recognized 
the handkerchief found in Scott’s pos- 
session as one she had herself hem- 
stiched, and she produced the mate to 
it, This at first phased Scott a little, 
but he quickly recovered himself and 
said the handkerchief implied nothing 
and that hundreds like it could be 
bought. 

That night Scott was taken to Ded- 
ham and the first chapter in what 
might be called a strenuous week was 
closed. 

The police, however, are still at work 
looking up evidence against Scott, and 
when the case comes to court next 
Thursday they will have no difficulty 
in convincing the court that there is 
probable cause to believe Scott guilty. ;

LOG OF THE SHEILA.’ 


Reported by “Mireles for the| 
Daily Ledger. 


The log of a Wollaston crew on its 
cruise to Maine this week will be of 
interest: 


On board Yacht Sheila, 
Portland, Me., Aug. 6. 


Sunday, Aug. 2 was indeed a beauti- 
ful day, not all that could be desired as 
to wind, for we were actually in the 
doldram and the ‘‘Graves’’ were in 
sight so long that a change of scene 
was welcomed by all on board. 

Lyman Hewitson, secretary of the 
Wollaston yacht club and owner of the 
yacht Sheila, William Patterson, Fred 
White, William Jones, and Charles W. 
Page all of Wollaston, comprise the 
crew on this cruise. Isay crew for 
our duties are assigned to us anda 
severe penalty awaits the unfortunate 
member who fails to perform his duties 
in a satisfactory manner. 

We left Wollaston at 7.55 A. M. with 
a light N. W. by N. wind which lasted 
until we arrived off Deer Island light 
at 8.45. 

Then the wind fell flat and from that 
time until 11.30 off Egg rock—so far 
as sailing goes—it has been “dull and 
uninteresting. Not so, however, with 
the crew, for there is always something 
{doing on board. Just now we feel that 
jthere has been a hoodoo placed upor 


jus and the Jonah, if he is discovered,

I 
shudder at the thought of a possible 
conspiracy against me and carry my 
revolver on my hip ready to grasp as 
the first sign of any treachery on the} 
part of the other members cf the crew 
toward me.

It is an east wind, and so welcome. 
It increases! What joy! The captain 
takes a turn on the tiller with the tiller 
rope. The Sheila seems to share our 
joy and hope. She gently heels to port 
|and moves witha spirit which says, 

Boys: don’t tire of me; just furnish 
the wind, look to the mechanical part, 
and I will do the, rest.’’ 

We are moving along pretty now and 
just off Baker's island at one o’clock, 
The captain calls the cook to get din- 
ner. Fred White was engaged as cook, 


jand when I realized that I would be 


obliged to eat his cooking or go hungry 
until we reached port, I volunteered to 
do the cooking, but the captain would 
not listen to any exchange of duties, so 
I waited until all had eaten and after a 
twenty minutes’ awful watch, during 
which they had not yet begun to froth 
at the mouth, I did eat and took my 
chances with the others. 

Eastern point was just off our beam 
at 2 o’clock, the good work still going 
on. The wind holds good and we are 
now rounding Thatcher’s island as the 
clock shows five minutes past three. 

Now we are headed for Rockport with 
sheets well off. Straightsmouth light 
house is on our port bow. Now we 
pass it at 3.25, jibe and run due west 
for an anchorage in the harbor of Rock- 
port. 

We let out anchor go at 3.45, about 
100 yards from a fish wharf. We were 
not long in making things snug, after 
which all wrote postals to our best girls, 
mothers and wives and went ashoreand 
mailed them. Boughttbe Sunday paper 
etc. This done we went on board and 
prepared supper and the harbor smelt 
of fried cod for an hour, ' 

Left Rockport harbor at 7.25; wind 
N. E. and strong. The intention was 
to reach Peacks Island at night, eae 
the conditions were not favorable, and 
we decided to run for Kittery Point.

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Topic For the Week Beginning Aug. 
9—Comment by Rev. 8. H. Doyle. 

Topic._Lessons from Paul: How we 
may get his passion for souls——Rom. |, 
1-17. 

Few peeple have ever been truly con- 
verted but that they have had, to 
some extent at least, a desire for the 
conversion of others. No sooner had 
Andrew found Jesus as thé Messiah 
than he sought his brother Peter and 
led him to Jesus, and this desire for 
the salvation of others has always 
been looked upon as one of the evi- 
dences of true conversion. But some 
men have been characterized by this 
desire far above others. The salvation 
of the souls of men has been a passion 
with them—it has been their meat and 
drink. Conspicuous among such stands 
the apostle Paul. He was all things 
to all men if thereby he might save 
some, and so great was his desire for 
the salvation of his countrymen, who 
were Israelites, that he declared that 
he could wish himself accursed from 
Christ for their sakes. In other words, 
he was filled with such a burning de- 
sire for their salvation that he would 
have sacrificed his own soul if thereby 
he could have saved theirs. Few in- 
deed have been possessed with such a 
passion for souls, and we may well 
contemplate it in the great apostle, 
with the hope and prayer that to some 
extent at least his mantle may fall 
upon us and that we may be filled 
with a deeper desire than ever before 
for the salvation of the souls of men. 

Paul’s passion for souls is expressly 
set forth in his letter to the Romans: 
“I long to see you that I may impart 
unto you some spiritual gift.” “Often- 
times I purposed to come unto you

ence of the republic depends upon that 
spirit of orderly HMberty under ths 
law which is as incompatible with mob 
violence as with any form of despot- 
ism. Mob violence is simply one form 
of anarchy, and anarchy is now, as it 
always has been, the handmaiden and 
forerunner of tyranny. 

“I feel that you have not only re- 
flected honor upon the state, which for 
its good fortune has you as its chief! 


It is incumbent upon ‘every man 
throughout this country to show his 
realiztion that the matter is one of 
vital concern to us all. 

All thoughtful men must feel the 
gravest alarm over the growth of 
lynching in this country, and especially 
over the peculiarly hideous form so 
often taken by mob violence when 
colored men are the victims—on which 
occasions the mob seems to lay most 
weight, not on the crime, but on the 
color of the criminal. In a certain 
proportion of these cases the man 
lynched has been guilty of a crime 
horrible beyond description. The feel- 
ing of all good citizens that such a 
hideous crime shall not be hideously 
punished by mob violence is due not 
in the least to sympathy for the crim- 


inal, but to a very lively sense of the 
train of dreadful consequences which 
follow the course taken by the mob in 
exacting inhuman vengeance for an 
inhuman wrong. In such cases, more- 
over, it is well to remember that the 
criminal not merely sins against hu- 
manity in inexpiable and unpardonable 
fashion, but sins particularly against 
his own race, and does them a wrong 
far greater than any white man can 
possibly do them. Therefore, in such

cases the colored people throughout the 
land should in every possible way 
show their belief that they are horri- 
fied at the commission of such a crime, 
and are pecullarly concerned in taking 
every possible measure to prevent its 
recurrence, and to bring the criminal 
to immediate justice. The slightest 
lack of vigor either in denunciation 
of the crime or in bringing the crim- 
inal to justice is itself unpardonable. 
“Moreover, every effort should be 
made under the law to expedite the 
proceedings of justice in the case of 
such an awful crime. But it cannot

Every violent 
man in the community is encouraged 
by every case of lynching in which the

lynchers go unpunished to himself take 
the law into his own hands whenever 
it suits his own convenience. In the 
same way the use of torture by the 
mob in certain caseseis sure to spread 
until it is applied more or less indis- 
criminately in other cases. 

“The spirit of lawlessness grows 
with what it feeds on, and when mobs 
with impunity lynch criminals for one 
crime they are certain to begin to 
lynch real or alleged criminals for 
other causes. In the recent cases of 
lyncu:ng over three-fourths were not 
for rape at all, but for murder, at- 
tempted murder, and even less heinous 
offenses. 

“Surely, all public men, all writers 
for the daily press, all clergymen, all 
teachers, all wio in any way have a 
right to addresss the public, should 
with every energy unite #0 denounec 
such crimes and to support tuose en- 
gaged in putting them down. As a 
people we claim the right to speak

FOUR MEN DROWNED 


Result of an Explosion on Their 
Naphtha Launch Off Rockland, Me 

Portland, Me., Aug. 10.—Four of the 
most prominent young men of this city 
lost their lives in consequence of an 
explosion on their naphtha launch off 


Ash Point, eight miles from here. 
Two of the party were saved. 

The dead are: Henry K. Crocker, 
23 years old; Frank F. Veazie, aged 
21; Raymond G. Hall, 19, and Charles 
W. Holmes, 23. 

Oliver F. Hills and Thomas Hodges 
were saved. 

The party started from this city in 
the launch on a trip to Pleasant beach, 
eight miles away. When off Ash 
Point the launch became entangled in 
8 fish wier. An attempt was made to 
turn back, when suddenly there was a 
flash and the launch was enveloped in 
flames. The six occupants of the craft 
leaped overboard. They were within 
1000 feet of the shore, but Holmes and 
Crocker were unable toswim. The ef- 
forts of the others were directed to- 
wards saving these two, and Crocker 
nearly drowned Hills by grasping him 
about the shoulders. Both men sank, 
but Hills finally succeeded in freeing 
himself. 

Hodges swam 30 yards to a boat and, 
cutting it loose, found that he had no 
oars. By this time Veazie and Hall 
had half filled the launch with water, 
in an attempt to stifle the flames, but 
the fire spread and drove them from 
their only refuge. Veazie started to 
swim toward the smaller boat and 
Hodges threw the rudder towards him, 
but Veazie sank. 

Crocker disappeared at the side of 
the burning launch, which soon after- 
wards sank stern first with Hall, who 
was clinging to the stern, and Hills 
succeeded in swimming to the small 
boat in which Hodges had found a 
refuge. Fishermen later put out and 
rescued the two men. 

A lighted lantern at the stern of the 
boat was in close proximity to the 
gasolene tank and probably caused the 
explosion. 


Serious Automobile Aocident 
Eastport, Me. Aug. 10.—Herbert 
Bromley, chief engineer of a canning 
factory here, with his 3-year-old son, 
had ridden some distance in an auto- 
mobile when the machine suddenly 
stopped near.a high cliff. In starting 
again the machine got beyond Brom- 
ley’s control and bounded over the 
cliff into the water, 30 feet below. As 
soon as the automobile tonched the 
water the machine exploded. Brom 
ley had both legs and hips broken 
The boy’s face was so severely cut that 
18 stitches were needed to close up 
the wound. But slight hopes are en 

tertained for Bromley’s recovery.

|THE CROWNING OF PIUS

Witnessed by Assemblage of 
Seventy Thousand 


CEREMONIAL IN Sif PETER’S 


Throng Burst Into Unrestrained Ac- 
lamations as Triple Crown Was 
Placed Upon Head of Pontiff—Great 
Basilica Overflowea With Humanity 


Rome, Aug. 10.—The ceremony of 
the coronation of Pope Pius X took 
place in the basilica of St. Peter’s in 
the presence of princes and high dig- 
nitaries of the church, diplomats and 
Roman nobles, and with all the solem- 
nity and splendor associated with this, 
the most magnificent rite in the Ro- 
man Catholic church. 

As Cardinal Macchi, the dean of the 
cardinal deacons, plced the triple 
crown on the head of the venerable 
pentift, the throng of 70,000 persons 
gathered within the cathedral burst 
into unrestrained acclamation, the 
choir intoned a hymn of triumph and 
the bells of Rome rang out a joyful 
peal. 

It is 57 years since the Romans and 
Europe assisted at such a function in 
St. Peter’s. The great basilica, popu- 
larly supposed never to have been 
quite full, was overflowing with hu- 
manity. The papal throne, a bewil- 
dering mixture of gold, red and silver, 
was erected in front of the high al- 
ter. As, contrary to custom on these 
ceremonious occasions, there were no 
galleries, the basilica bore more of its 
normal espect. On the altar, which 
was dressed in white, stood the famous 
silver gilt canalesticks and a magnifi- 
cent crucifix. All the available stand- 
ing space within the cathedral was di- 
vided into sections by wooden barriers, 
which to a certain extent kept the 
crowd in order. 

The people in the basilica had be- 
come very impatient, and when the 
gleaming cross which preceded the 
cortage, was seen, it was greeted with 
great applause. On the appearance 
of the pontiff himself it seemed as 
though the people would seek to carry 
him in their arms, so great was their 
enthusiasm. Cries of ‘Pius, Our Pope, 
Our Father,” and “Long live Pius” were 
raised, notwithstanding the large 
placards posted ail over the basilica, 
saying, “Acclamations are Forbidden.” 
Leaflets to the same effect were dis- 
tributed amung the crowd. The cries 
continued unui the pontiff was com- 
pelled to rise and bless the multituae, 
and at the same time he made a sign 
for more reverential behavior.  Si- 
lence was obtained when the choir an- 
nounced its entrance with the resound- 
ing notes of the “Ecce Sacredos Mag- 
nus,” which were accompanied by the 
sweet notes of the silver trumpets. 

A quaint ceremony was then car- 
ried out.

On re 
entering the chair he was carried to 
the chapel of St. Gregory, where he 
officiated at a mass, being assisted by} 
four crdinals. Then all the cardinals 
donned their silver copes and white 
mitres, and the pope was borne to the 
throne amid renewed acclamations and 
waving of handkerchiefs, fans and 
hats. 

The scene presented on his mount- 
ing the throne formed a magnificent 
picture, to which no pen could do jus 
tice. The central figure was the ven 
erable pontiff seated on the throne. 
Two lines of cardinals clad in silver 
and scarlet reached to the high altar 
with its burden of burning candles 
and sacred vessels, while around stood 
the papal guards, the pontifical court, 
monks and oficials. The cathedral was 
illuminated with twinkling lights, 
while the marble columns and walls 
rendered the color scheme more vivid. 
Overhead was the most magnificent 
dome in the world, up to which floated 
the harmony of the music. 

From the throne Pius X, surrounded 
by his suite, walked to the high altar, 
standing over the crypt of St. Peter, 
into which, meanwhile, Cardinal Mac- 
chi descended to pray. The appear- 
ance of the pope in that elevated po- 
sition called torth another burst of 
enthusiasm. The pope then blessed 
the altar, and after saying the “In- 
dulgentium,” the maniple, a symbol of 
the cord with which Christ was bound 
on his capture, was placed, with great 
ceremony, upon the pope’s arm. At

Inspector Finds No Trace of 
Allen In Montreal 


“ 


SOME FURTHER DISCLOSURES 


Believed That Copper Stock Caused 
His Ruin, Though He Was Hit Hard 
In Erie Telephone Slump—Believed 
to Have Ample Funds With Him 


Boston, Aug. 11—Up to the present 
time the police have been unable to 
get any trace of Willard S. Allen, the 
fugitive embezzler from the Preachers’ 
Aid society, but the police authorities 
do not believe that he has committed 
suicide, as he tntimated he would do in 
the letter in which he made his con- 
fession. Inspector Morrisey of this 
city has been in Montreal for a few 
days, where, with the local authorities, 
he has been making investigations 
with the hope of gaining some clew as 
to which way Allen went when he left 
Montreal. Ag a result of these inves- 
tigations the authorities are now of the 
opinion that Allen never went to Mon- 
treal, but instead doubled on his 
tracks. It is tkhousfft that he may 
have given the letter which was 
mailed m Montreal to some passenger 
on the train on which he apparently 
started for the Canadian city. 

In his letter to Rev. Mr. Spencer, 
Mr. Allen stated that he had _ been 
carrying on his embezzliements for 
nine years, and investigations indicate 
that the statement is true. However, 
it is not generally belicved that his 
peculations were of a very large na- 
ture until recently, and there are some 
of his acquaintances who believe that 
at the*present time Allen has in his 
possession a considerable portion of 
the stolen funds. 

It is known that all the securities 
were on hand when the auditor made 
his examination in March, 1901, for he 
checked off each security separately 
and examined them all. It is also 
thought that they were examined in 
March, 1902, and also in March of this 
year, as the auditor who examined 
them this year made a sworn state- 
ment in which he said he had exam- 
ined the accounts and had found se- 
curities amounting to $72,709.77. In 
his letter, however, Allen says that the 
books were not properly audited this 
year. 

It has been learned that of late 
Allen had been doing business with 
the Columbia Trust company and that 
a year ago he had a cash balance of 
$52,000. President Wood of the trust 
company, speaking of Allen and his 
dealings with his concern, says: 
“Amalgamated Copper was the cause 
of Allen’s ruin, I think, though the 
Erie Telephone slump hit him pretty 
hard before that. Allen had great con- 
fidence in Amalgamated, and would 
talk with me by the hour about it. At 
the time it was floated the stock was 
over-subscribed at par, and subscrib- 
ers got only half what they were ready 
to pay for. Allen was sure it was 
going to 200, and I believe held a con- 
siderable block of it. 

“He had dealings with a gilt-edged 
Boston house, and I rated him as 
worth at least $50,000 to $75,000. I do 
not think he ever traded in any but a 
first-class house. I had no suspicion 
that he was using any but his own 
money. I had never heard of the 
Preachers’ Aid society and did not 
know Allén was treasurer of it. I 
knew Allen inherited property from 
his father, and had considerable real 
estate. He opened an account with 
us some eight years ago, transferring 
it from the «irst Ward bank, where, I 
was given to understand, he had had 
some trouble with Mr. Moses. 

“A year ago he at one time had a 
cash balance of $52,000. That was the 
largest he ever had. The money was 
all in his own name, but I am told that 
it was all or nearly all the preachers’ 
fund, and ought to have been deposited 
in the American Loan and Trust com- 
pany, but it was his habit to keep only 
a@ small account over there, just 
enough to pay bills with. 

“We hold some of his paper, but it 
is all so strongly indorsed that we 
shall not lose anything, unless pos- 
sibly $1500. This is what he owes us 
on a note which originally stood for 
$2000. It was contracted at the time 
his son failed in we lumber business, 
and bears both his and his son’s 
names. Allen was always perfectly 
straight in his dealings with us, and 
he never overdrew his account nor 
failed to meet a note.” 

As a result of the latest investiga- 
tions it has been found that Allen had 
borrowed money from every possible 
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ed that Allen haa raised a sum Which, 
added to the $75,000 of his embezzle- | 
ment, will amount to between $100,000 ' 
and $125,000. These discoveries, in| 
the minds cf the police, do away with | 
the theory that Allen contemplated 
suicide.

ULTIMATUM FROM COMPANY 


Rejected by Men Out at Rennselaer 
Plant Beeaus» Demands of Those 
at Other Points Are Identical— 
Worcester Will Profit by Trouble 


Albany, Aug. 11.—The strike of the 
Boston and Albany machinists 
Rennselaer remains unchanged. Mas- 
ter Mechanic Berry, on behalf of the 
company, issued an ultimatum to the 


effect that if the men would return to 
work the company will abandon the 
idea of removing the shops from the | 
city, as contemplated, and would in-| 
stead continue and maintain them as 
at present. The statement was sub- 
mitted to the men for consideration, 
but the proposition was rejected be- 
cause the Rennselaer men have not 
the power to settle the difficulty with- 
out the consent of the men at the 
Springfield and Allston shops, who are 
out demanding concessions identical 
with those of the union at Rennselaer. 

The executive committee of the In- 
ternational union must also be taken 
into consideration if a settlement is to 
be effected. It was really this com- 
mittee that ordered the strike and no 
settlement can be reached except it 
consents. The committee is now lo- 
cated at Springfield directing the 
strike. There are now at the Rennse- 
laer shops no less than six. disabled 
locomotives. 

Springfield, Mass., Aug. 11.—Boston 
and Albany officials have stopped all 
work upon the new engine house at 
West Springfield, which had just been 
begun. The ofiucials declare that they 
are tired of the trouble with the unions 
and will move the engine house to 
Worcester. This is a result of the 
machinists’ strike, 


WORCESTER WILL BENEFIT) 


By the Establishment There of Bos- 
ton and Albany Railroad Shops 
Worcester, Mass., Aug. 11.—Boston 

and Albany officials last night an- 

nounced that Worcester is to be made 
headquarters for the motive power de- 


partment and machine shops on the 
Boston and Albany division of the New 
York Central railroad. 

Contracts for a 60-pit roundhouse, 
costing $75,000, and for machine 
shops, costing $65,000, now in process 
of building at Springfield, were abro 
gated at the instigation of Superinten- 
dent Stewart of the Boston and AI- 
bany division and General Superinten. 
dent Deems, in charge of the motive 
power department of the New York 
Central road 

This change is indirectly the result 
of the strike of the railroad machin 
ists on the Boston and Albany divis- 
fon. Springfield was chosen as head 
quarters for the shops because it was 
about equal distant from Boston and 
Albany, but this advantage is counter- 
acted since locomotives were changed 
from the grades at Worcester. 

The bringing of the shops te 
Worcester will afford employment for 
about 200 skilled mechanics and at the 
same time will upset plans of the 
striking machinists, who will not be 
granted their demands. Officials be

lieve they can get plenty of skilled) 


machinists in Worcester and thus do 
away with further labor trouble. 


Second Phase Looked For Soon 

Boston, Aug. 11.—The striking ma- 
chinists of the Boston and Albany rail- 
road held a meeting in Machinists’ hall 
here, at which more than 100 local em- 
ployers of the railroad were present, 
as well as delegates from Springfield 
and Rennselaer, where the machinists 
also are out. The men showed a de 
termination to hold out until their de- 
mand is granted. Several locomotives 
on this end of the line were reported 
out of commission because of lack of 
repairs. This, it was thought, pointed 
to a speedy coming of the second 
phase of the strike, when, it is antici-

Philadelphia, Aug. 11.—It is esti- 
mated that 12,000 operatives in the 
textile trade reported for duty yester- 
day at various mills, and a similar 
number, it is expected, will resume 
work today. This is the first serious 
break in the textile workers’ strike, ! 
which has been in progress since June 
1. The principal demand was a 55- 
hour week with 60 hours’ pay. No con- 
cessions were granted by the manu- 
facturers.

BASEBALL IN PRISON 


Its Introduction Proved Beneficial to 
Prisoners and Officers 
Boston, Aug. tt—As a relaxation 
from cell life and as reward of good 
conduct baseball games are being 
tried with most satisfactory results at 


the state prison. Warden Bridges 
says that the game not only gives the 
prisoners a beneficial change from the 
routine of prison discipline, but it af- 
fords a diversion for their minds, en- 
ables them to breathe fresh air and get 
a look at the blue heavens above. 

Net the least advantage resulting 
from the innovation, it is pointed out, 
is an improvement in the discipline. 
No unruly prsoner can participate, and 
many a man naturally fractious has 
been “good” just for the chance to go 
out in the prison yard and play base- 
ball. The warden says that to be de- 
prived of the privilege of being a 
player or a spectator seems to be the 
greatest punishment a prisoner can re- 
ceive. He had much rather go into 
“solitary” than lose a game. 

The inmates have two nines, called 
the Resolutes and the Hustlers, and 
they play every fair-weather Saturday. 
The two teams play for championship 
honors, and every game is “written 
up” for the prison paper, The Mentor. 

There is room enough for 200 spec- 
tators, all prisoners, in the yard. The 
games are played with just as much 
zeal, -earnestness, enthusiasm and 
cheers as any professional game, and 
some of the playing Is really profes- 
sional in its quality. In fact, one of 
the men formerly was a league pitcher.

Boston's tax rate is limited by law 
lower than the other cities of the 
commonwealth, and is $14.80 per $1,000 
this year the same as last year. The 
assessed valuation has increased $29, - 
175,707, over six million moré than the 
entire valuation of the city of Quincy. 
Three of the Boston wards show a loss 
in real estate valuation, eleven in 
personal estate, and four in total valu- 
ation. One of the latter is the West 
Roxbury ward. 


While the city of Quincy has great 
cause for congratulation this year in 
a low tax rate and at the same time a 
reduction, whére most cities have very 
high rates and increases, there is great 
need of caution for several reasons. 

Quincy is a young city and may soon 
get into the serious financial straits of 
the older cities. Our debt is increasing 
very rapidly, and with it the maturing 
debt and interest. Fifteen years ago, 
when Quincy became a city, there was 
a debt of only $44,522.55, and cash 
assets in the treasary of $46,663.28. On 
January 1 of this year the city hada 
debt of $1,650,840.35 and practically no 
cash assets. To pay all this debt in 
one year would require the assessment 
of an additional $72 per $1,000 on the 
present taxable valuation, Were this 
spread over fifteen years it would add 
$5 each year to the tax rate. Instead of 
tax rates averaging between $10.80 and 
$19.20 the past fifteen years, they 
would have been $15.80 to $24.20, to 
have brought us out square. 
= Even an increase of $5 per $1000 would 
not have cancelled the debt, because on 
the valuation of the earlier years of the 
city it would not have raised one-fif- 
teenth of $1,650,840. 35.

Mexico Necision sheniett Liquor | Observations in Daily Walks of and Boarding Stables. 


Dealers and Gamblers. 


The rigor with which the government 
has stopped gambling, in fashionable 
clubs as well as at country fairs within 
the federal district of Mexico, has 
excited much comment, says a dispatch 
to the Boston Herald. ~ Orders were 
given last week to have gambling cease, 
and they were impartially enforced. 
Shaking dice for drinks in bar-rooms 
was prohibited and gendarmes entered 
drinking places to see that the law was 
enforced. Gamblers at suburban fairs 
took down their tents and departed 
sorrowfully. There have of late been 
heavy losses at clubs and the govern- 
ment decided that the only way to sup- 
press the evil was to show no favor to 
individuals or clubs. 

Liquor selling regulations are being 
severely enforced, and after 1 o’clock 
Sunday afternoons no one will sell any- 
thing alcoholic, as the penalties are 
severe and are applied without fear or 
favor. Druggists refuse to even sell 
alcohol, Bar-rooms are closed at the 
regulation hour in the evening on week 
days and no side-entrance or drinking 
with curtains is allowed. Nowhere in 
the United States is there so liltle po- 
litical pull and no une dreams of vio- 
lating the law. 

The government is planning still 
more stringent laws for the regulation 
of the liquor traffic, and President Diaz 
has given these measures his hearty 
support. He has allowed an American 
temperance lecturer, who speaks 
Spanish, to visit the penitentiary, and 
many of the inmates, on being dis- 
charged, have kept the pledge taken 
when in prison. 

The government holds that alcoholism 
is causing widespread degeneracy, espe- 
cially among youths liable to military 
service. Faxon of Massachusetts is 
outdone by the Mexican authorities, 
who compel the law to be compiled 
without regard to the influence of 
liquor dealers or gamblers.

Now, while I 
would not admit ‘‘obey’’ is a slavish 
word, I will take the liberty to say 
there is in it a suggestion of domineer- 
ing influence, especially with those 
persons who are endowed with enough 
common sense and intelligence to in- 
terpret the situation keenly. 

To command a person to do a thing 
in such a doubtful manner, as if he or 
she, like children, could not be trusted, 
savors of coercion, distrust and inter- 
ference. I do not think a man is 
obliged to obey his wife, if she is im- 
prudent enough to suggest things which 
would be detrimental to his advantage.

All that can be said just now is that it 
will be located so as to bein a safe 
place. 

It will held black powder, smukeless 
powder, gun cotton and ammunition of 
all kinds. 

It will be where emergency supplies 
may be rushed promptly to either yard 
and in whateyer amount may be needed. 

Unless there should be danger in the 
use of a wireless station, there may be 
eventually some such stationestablished 
at that point, to allow prompt com- 
munication with Charlestown. 

The property chosen is on the coast 
in a sparsely settled spot. It has a 
water frontage of more than a mile. 

Navy officers agree that with the rules 
which will be enforcad, the big naval 
magazine will be absolutely safe. 

Squantum is not mentioned in the 
article above, but it has been con- 
sidered. It is important that the loca- 
tion shall be defended from an enemy, 
so that Squantum has many advantages.

There was a small-sized riot on Pood 
street this morning.

O’Brien realizing the serious aspect 
the affair had assumed startled for a 
place of safety, closely followed by the 
gang, who showered him with rocks, 
some of which struck him. 

In the mean time the police had been 
called by telephone. Inspector McKay, 
who was at the station telephoned to 
Chief Hayden at the court room, In- 
spector McKay and Officer Boutin 
started from the Police Station and 
Officers Bradley and Sandberg started 
for the scene from the court room. 

Officer Bradiey was the first to arrive, 
and O’Brien pointed out the two men 
who were apparently the ring leaders, 
and they were promptly put under 


arrest. “1 
These two men, it was claimed, threw 


the rocks which struck O’Brien. They 
were found guilty and fined $5 each.

To Aid Macedonians In Their 
Fight For Reforms 


BALKAN PROBLEM SERIOUS 


Murder of Russian Consul Considered 
to Have Played Into Hands of Rev- 
olutionists—Balfour Admits I1l-Suc- 


cess of Europe’s Intervention 


Sofia, Aug. 11.—The delegates here 
of the Macedonian committee ad- 
dressed the following appeal to each 
of the representatives of the powers: 

“Sofia—Your Excellency—The dele- 
gates of the Macedonian committee 
have the honor to bring to your notice 
the following declaration with the re 
quest that you communicate it to your 
government: 


“The Musse!lmans’ systematic perse- 
cution has compelled the Christians in 
Macedonia and the viiayet. of Adria- 
nople to institute a general - rising. 
They have had recourse to this ex- 
treme measure after exhausting all 


pacific means to secure the interven- 
tion of Europe to enforce the provis- 
ions of the Berlin treaty. At the pres- 
ent moment this intervention is the 
only means of remedying the evil and 
stopping bloodshed. The sporadic ef- 
forts of the powers to secure reforms 
having failed they resulted merely in 
a recrudescence of Turkish fanaticism 
and government oppression. 

“It is evident that reform measures, 
to be efficacious, must include the ap: 
pointment of a Christian governor gen- 
eral of Macedonia—someone who has 
never held office under the porte and 
who must be independent of the Turk- 
ish government in the exercise of his 
functions—the further appointment by 
the powers of a joint permanent ad- 
ministrative board with full powers to 
deal with any disturbances. 

“Having published the foregoing 
facts to the civilized world and made 
known the causes which have driven 


the Macedonians to despair, the com- 


mittee for the Macedonians now in 
arms proposes to continue the fight 
till the object of their uprising has 
been attained.” 


Rome Hears of Exchange of Views 


Rome, Aug. 11.—It is stated here 
that there has been an exchange of 
views between the powers regarding 
the situation in Macedonia and that, 
apparently, the powers have decided 
to support Austria and Russia in ef-

Fortunately the train upon 
which the machine was sent was de- 
tained at the frontier depot at 
Zibevche, where it exploded last night, 
damaging the station, but injuring no- 
body. 


To Head Off Turks 
London, Aug. 11.—A dispatch from 
Constantinople says the Macedonian in- 
surgents are concentrating between 
Prilip and Dibra for the purpose of 
intercepting Turkish reinforcements 
from Old Servia. 


The Ball Park Disaster 

Philadelphia, Aug. 11, — Mayor 
Weaver has personally interested him- 
self in the investigation into the cause 
of the collapse of the promenade at 
the Philadelphia National league base- 
ball park, which resulted in the death 
of nine spectators and serious injury 
to nearly 200 others. The mayor, ac- 
companied by Director of Public 
Safety Smyth; visited the ball park, 
and later the two officials held a con- 
ference with Coroner Dugan. Said 
the mayor: “I can readily see how 
the accident happened. The floor of 
the promenade was covered with tin 
to keep out the water but instead the 
water leaked in and rotted the wood. 
As for the responsibility, it rests with 
the people who constructed the walk 
and with thoge whose duty it was to 
keep it in repair.” 


The lope Very Fatigued 

Rome, Aug. 11.—Pius X had another 
fatiguing day, as he received all the 
delegations which had come to Rome 
to attend the coronation ceremonies. 
He accorded a lengthy audience to 
about 300 from Venice. He said toa 
them: “I am a poor mortal, too weak 
for the heavy cross which God has 
given me. But His will be done. I 
will carry it as best I can and you 
must all pray to our Lord to give me 
the necessary strength.”

New Haven, Aug. 11.—Thomas 
Reilly, manager of the Hartford Base- 
ball club, had a narrow escape from 
being mobbed by a big crowd at the 
ball game at Savin Rock yesterday 
afternoon.

the amount of his em- 
bezzlement is given as $110,000, con- 
siderably in excess of former  esti- 
mates. His letter of confession, in 
which he said his stealings aggregated 
$80,000, made no reference to the mis- 
use of funds other than those of the 
Preachers’ Aid society. Investigation 
since, however, has brought to light 
several cases in which Allen misap- 
propriated money placed in his hands 
for safe keeping. 

It learned that the Methodist His- 
torical society’s loss is $9800. This 
society, of which Allen was treasurer, 
was supposed to have $10,000 on de- 
posit. A balance of $200 is all that re- 
mains to their credit. 

Words cannot express the feeling 
the Methodists of New England have 
against the man who was trusted im- 
plicitly, and it is stated from an au- 
thoritative source that if Allen is ar- 
rested, as now seems likely, he will be 


| prosecuted to the fullest extent of the 


law. 

When Alonzo R. Weed, the secretary 
of the Preachers’ Aid society, makes 
his report to the members of the so- 
ciety many. interesting facts, which 
have not yet appeared in public print, 
are likely to be learned. Mr. Weed, 
who, beside being secretary of the so- 
ciety, is a lawyer, has been working 
assiduously upon the case ever since 
the disappearance of Allen first be- 
came known, and he learned a great 
deal about the man who, until within 
a few days, had been looked upon as 
one of the most honest men living. 
There is no doubt that some way will 
be determined upon for continuing the 
Preachers’ Aid society, but just what 
method will be formulated is not yet 
known. That prominent Methodists 
will come to the society’s assistance 
is certain. 

It is understood that in addition to 
stating in the letter that Allen sent to 
Rev..George H. Spencer that he had 
been an embezzler for nine years he 
said that at times he lost as high as 
$15,000 a year. He also wrote that 
when he told the officers of the 
Preachers’ Aid society that he had se- 
cured the bond which they wanted 
him to get, he told a lie and that if he 
had not been pressed to get that bond 
he believed that within a year or two 
he would have been able to make good 
the sum which he now admits steal- 
ing. He informéd Rev. Mr. Spencer 
that John O. Atwood, who has sworn 
that he audited the accounts of Allen 
on March 20 of the current year and 
also in March, 1902, never saw the se- 
curities and simply signed a statement 
to that effect. Atwood has been 
quoted as saying that he saw the se- 
curities and checked them off in March 
last. 

There now seems to be little doubt 
that the East Boston embezzler care- 
fully planned his flight from this city, 
and that in doing so he used all the 
cunning at his command to baffle the 
police authorities. Developments show 
that when Allen left Boston he un- 
doubtedly had a sufficient sum of 
money to enable him to travel a good 
distance without having to seek em- 
ployment or aid. In fact, it is stated 
that shortly before the fugitive left 
Boston he raised money right and left.

Washington, Aug. 12.—The _ hurri- 

cane which passed over San Domingo 


|} and Martinique probably is approach- 


ing the south Cuban coast, with indi- 


cations of recurving, but at what angle 
the weather bureau officials are un- 
able to state. The hurricane probably 
will continue in its course northward 
somewhere close to the Fiorida penin- 
sula. The weather bureau regards it 
as extremely unwise for vessels to sail 
for gulf or Cuban ports or the Ba- 
hamas just now. The storm was cen- 
tral yesterday at Kingston, Jam. 

The state department received a dis- 
patch from Consul Jewell, at Fort De 
France, Martinique, confirming the 
press report of the cyclone disaster in 
that island. The dispatch says: 

“Terrific cyclone visited entire isl- 
and midnight Saturday; great damage 
crop and fruits; many houses in Fort 
De France unroofed; trees two feet 
thick uprooted. One killed. Consulate 
intact. At Trinite seven killed; many 
houses destroyed. Smaller towns 
damaged. New villages Tivoli, Aond, 
La Haye, Fourniols and Recules de- 
stroyed, rendering five thousand suf- 
ferers last year’s catastrophe again 
homeless. Reports interior island in- 
definite. Great discouragement.” 

New York, Aug. 12.—The Commer- 
cial Cable company has issued the fol- 
lowing notice: 

“We are advised that, there is no 
communication with Jamaica. This 
cuts off Porto Rico and all the West 
Indian islands south of there.” 


Parry’s Little Joke 

Indianapolis, Aug. 12. — Samuel 
Gompers left a challenge in the hands 
of a committee addressed to D. M. 
Parry, offering to meet the latter on 
the stump at the Labor day celebra- 
tion in this city and argue with him 
the question of unionism. Mr. Parry, 
who is president of the National Manu. 
facturers’ association, says he will 
await the delivery of the challenge 
with a great deal of interest, but he 
has no desire to “parade Mr. Gompers 
as a rival attraction at a baby show.” 


Officials Will Not Remit Fine 

Havana, Aug. 12.—The government 
has declined to remit the fine imposed 
upon an American resident of the Isle 
of Pines for burying the body of his 
relative upon his premises in order tu 
avoid the postmortem examination re- 
quired by the old Spanish law. The 
government is investigating the com 
plaint made by Americans of the 
roughness of Isle of Pines officials in 
connection with such examinations. 


Automobile Went Overboard 

Port Plain, N. Y., Aug. 12.—Henry 
F. Spaulding, an expert enthusiastic 
automobilist of Buffalo, rode to his 
death four miles east of this village 
He was on the tow path of the Erie 
-canal. Owing to the muddy condition 
of the path and while turning out for 
a lineman’s rig his automobile 
swerved more than he intended and 
man and machine plunged into the 
water and he was drowned. 


Chase For Convicts Abandoned 

Sacramento, Cal., Aug. 12.—Sherifi 
Reese has practically abandoned the 
hunt for the escaped convicts known 
to have been in this city last Friday 
He feels it is useless to further pursue 
an organized chase for the escaped 
men.

A CHANGE IN CABINET 


Announcement of Root’s In- 
tention to Retire 


HAS ACCOMPLISHED WORK 


That He Was Called on to Do When | 
He Became Secretary of War—Taft 
Tired of Ehilippines and Likely to} 
Succeed Root—Piace For Rockhill 


Washington, Aug. 12.—Before Secre- 
tary Root sails for London to sit with 
the Alaskan commission he will place 
his resignation in the hands of Pres 
dent Roosevelt in order that the presi- 
dent may appoint a secretary of war | 
if it is deemed necessary during Root’s 
absence. It is expected, however, that 
the resignation will not be acted upon 
until after congress meets. The ap- 
pointment of Root’s successor will de- 
pend somewhat upon the length of 
time that the secretary will be en- 
gaged upon the Alaskan boundary 
commission. 

It has been known for some time 
that Secretary Root intended to retire, 
but he did not wish to leave the de- 
partment until the general staff bill 
was in operation and other matters 
pertaining to the department were well 
under way. 


While Mr. Root is in London mat- 
ters pertaifing to the general staff and 
other important war department af- 
fairs will be referred to him. If the 
sittings of the Alaskan commission ex- 
tend beyond Dec. 1, it is likely that 
the secretary’s resignation will be ac- 
cepted and his successor appointed at 
that time. If the situation in the war 
department becomes such that a sec- 
retary is needed to take charge of af- 
fairs, one will be appointed earlier. 

Secretary Root’s desire to leave 
public life is based largely on personal 
grounds. His family does not like the 
life in Washington and the secretary 
desires also to return to his law prac- 
tice in New York city. The great 
questions that were pending in the 
war department, relating mainly to 
the administration of the islands ac- 
quired from Spain and the establish- 
ment of a government in Cuba have 
been accomplished during Secretary 
Root’s administration. The reorgan- 
ization of the army under the general 
staff plan is now under way and the 
secretary feels that he has accom: 
plished the work that he was called 
on to do when he became secretary o! 
war. 

It seems likely that the president’s 
long cherished plans for the transfer 
of Governor Taft to Secretary Root’s 
place, and of Mr. Rockhill from the 
bureau of American republics to the 
Chinese mission, will be consummated 
before many months. Governor Taft 
has remained in the Philippines longer 
than he intended, balancing the argu: 
ment of duty to the Filipinos on one 
side against the paramount obligation 
which he owes to himself. His friends 
believe it would be imprudent on 
grounds of health for him to remain 
there longer than a year at the most 
He could, as secretary of war, continue 
the real Philippine work with which 
his name is identified. 

Mr. Rockhill has long been slated 
for a post in the east, and the only 
question has been whether he should 
go direct to the Chinese capital or re 
ceive that honor after a term of ser- 
vice as Philippine commissioner, ot 
vice-governor. His acquaintance with 
Asiatic affairs especially equips him 
for either of these lines of work, and 
Americans as yet have developed few 
specialists in such fields of service. 

Mr. Conger’s retirement, -which has 
long been expected, will probably take 
place in the early winter. 


Oyster Bay, N. Y., Aug. 12.—Elihu 
Root will resign as secretary of war, 
the resignation to take effect the first 
of next January.

The property 
was sold for $87,000 and the sum was 
used in paying off creditors. The total 
due creditors was $222,864.

Beaked Nightshade in Quincy. 


A plant quite newto this section of 
the country has appeared in Mr. Dan- 
ford Arnold’s vegetable garden. The 
plaot is one foot or more high and 
branched. It is decidedly thistle-like 
in nature being thickly covered with 
short, sharp spines. The leaves, which 
are pinnate or irregularly lobed, resem- 
ble somewhat those of the citron and 
are also covered with prickles. 

The blossom, which is one inch 
broad, is yellow witha somewhat irreg- 
ular corolla, The calyx is burr-like, 
beind densely covered with prickles, 
The plant covered with yellow blossoms 
is striking, on account of its brightness 
and newness. 

The flower is five-merons or five part- 
ed. That is, the calyx is five-parted, 
the corolla five-lobed and the stamens 
five. But one of the stamens; the low- 
er one, differs from the other four, It 
bears a very long peculiar anther which 
resembles the beak of a bird, and this 
peculiarity gives to the plant its spe- 
cific name. The scientific name is Sola- 
num rostratum. The common name, 
beaked nightshade. Rostratum means 
beaked, Our English word rostrate, 
from rostratus, means having a beak. 
Therefore the cause of the name is ob- 
vious. 

The plant belongs to the Nightshade 
family, which is noticeable at a glance. 
To this family belong our potato and 
egg-plant while the tomato is closely 
allied. 

Britton and Brown’s Illustrated Flora 
is responsible for the statement that 
this plant was the original food of the 
Colorado or potato bug. 

The rango of the plant is from the 
plains of Nebraska to Texas and Mexi- 
co. Occasionally a few single plants 
reach Canada and New Jersey. They 
probably arrive in grain. 

The miscroscope discloses wonders 
in the blossom, especially in the ca- 
lyx part. The hairs which grow 
among the spines are shaped like a 
star, that is, a single hair rays out at 
the tip and forms a star.

Sailing Party From Houghs Neck 
Caught in Fog. ' | 


The Brockton Enterprise of Tuesday 
tells the following story of the ex- 
perience of Brockton yacbhtsmen who 
sailed from Houghs Neck: 

The 28-foot sloop ‘‘ Venture,’’ owned 
by Mr. William A. McCormick, a drug 
clerk employee at Foster’s on Main 
streat, a member of the Quiaocy Yacht 
Club, anchored at Houghs Neck late 
yesterday afternoon, after having been 
reported missing. On board were 
Messrs, Alexander McCormick, Chester 
L. Southworth, John H. Southworth, 
Charles Cook and George Alexander. 
The five young men had passed through 
a trying experience, having been in the 
boat since Saturday night and having 
been adrift in the fog all Sunday night, 
without food or water. 

Mrs. Jobn H. Southworth of 14 Track 
street and her sister, Miss Kittie Cav- 
anagh, were at the club house to meet 
the party as soon as they arrived, the 
wife having gone down to make in- 
quiries and being almost prostrated by 
anxiety for a time. 

They left this city Saturday afternoon 
at about 5.30 o’clock, Mr. McCormick 
stopping atthe drug store to tell bis 
brother that he was going to take a} 
trip to Nahant. It was a pleasure trip | 
jn every sense. Four of the boys are) 
members of the Shoe City Wheelmen) 
and of the O-O of O0-O-Os, a social body | 
composed of members of the club, and | 
they made their headquarters at the | 
cottage at Houghs Neck, which bears 
the odd name. The initiation of can- 
didates for membership was part of the | 
program. 

They left for Nahant Saturday nig 
and made the trip to that resort with- 
out any difficulty. Starting home Sun- 
day they were caught by a dense fog, | 
and night fell with the boat still at sea} 
and the boys practically unaware of 
where they were, Fortunately the 
wind was low, so their position was 
not extremely hazardous. 

Early Monday morning the fog cleared | 
and they made a landing, after several! 
hours of sailing. The five were nearly 
famished by exposure, hunger and | 
thirst, having nothing to eat or drink} 
in the boat and not having partaken of 
food or water since Sunday morning. 
While they were hunting for a place 
where refreshments might be procured, 
the tide went cut, leaving the sloop 
high and dry on the flats, and necessi- 
tating hours of further delays. 

Mrs, Southworth was not greatly 
worried when her husband failed to 
arrive home Sunday night, though she 
had expected him, or she believed that 
he had remained at the cottage and 
gone to work at Thompson Bros.’ fac- 
tory at Campello, where the Southworth 
brothers are employed, Monday morn- 
ing. She expected him at noon. Ia- 
stead another brother, who makes his 
home in Whitman, came to the house 
and told her that neither of the young 
men had been at the factory and that 
the foremen had sent to the house to in- 
quire as to their whereabouts. 

Janitor Frank Pray of the Quincy 
Yacht Club was communicated with} 
and said that the sloop had left Satur- 
day night and had not been seen or} 
heard from since that time. 

Grave fears ‘were entertained as soon 
as these facts became known, and the 
relatives of the five young men were 
notified. Mrs. Southworth and her| 
sister went to Houghs Neck, arriving| 
there at 3 o’clock. Nothing had been} 
heard from the young men even then.

A FARM TO BREED WOLVES, 


Kansas Ranchmen See a Good Thing 
In Dollar a Scalp Bounty. 

The county commissioners of Lane 
county, Kan., have stopped paying 
bounties on wolf scalps pending the 
investigation of a story that a wolf 
breeding ranch has been established in 
the northern part of the county, says a 
Dighton dispatch to the Kansas City 
Star.

WILL TRY FRENCH ENGINE. 


Pennsylvania Railroad to Import 
One For a Practical Test. 

The Pennsylvania Railroad company 
will make practical tests with a French 
locomotive of the De Glehn compound 
type, which is regarded as the most 
perfect working passenger locomotive 
used in Europe. 

A sample locomotive is now being 
built in France at a cost of $20,000 for 
the company. It will be delivered at 
Philadelphia about March 14 and will 
be put in service, says the New York 
World. 

If the French engine shall prove su- 
perior in any respects, the points mak- 
ing it so will be used to improve the 
American passenger locomotive. The 
locomotive will be exhibited at St. 
Touls. 


A Big Colonization Scheme. 

Announcement was recently made in 
London of a big colonization scheme 
for the development of South Africa. 
One of the chief promoters is General 
Botha. The plan embraces the forma- 
tion of a land bank with a capital of 
$10,000,000, says the New York Com- 
mercial Advertiser. It is said that the 
company will start with the control of 
800,000 acres of land. The British gov- 
ernment is said not to look too kindly 
on the scheme, regarding it as a pos- 
sible attempt on the part of the shrewd 
Boers to gain political advantage for 
This suspicion has been in- 
creased by the recent revival of the 
Bond influence in Cape Town.

ITALY KEEPS FLEET READY 


To Sail to Macedon’: Should Com- 
plications Render It Necessary to 
Protect Italian Subjects—Turkish 
Officials Distracted by Bad News 


Sofia, Aug. 12.—The representatives 
of the Macedonian revolutionary com- 
mittee announce that the revolution 
broke out in the vilayet of Uskub last 
Sunday and in the vilayet of Adri- 
anople on Monday. 

Telegraphic communication is inter- 
rupted. Adrianople forms the seventh 
revolutionary district. The represen- 
tatives of the committee also publish 
a contradiction of the alleged atroci- 
ties committed by the Bulgarians, and 
accuse the Turks of attempting to pre- 
pare the mind of Europe for the even- 
tual massacre of innocent Christians. 

General Thonchoff, president of the 
Macedonian committee, has addressed 
an appeal to his adherents to assist 
the insurgents in Macedonia, even by 
revolutionary means. Prominent Mac- 
edonians here have formed a charit- 
able committee for the purpose of ob- 
taining help for the victims of the 
insurrection. Representatives of all 
political parties in Bulgaria have joined 
the committee, and it is proposed to 
hold a public meeting to solicit con- 
tributions from all Bulgarians. 

The premier and minister of the in- 
terior have proceeded to Dubuitza with 
the intention of inspecting the Bul- 
garian posts aiong the Macedonian 
frontier. This is regarded as addi- 
tional proof of the government’s de- 
sire to maintain peace, as the min- 


can be done to restrict the passage of 
insurgent bands into Macedonia. 

It is now stated that Prince Ferdi- 
mand will not return to Sofia until 
after his fete day, Aug. 15, as 
wishes to show he is not responsible 
for the present situation in Macedonia. 


Turkish Troops Get No Pay 

Constantinople, Aug. 12.—It is ru- 
mored here that the Turkish troops in 
Macedonia have become so demora- 
lized by their failure to receive pay 
that hundreds of them are deserting 
and selling their rifles to insurgents 
in order to obtain provisions. 

Some anxiety is felt for the safety 
of Dr. Mandelstam, the acting Russian 
eonsul at Uskub, who was appointed 
to succeed the late M. Rostkowski. 
In spite of the first refusal of the goy- 
ernor to give him an escort, Dr. Man- 
delstam insisted upon proceeding to 
his new post, and after referring the 
matter to Hilmi Pacha, the inspector 
general, he obtained one and started 
upon his responsibility across the 
country for Monastir. Nothing has 
been heard of him since. 

The sultan has offered an indemnity 
of $40,000 to the widow of the late M. 
Rostkowski. She is a member of the 
well-known Russian family of Mura- 
vieff, and M. Rostkowski was related 
to the late Prince Lobanoff, who was 
Russian minister of foreign affairs, 
hence the anxiety of the Turkish au- 
thorities to have the matter satisfac- 
torily settled with Russia. 

M. Rostkowski was in disfavor with 
the Turkish authorities at Monastir 
owing to his persistence in investigat- 
ing all the fighting in the district. 


What London Hears 

London, Aug. 12.—The Times prints 
a dispatch from Constantinople which 
says that the palace officials are dis- 
tracted by the continual receipts of 
bad news and the necessity of dis- 
patching fresh troops. Bulgarian out- 
rages are occurring daily, accom- 
panied by acts of cruelty equal to the 
worst deeds ever attributed the 
Turks. 

The Times prints a dispatch from 
Sofia which says that the towns of 
Krushevo and Kritchevo are still in 
the hands of the insurgents.

LH suffer from the mysterious power 
of the Roentgen rays. Two physicians 
in the radiograph department of the 
London hospital have fallen victims to 
its baneful influence, with the result 
that they had to take an enforced 
holiday and that the use of the rays 
for direct examination of injuries has 
been abandoned. 

The rays are now employed to take 
the photographs from which the sur- 
geon works, thus avoiding the neces- 
sity of manipulating a limb while the 
rays are actually playing on it. Gloves 
with lead foil sewed into the back 
were tried, but they were found to 
impede the hands to such an extent 
that they were discarded. 

Mr. Wilson, one of the two men who 
used to make the direct examinations 
with the rays at the hospital, explained 
that he had not done this class of work 
for the last eighteen months, yet his 
hands showed but little signs of im- 
proving. Hot fomentations were still 
necessary, and it is practically certain 
that his finger nails will never grow 
properly again. The first symptom of 
X ray poisoning is a troublesome in- 
flammation of the hands, accompanied 
by swellings resembling chilblains, de- 
pression of spirits and insomnia. 

The nails, too, are affected, a ridge 
forming down the center, in which pus 
is generated. After the matter has 
been removed the nail seems partially 

to perish, the injury to the matrix im- 
pairing the future growth. The trou- 
ble is chiefly noticeable in the finger 
tips, decreasing toward the wrist, but 
slight evidences are generally to be 
found on most parts of the body. 

The eyes, too, are apt to suffer from 
the ray flicker. Regarded pathological- 
ly, the results of the X rays seem to 
be cumulative, being up to a certain 
| point highly beneficial and beyond that 
the reverse.

JUSTIN M’CARTHY HONORED 


Placed on English Civil List With 
Yearly Pension of $1,250. 

Justin McCarthy, author of “A Histo- 
ry of Our Own Times,” “The Reign of 
Queen Anne” (Harpers) and other his- 
tories well known in the United States, 
has been placed on the English civil 
list to receive an annual pension of 
250 ($1,250), says Harper’s. As Mr. 
McCarthy is a popular historical au- 
thor whose works have sold largely in 
England and America, one of the prom- 
inent English periodicals wonders why 
a pension was bestowed upon him. 
The fact is that for the past five years 
Mr. McCarthy bas been almost blind 
and works under great difficulty, which 


the devotion of his daughter, with 
whom he lives. 
Furthermore, he has always been 


open handed and generous to a fault 
and in his old age has been somewhat 
Straitened on that account. He is now 
in his seventy-third year and, in addi- 
tion to his histories, has written a num- 
ber of novels. At the age of eighteen 
he began his journalistic career, going 
later into politics, finally entering par- 
liament in 1879. Seven years ago he 
retired from public life and has since 
devoted himself entirely to literature. 


NEW TYPE OF FOSSILS. 


Discovery of Human Skeleton by 
Workmen Near Mentone, France. 
The grottoes of Boausse-Rousse, near 

Mentone, in France, are now being ex- 

plored for prehistoric remains under 

the direction of the Prince of Monaco, 
writes the Paris correspondent of the 

Philadelphia Press. M. de Villeneuve 

has been carrying on the excavations, 

which have yielded some interesting 
finds, especially of fossil human re- 
mains. 

The chief discovery so far has been a 
human fossil of a new type. At twen- 
ty-one feet was found a complete skel- 
eton and two feet lower the last burial] 
place, containing two bodies. The sub- 
ject found at twenty-one feet is a man 
of great height, 6 feet 4 inches. The 
skull has been reconstructed. The fa- 
cial part is very low and well developed 
in length. This individual has the char- 
acteristics of the race known as Cro- 
Magnon. The two skeletons found at 
twenty-three feet present great inter- 
est, as they are of the negroid type.

TO IMPROVE SUBMARINES. 


Englishman's Device Enables Them 
to Travel Great Distances. 

A remarkable invention has been 
adopted by the British admiralty, the 
effect of which is to increase the effi- 
ciency of British submarines, says a 
London cable dispatch to the Chicago 
Inter Ocean. 

At present the radius of submarine 
attack is restricted owing to the diffi- 
culties of ventilation and the carrying 
of fuel, but experiments warrant the 
belief that the new submarines will be 
able to travel immense distances, with 
disastrous effects on the ports of an en- 
emy. 

The existing submarine fleet of Brit- 
ain is not, however, rendered obsolete. 
On the contrary, it can easily be adapt- 
ed to utilize the new discovery. 

The inventor {s a British officer well 
known for his brilllant capabilities. 
The most reinarkable feature in his de- 
sign is its extreme simplicity. Details 
of the invention are of course withheld 
by the admiralty.

MASSACRE IS FEARED 


Fanatical Mussulmans Are Be- 
coming Excited 


=a 
MIGHT HAVE AID OF TURKS 


an 


{n Slaughter of Christians, as Sultan’s 
Soldiers Will Be Unreliable In 
Event of Serious Fighting—acces- 
sions to Macedonians’ Ranks 


Sofia, Aug. 13.—The reports from 
Bulgarian official agents in Macedonia 
show that affairs are rapidly growing 
worse. The fact that the Mussulman 
population is becoming excited and 
congregating in the mosques is re 
garded as a bad feature, indicating the 


possibility that a massacre may occur 
within a very short time. It is feared 
that such a massacre would cover a! 
wide area and include both the large 
towns and the villages, and that the 
Turkish soldiers would prove incap- 
able of restraining the fanatical Mus- 
sulmans even if they desired to do so, 
which is by no means certain. 

Monastir now contains only four bat- 
talions of Turkish troops, two consist: 
ing of raw recruits, who will be quite) 
unreliable in the event of serious! 
trouble. It is thought quite possible 
that the troops might even aid the 
Mussulmans in slaughtering the Chris- 
tians. 

The officials here blame Turkey for 
the present sudden outbreak, attribut- 
ing it largely to the action of the 
porte in instituting a search for arms 
in the villages. The Macedonian lead- 
ers, finding that their followers were 
being deprived of guns and ammuni- 
tion, realized that they might soon 


rendered powerless to prosecute a 
campaign, and decided to rise immedi. 
ately. The signal for the revolt was 
given by firing hay and straw ricks. 
The Bulgarian villagers then took to 
the hills in a body. 

The Bulgarian government is said 
to be particularly displeased with | 
Turkey’s actian because it had urged | 
the porte to leave the villagers in 
peace, believing that this would result 
in staving off the trouble till next year, 
as the insurgents seemed to entertain; 
hopes that the powers would soon in- 
tervene. 

The government also’ charges 
Turkey with doing less to prevent the 
insurgents from crossing the frontier 
than Bulgaria, though Turkey main- 
tains four times as many troops along 
the border. ‘she turkish soldiers in 
variably retire to barracks at sunset 
and remain there until sunrise, leaving 
free egress to the Macedonian insur- 
gents during the night. The Turks 
fight bravely during daylight, but dis- 
like skirmishing in the dark. 

It is everywhere declared that the 
present ministry is doing its utmost to 
check the revolutionary movement. 
but the situation is reaching a poim 
where circumstances may prove toc 
strong for the cabinet. The growing 
economic depression in the country 
constitutes a dangerous factor in the 
situation. The merchants are unable 
to obtain credit abroad and are forced} 
to pay cash. 

The influx of thousands of Mace- 
donians across the border has disor- 
ganized the labor market and has be 
come a source of great discontent. 
The commercial classes declare that 
the present condition of affairs is no 
longer endtrable. Even war, what- 
ever might be the result, would be pre 
ferable, as it would be followed by a 
period of rest. 

The ministry is certainly confronted 
with,a complicated problem. The re 
turn of Prince Ferdinand is quite in- 
definite.

Serious representa- 
tions will again be made to Turkey 
and Bulgaria which, it is hoped, will 
prove efficacious. Nevertheless it is 
admitted that some untoward incident 
may easily precipitate disaster.

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Dan McLane Did It in Twenty|Sam Scott alias James Johnson 


Minutes to Stop Conflagration. 


The Schenectady Star of Wednesday 
|has the following of local interest, of 
the work of Dan McLane formerly of 
Quincy at a fire in that city: 

The thousands who on Sunday last 
visited the scene of the disastrous fire 
of the night before and viewed the pile 
of lamber which represented the dwell- 
ing house that had been torn down to 
check the progress of the flames, won- 
dered how the work had been done. 

They used dynamite and blew up 
the building,’’ was the information 
vouched by an important-looking in- 
dividual who described at considerable 
length just how such things were ac- 
complished, 

This information was generally ac- 
cepted and the word passed from one 
to another until mostly everybody got 
the impression that this was the way 
it was done. 

Bat it wasn’t. 

No dynamite was used. The build- 
ing was’ not blown up; it was torn 
down, and it was torn down most ex- 
peditiously at that, for in exactly 
twenty minutes from the time the 
work was started the building was 
razed. 

When Chief Yates saw how impotent 
were the efforts of the department 
successfully to cope with the fire he 
went to Daniel J. McLane, the general 
foreman of construction work for the 
Schenectady Railroad company, who 
was at the fire with the emergency 
wagon, and asked him if he could tear 
down that particular building in time 
to stop the progress of the fire. 

‘*Give me help enough and I'll level 
it with the ground in less than a_half- 
hour,’’ was Mr. McLane’s reply. 

‘*We'll give you all the help you 
want,’’ said Chief Yates. ‘*Go ahead 
and take it down.’’ 

Mr. McLane with Foreman H, O’Brien 
and crew of four men on theZemergency 
wagon went to work at once, Chief 
Yates detailing about forty fireman to 
assist in hauling on the ropes. A big 
hawser from the emergency wagon was 
used. 

The men went about the work of 
demolition in a systematic manner. 
Like magic the front door was snapped 
off; the window shutters followed and 
the windows were removed. The rope 
was run in through the doorway and 
out through a window. Then the fire- 
men were put on the rope and they 
pulled out the entire lower front in 
this manner. 

Where there were no windows 
through which to pass the rope, holes 
were cut through the walls. After the 
lower floor had thus been torn out the 
emergency men went up stairs, the 
building was gutted and only the frame 
remained standing. The roof was torn 
off and then the frame thus dismantled 
was pulled down. 

When the cloud of dust had cleared 
away it was seen that nota timber of 
the building was left standing.

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SLOW OR FAST. 


August Manoeuvres Demonstrate 
Need of Speedy Battleships. 


The Navy Department has again suc- 
ceeded by its annual August manoeu- 
vres in demonstrating how seriously 
handicapped is @ 15-knot battleship in 
actual operation, says the Philadelphia 
Press, which comments as follows: 

The favorite declaration of those 
who want to turn a battleship into a 
gun platfrom, with low speed, is that 
a battleship is built to fight and not to 
rup away. Speed at sea is marching 
power on land. No military dictum is 
better established than that victories 
on land are won, as Napoleon said, 
‘*with legs.’’ At sea the weather gauge 
was everything in the past. Steam 
speed will be everything in the future. 

Admiral Sands, commanding the in- 
vading fleet, was given one fast battle- 
ship (the Texas, 18 knots) and two 
slow (the Indiana and Massachusetts, 
each 16 knots), no cruisers and two 
torpedo-voat destroyers of 28 and 30 
knots, but of limited radius. A foreign 
navy would have given him _ three 
battleships from three to five knots 
faster than his, able to keep away from 
apy cruiser in the ‘‘blue’’ defending 
fleet under Admiral Barker. 

This fleet had three 17-knot battle- 
ships (Kearsarge, Alabama and _ IIli- 
nois) ; the Olympia, 18 knots; the Balti- 
more, 17 knots, and the Prairie, Pan- 
ther and Yankee, from 12 to 14 knots. 
These vessels guarded 222 miles of 
coast, from Cape Sable to Cape Cod, 
against a fleet starting 530 miles away. 
This was a little over 35 hours’ steam- 
ing for the approaching fleet. ‘The de- 
fending fleet could not be, even if at 
one end, over 12, hours’ steaming from 
apy point on its are coast. 

With 20-knot battleships, Admiral 
Sands could have made some port in 
about 25 hours. In other words, in- 
stead of having to take thrice the time 
of his adversary to reach the extreme 
objective, the invader with a swift 
fleet, would have had to take only twice 
the time. 

This adds exactly one-half to the 
chance of success in gaining position, 
and in war position is half the battle. 
It was for Nelson at Trafalgar and for 
Rodney in his great fight. “It is in 
most naval battles, and in all naval 
ware. Yet with proof each year of the 
disadvantage of the slow battleship the 
Idaho‘class, if the original plans are to 
be followed, is to continue the gun- 
platform theory of a fighting craft.

They 
were unable to eope with the Italians, 
who declared they intended to strike 
and made it very evident that the 
foreman would not be allowed to de- 
scend with impunity until their wages 
had been paid in full. The officers 
tried to make the mob understand that 
it would be impossible for the foreman 
to pay them off until he was permitted 
to come down, with the assurance that 
he would not be harmed. The Italians, 
however, refused either to discon- 
tinue their threats or to withdraw 
from their position. Finally, moral 
suasion failing, a telephone call for 
reinforcements was sent to head- 
quarters. A large detail responded, 
and after a determined attack on the 
part of the officers the strikers were 
driven from the place. Edwards, ‘ex- 
hausted from fright, was then helped 
down from his high perch.

It is easy to believe that the Shamrock 
III. cost quite as much to build as the 
Shamrock I., and it is quite sure the 
bringing over of three crews, those of 
the Shamrocks and of the tender 
Cruizer, must stand him in a bigger 
fmount than the single crew of four 
years ago and the additional assistance 
he obtained in the United States. 

So, if $550,Q00 or more represented 
the challenger’s outlay the first attempt 
he made upon the America’s cup, it 
can safely be estimated that something 
in the neighborhood of $600,000 will be 
required to foot the bills at home and 
here incidental to his third trial to 
‘win the old trophy. 

With the amount that it costs the de- 
fending side, however, the interest is | 
more widespread. By the time the | 
yachts are called to sail the first race 
for the cup the Reliance, selected to 
defend it, will have cost, one way and 
another, $485,000 or more. That is a 
staggering amount to contemplate, but 
when everything is cleared up at the 
end of the season it may be $450,000. 

In addition to this sum, there must 
be considered that in placing in com- 
mission the Constitution her running 
expenses reached from $65,000 to $70,- 
000, while the Columbia has cost Mr. J. 
Pierpont Morgan $45,000 or possibly 
$55,000. These figures will therefore 
show that the defense of the cup this 
year will approach the very respectable 
amount of $575,000 or $600,000. 

The building and rigging of the Re- 
liance cost a fortune. The yacht’s con- 
struction required the best of work- 
men, while all the standing and run- 
ning rigging was expressly made, and | 
her canvas occupied the attention of a | 
large body of sail makers for months. | 
The Reliance has possibly a hundred | 
different salis, and $15,000 or so will | 
represent the cost of a suit. In this 
particular the Constitution and the Co- 
lumbia have not been so expensive.

BRIGHT FUTURE FOR INDIA. 


Dr. Thoburn Says as Christian Land 
It Will Eclipse Pagan India. 

The missionary institute at Chautau- 
qua, N. Y., held its final sessions the oth- 
er day, says the Philadelphia Press. An 
address was given by Dr. A. B. Leon- 
ard, corresponding secretary of the 
missionary society of the Methodist 
Episcopal church, on “The Vision of 
the Field.” Dr. G. Stanley Hall spoke 
on “Missionary Work and the Train- 
ing of Missionaries.” In the evening 
Dr. James R. Thoburn, Jr., pastor of 
the Cavalry church of Allegheny, gave 
an illustrated lecture on “India.” He 
sald: 

“Already many of the nations which 
sought to despoil her of her -wealth 
are seeking to make reparation by car- 
rying in all the advantages of Chris- 
tian civilization. The bloodiest battles 
are over, but her conflicts are not en- 
tirely done. There is a great contest 
now on. It is the struggle between cul- 
ture and ignorance, between faith and 
superstition. I believe Christian India 
will be a far more wonderful land than 
‘Was pagan India.”

To celebrate his centennial birthday 
would but feebly show our appreciation. 


Several of our exchanges are remon- 
strating against the high tax rates in 
their towns, and a reaction is probably 
if the taxpayers become active. A 
newspaper of a prosperous town says: 
‘*These big expenditures, many of them 
unnecessary, haye resulted in giving 
our citizens a tax rate far beyond their 
means to bear, especially those who 
own their little homes acquired by years 
of toil and self sacrifice.

Dear Sir,—In compliance with your 
request, I am glad to state my im- 
pressions of the personal appearance, 
life and character of the late Thomas 


Crane. 
Mr. Crane was a man of strong and 
distinct presence. His figure was 


muscular and well set, of the medium 
height, with broad shonlders. 

The hairand beard, atthe time of my 
acquaintance with him, were white and 
abundant,—the complexion somewhat 
florid. 

His forhead was wide and high,—the 
nose aquiline; the eyes were clear, full 
and ofa bluish gray. The glance was 
keen, yet straightforward and sincere, 
with often an expression of the kindest 
humor. 

It might be fairly said that his face 
did not so much invite confidence as 
inspire it. He always struck me as 
possessing real solidity of judgment. 

Although relying firmly upon his 
own conclusions, and very presistent in 
carrying them to practical results, he 
was notably modest in statement,—in- 
deed, quite and unobtrusive in all his 
ways. 

I fancy that bebind his shrewd 
worldly sense there was a deep stratum 
of sentiment. He looked upon the 
fuibles of his fellow-men with a mild 
and humorous tolerance,—upon their 
more serious faults with a genuine and 
belpful sympathy. I doubt, however, 
if he has sufficient charity for show 
and pretence.

PISCATORY STUPIDITY. 


The Fish’s Capacity For Learning Is! 
Painfully Contracted. | 

Most fishes seek their food by sight, 
says Professor Edmund Clark Sanford 
in the International Quarterly, and 
these do not usually notice it by any 
other sense. But those that are accus- 
tomed to find it by smell seldom pay 
any attention to it when they merely 
see it. 

Catfish depend principally on the 
sense of taste, and they seem to taste 
all over, not only in the mouth, but by 
the outer skin as far back as the tail) 
fin. 

It is uncertain whether fises can feel 
pain or not. There is a good deal of 
evidence to show that they cannot. 

A fish that has lost its sight may 
learn to avoid an obstacle after swim- 
ming against it a single time, but fishes 
that can see will jump against the plate 
glass wall of an aquarium day after 
day, sometimes for a year, in the effort 
to catch things outside. 

The elements of consciousness in the 
mind of a fish foot up a total “equiva- 
lent, perhaps, to the lowest idiocy when 
measured by human standards.” It ig 
possible that the fish’s capacity for 
learning is “about on a level with that 
of a man in deep sleep or preoccupa- 
tion.” 


Birds That Exercise Ingenuity, 

Birds building on high trees are not 
so wary about the concealment of their 
nests as hedge builders and those that 
seek the springing corn or grass land 
for the shelter of their homes, trusting 
to the loftiness of situation for secu- 
rity. A nest placed upon the ground 
is in constant danger of exposure. A 
browsing animal might destroy it. 
Then the scythe with one sweep occa- 
sionally lays bare one or 
thereby endangering the eggs or callow 


more nests,

birds very wary and causes them to 
practice great ingenuity in their ef- 


forts to protect the young birds. 

The skylark has been known to carry 
its egg or offspring to a place of safety 
after an exposure of the nest, and it 
has been said iis long hind claw—the 
use of which has puzzled many natu- 
ralists—is specially adapted by nature 
for more easily grasping and transport- 
ing its treasures from the source of 
danger. When the young birds are 
too bulky to be thus removed the par- 
ent. bird carries them on its back, 
though this mode of removal is a some- 
what difficult one.—London Tit-Bits.

Flour In China, 


There is such a demand in Siberia fo1 
agricultural machinery and appliances 
of American manufacture that the min- 
ister of agriculture in that country has 
decided to lend government aid to its 
distribution. Commercial Agent Green- 
er at Viadivostek informs the state de- 
partinent at Washington that a special 
fund has been set aside to establish at 
Habarofsk a government warehouse for 
the benefit of importing jobbers, says 
J. D. Whelpley in the New York Com- 
mercial Advertiser. The pre-Amur man- 
agement of imperial properties will 
have charge and will operate to a large 
extent in American goods. 

The Siberian officials state that they 
are greatly in need of information from 
competent sources regarding the pur- 
chase and importation of such goods 
from the United States, and they ask 
for the address of firms dealing in ag- 
ricultural machinery, price lists and 
catalogues, lists of steamships plying 
between the United States and Vladi- 
vostok and the best terms upon which 
goods will be sold. 

Mr. Greener also finds considerable 
complaint to the effect that in quoting 
prices American firms do not state their 
bottom figures. What is needed is the 
lowest quotation for goods, details as 
to payments in cash or on time, the 
latter being preferred, and several 
copies of a brief catalogue in the Rus- 
slan language. 

Consul General Patterson, at Calcut- 
ta, is confident that a large increase in 
the American trade would follow the 
establishment of a rapid and reliable 
freight line of steamers between New 
York and Calcutta. He says that the 
only way goods can be shipped at pres- 
ent from New York to Calcutta is via 
Glasgow, Liverpool, London or Naples, 
and there is long delay in making these 
shipments. Out of the $250,000,000 
worth of goods imported annually by 
India the United States only had about 
1.5 per cent of the trade, while Eng- 
land had about 67 per cent and Ger- 
many, France an® Belgium, in the or- 
der named, the larger part of the re 
mainder. 

About 50 per cent of the imports are 
cotton goods, and the next largest are 
iron and steel manufactures, and the 
American consul sees no reason why 
the United States should not compete 
in these lines. He says that if a direct 
line of steamers was established be- 
tween New York and Calcutta, sailing 
not less than once every month, the 
passage not to be more than forty days, 
the importers could then rely upon re- 
ceiving their goods at specified times. 

Consul Patterson also recommends 
the putting of active, capable men into 
the field to exploit the markets of the 
country. There are no restrictions on 
trade in India, the only obstacle being 
the lack of rapid transit and more de- 
termined effort to secure business. 

In line with the suggestion made by 
Jonsul Patterson the bureau of statis- 
tics at Washington has been looking up 
the figures on the trade between Indla 
and the United States. India ranks 
sixth among the exporting and tenth 
among the importing countries. Last 
year her exports amounted to over 
$400,000,000 and her imports to $264,- 
000,000. Thirty-six per cent of these 
imports were cottons. Next on the list 
were iron and steel products. The bu- 
reau estimates that 50 per cent of In- 
dia’s imports are of a class of goods 
which might be called indigenous to 
the United States and that fully three- 
fourths of the entire list is made up of 
articles successfully produced by and 
exported from the United States. Not- 
withstanding this fact, our exports to 
India amount to less than 2 per cent 
of the imports of that country. 

The popularity of American flour In 
China is attracting attention on both 
sides of the globe. The British consul 
general at Canton in a report sent from 
China to London and published in that 
city states that the demand for flour 
among emigrants returned from the 


United States {s so great that the 
quantity of flour imported in 1902 ex- 
ceeded that of 1901 by 95,831,328 


pounds and was also some 78,400,000 
pounds in excess of the average for 
he past five years. Stated in dollars, 
we are now selling to the Chinese $4,- 
607,000 worth of flour annually. 


The Cuban republic is making an ef- 
fort to encourage the restocking of the 
island with cattle, especially those of 
a good breed. The duty has been 
changed so that breeding sheep and 
cows come in free of cost, and the 
duty has been reduced on blooded 
stock. The government has also ex- 
empted barbed wire and staples used 
in building fences from the payment 
of the tariff duties, hoping thereby to 
encourage the inclosure of large pas- 
tures.

Many stories illustrative of the char- 
acter of Pope Pius X. have been cur- 
rent in Rome since the conclave of car- 
dinals chose the patriarch of Venice as 
successor to Leo XIIL., says the New 
York Evening Journal. They show 
alike his independence and his mod- 
esty, the simplicity of his tastes and 
his love for the beautiful, his love for 
the common people, from whom he 
sprang and to whom he has given so 
much that often during his life he has 
had to struggle against poverty. 

Giuseppe Sarto always has been a 
democrat and a commoner. Sarto 
might have been raised to the papal 
nobility had he so desired, but he pre- 
ferred to remain as he was. : 

Pius X. is a friend of King Victor 
Emmanuel, as he was of the late King 
Humbert. His utter fearlessness and 
independence were well illustrated dur- 
ing the reign of Humbert. When Hum- 
bert last visited Venice he gave a gala 
court function. Pope Leo intimated to 
Cardinal Sarto that he would be wise 
to remain away. 

Sarto disobeyed the pope’s tacit in- 
structions and paid his respects in per- 
son to the king. The cardinal made 
Humbert aware also that his visit was 
in opposition to the wishes of Leo. 
This so pleased Humbert that he gave 
orders that the cardinal should there- 
after be admitted to his presence in ad- 
vanee of all others. The cardinal paid 
a second visit later, while Humbert 
was holding an audience. Sarto would 
not permit the audience to be inter- 
rupted, however, but waited until it 
was over. 

Since chosen pope he has given nu- 
merous instances of his simplicity and 
lack of ostentation. The other day he 
flatly refused to be carried in the sedia 
gestatoria on the way to and from 
the Sistine chapel, and it was carried 
behind him. As he was walking he 
said humorously to Mgr. Bisleti: 

“I shall never voluntarily get into 
that box.” 

After he reached Rome Mgr. Strati- 
morovich, a Venetian prelate, who ac- 
companied Cardinal Sarto to the capital, 
took leave of him at the Vatican. Be- 
fore going, as they parted, Stratimoro-

“No, no,” replied Cardinal Sarto, 
laughing. “No fear for me. Give me 
the number of your telephone, though, 


and I will let you know quickly who 
receives that honor.” 

The prelate gave the number. True 
to his promise, the first thing the car- 
dinal did after his election was to call 
up the prelate to give him the promised 
information. He found, however, that

When in the past the people of Ven- 
ice asked Cardinal Sarto what he 
would do if made pope, as they fre- 
quently did, he would reply laugh- 
ingly: 

“I shall have white robes instead of 
red ones. That will be the only change, 
I shall remain the same Sarto as ever.” 

His love for Venice is like the love of 
a child for its mother. He recently re- 
ceived the Princess Beatrice, daughter 
of Don Carlos, of Venice. He said to 
the princess: 

“We are from the same town. Your 
father is my friend, and I have not for- 
gotten his amiability in coming to see 
me off at the station when I left for 
the conclave. I little imagined then 
that I should never see my beloved 
canals again. I hope your royal father 
will soon visit our court.” 

Pius X. likes not only to walk in the 
country and to look at the sea, but he 
is a mountain climber as well. A few 
days before he left Venice he climbed 
to the top of Mount Grappa, an altitude 
of 5,500 feet. Outdoor life is a constant 
delight to him. 

His greatest pleasure is in music. 
Lorenzo Perosi, director of the pontif- 
ical choir, is a great friend of his, hay- 
ing formerly been maestro at St 
Mark’s in Venice. Perosi is in fact 
chiefly indebted to Pius X. for his 
musical career. 

One story which may account for the 
liberality of the new Pope is that he was 
originally inclined to be a freethink- 
er. He became a protege of Cardinal 
Parocchi, however, and his views 
changed. - 

In money matters the new pontiff has 
always been extremely modest. As 
Patriarch of Venice his income was 
about $2,400 a year. The greatest part 
of this he gave away, and he was often 
Pressed for funds for his persona] ne- 
cessities. It is related of him that not 
long ago he was called suddenly to 
Rome, but had not a cent of ready 
muney. He was compelled to borrow 
$400, and he was in a perfect fever 
until the debt was paid.

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| NEW ARMY REGULATIONS 


As Formulated by Secretary 
Root Go Into Effect 


POWER OF CHIEF OF STAFF 


Second Only to That of President and 
Secretary of War—General Young 


Relinquishes Command of Army 


and Assumes New Duties 


Washington, Aug. 15.—Secretary 
Root today promulgated an order de- 
fining the duties of the general staff 
of the army, which, under the law, 
went into effect today. The most im- 
portant feature of the order is that in 
relation to the selection and duty of 
the chief of staff. On this point the 
secretary says: 

’ “Under the act of Feb. 14, 1903, the 
command of the army of the United 

States rests with the constitutional 
commander-in-chief, the president. 
The president will place parts of the 
army, and separate armies whenever 
constituted, under commanders sub- 
ordinate to his general command; 

and in case of exigency seeming to 
him to require it, he may place the 
whole army undera single commander 
subordinate to him; but in time of 
peace and under ordinary conditions 
the administration and control of the 
army are effected without any second 

+ in command. 

“The president’s command is exer- 
cised through the secretary of war and 
the chief of staff. The secretary of 
war is charged with carrying out the 
policies of the president in military 
affairs. He directly represents 
president and is bound always to act 
in conformity to the president’s in- 
structions. Under the law and the de- 
cisions of the supreme court his acts 
are the president’s acts and his direc- 
tions and orders are the president's 
directions and orders. 

“The chief of staff reports to the 
secretary of war, acts as his military 
adviser, receives from him the direc- 
tions and orders given in behalf of the 
president and gives effect thereto in 
the manner hereinafter provided. 

“Exceptions to this ordinary course 
of administration may, however, be 
made at any time by special direction 
of the president if he sees fit to call 
upon thé chief of staff to give infor- 
mation or advice, or receive instruc- 
tions, directly. 

“The chief of staff is detailed by the 
president from officers of the army at 
large not below the grade of brigadie1 
general. The successful performance 
of the duties of the position occupies 
what the title denotes, a relation of 
absolute confidence and personal ac 
cord and sympathy between the chief 
of staff and the president and neces- 
sarily also between the chief of staft 
and the secretary of war. For this 
reason, without any reflection what- 
ever upon the officer detailed, the de- 
tail will in every case cease, unless 


to be relieved. 

“The chief of staff is charged with 
the duty of supervising, under the di- 
rection of the secretary of war, all 
troops of the line, the adjutant gen 
erals, inspector generals, judge ad 
yocate generals, quartermasters, sub 


M 


sistence, medical, pay and ordnance 
departments, the corps of engineers 
and the signal corps. He performs 


such other military duties not other 
wise assigned by law, aS may be as 
signed to him by the president.” 


This paragraph and_ subsequent 
paragraphs confer all authority in the 
war department on the chief of staff 
under the direction of the secretary 
of war. 

The remainder of the order relates 
to the duties of other members of the 
general staff, and gives provisions of 
the law relating to the general staff 
The general staff will become an ad- 
visory and investigating body, and 
will prepare plans for the organiza 
tion and mobilization of the army, col 
lect information and make prepara 
tions for plans of campaigns, etc. The 
officers of the general staff assigned te 
duty in Washington will be divided in 
to divisions, such as may be directed 

y the chief of staff. Officers of the 
general staff assigned to divisions, de 
partments and separate brigades will 
serve under the immediate orders of 
the commander of such separate divi 
sions and departments. 

Another general order has been is 
sued amending the regulation of the 
army to meet the changed conditions 
which the general staff law makes 
necessary. 

Two general orders were issued by 
General Young today as chief of staf 
of the army under the new law. The 
first states that in compliance with 
the instructions of the president, he 
(Young) relinquishes command of the 
army and assumes the duties of chief 
of staff. 

The second order announces the 
assignment of officers of the general 
staff as follows: Generals Corbin. 
Carter and Randolph. The officers 
named will perform such duties as 
may be assigned them under the law 
by the chief of staff.

Colonel Hall, assistant adjutant-gen- 
eral, is designated acting adjutant- 
general of tne army. Heretofore all 
army orders have been issued from 
the headquarters of the army, adju- 
tant-general’s office, by command of 
the lieutenant-general, but signed by 
the adjutant-general. Hereatter or- 
ders will be issued direct from the 
“war department, signed by tue chief 
of staff and inscribed “official, W. P 
Hall, acting adjutant-general.” 

As assistant chief of staff General 
Corbin will perform much the same 
duties that have come under his wirec- 
tion heretofore.

EXCESSES OFOTTOMANS 


Of Which Bulgaria Says She 
Has Absolute Proof 


MASSACRES AND TORTURE 


Carnage, Pillage, lacendiarism and 
Violation of Women by Turkish 
Soldiers and Bashi-Bazouks Every- 
where While Officials Look On 


Sofia, Aug. 17.—The Bulgarian gov- 
ernment has presented a memoran- 
dum to the powers setting out at great 
length the condition of affairs during 
the past three months in Macedonia 
since the Turkish government under- 
took to inaugurate the promised re- 
forms. The most precise details, 
dates, places and names of persons are 
given in the memorandum, the whole 


constituting a terrible category of 
murder, torture, incendiarism, pillage 
and general oppression committed by 
the Ottoman soldiers and officials. 

These particulars were obtained en- 
tirely from official sources. The Bul- 
garian government guarantees the ab- 
solute truth of every statement and 
challenges the porte to disprove a 
single charge made in the memoran- 
dum. 

The memorandum begins by stating 
that during the past three months the 
Ottoman government has taken 8 
series of measures with the alleged in- 
tention of inaugurating the era of 
promised reform and of assuring peace 
and tranquility in the Bulgarian popu- 
lation of European Turkey, but which 
have had the contrary effect of further 
exasperating this population and re- 
viving the revolutionary movement. 
Instead of proceeding solely against 
persons guilty of breaches of the pub- 
lic order, the military and civil au- 
thorities have sought every possible 
pretext to persecute, terrorize and 
ruin the Bulgarian inhabitants alike in 
the large cities and in the small vil- 
lages. 

Wholesale massacres, individual 
murders, the destruction of villages, 
the pillaging and setting fire to houses, 
arrests, ill-t-eatment, torture, arbi- 
trary imprisonment and banishment, 
the closing and disorganizing of 
churches and schools, the ruining of 
merchants, the collection of taxes for 
many years in advance; such, proceeds 
the memorandum, are among the acts 
of the Ottoman administration of the 
vilayets of Salonica, Monastir, Uskub 
and Adrianople. 

The memorandum next relates in 
detail a number of such tases in each 
vilayet. During the first three weeks 
of July 25 villages in the district of 
Tikvesch were subjected to the depre- 
dations of the Turkish soldiers and 
Bashi-Bazouks. The villagers were 
beaten and tortured, the women vio- 
lated and the houses plundered while 
the administrative authorities looked 
on. 

In-the vilayet of Monastir, artillery 
bombarded and razed the flourishing 
town of Smerdesch, the 800 houses 
being left a heap of ruins. At the be- 
ginning of July two Greek bands, with 
the connivance of the authorities, pil- 
laged Bulgarian villages and murdered 
many of their inhabitants. In the 
vilayet of Uskub the entire Bulgarian 
population has been systematically 
persecuted since last May. During 
June the soldiers and Bashi-Bazouks 
terrorized the inhabitants of the 
Schtif district, torturing the people 
with red hot irons. Similar atroci- 
ties perpetrated in the vilayet of 
Adrianople are cited. Altogether it 
gives particulars of no less than 131 
individual and general cases of ex- 
cesses and outrages committed by the 
Turkish authorities. 

In summarizing the specific details 
of the outrages mentioned, the mem- 
orandum declares that wholesale mas- 
sacres were perpetrated by regulars 
and Bashi-Bazouks in the town of 
Salonica and the villages of Baldevo, 
Banitza, Tchourilovo, Karbinza, Mo- 
ghila, Smerdesch and Enidje, while the 
scenes of carnage, pillage and incen- 
diarism were everywhere terrible. 

At Smerdesch over 200 Bulgarians 
were shot, killed with swords or 
burned to death. Over 250 houses and 
the churches and schools were set on 
fire with petroleum and pillaged. 
Similar scenes occurred at the villages 
of Gorna-Ribnitza, Igoumenetz, Dobri- 
lagi and Nikoden. The villagers there 
abandoned their homes and fied to the 
mountains; Over 3000 men, women 
and children fied from the sanjak of 
Seres and even more from the sanjak

“Our government recently forward- 
ed to Russia a petition in respect to 
alleged atrocities committed upon the 


Jews. That government, as might 
have been expected, unwilling to have 
its internal affairs a matter of con- 
sideration by other governments, de- 
clined to receive the petition. If, in- 
stead of so doing it, it had replied 
that it would put a stop to lynchings, 
what could we have said? 

“It is well to look the matter fairly 
in the face. Many good men join in 
these uprisings, horrified at the atro- 
city of the crime and eager for swift 
and summary punishment. Many cf 
these lynchings are accompanied by 
the horrible barbarities of savage tor- 
ture, and all that can be said in pal- 
liation is the atrocity of the offenses 
which led up to them. For a time they 
were confined largeiy to the south, but 
that section of the country no longer 
has a monopoly. 

“The chief offense which causes 
these lynchings has been the rape of 
white women by colored men. No 
words can be found too strong to de- 
scribe the atrocity of such a crime. 
It is no wonder that the community 
is excited. Men would disgrace their 
manhood if they were not.

TREATY IS REJECTED 


Colomblan Senate Against Ca- 
nal Across Isthmus 


THE NICARAGUAN SCHEME 


Will Not Be Taken Up Until Presi- 
dent Exhausts Every Recourse to 
Secure Necessary Authority to Pro- 


ceed at Panama 


Washington, Aug. 18.—The action 
of the Colombian senate in rejecting 
the Panama canal treaty, the news of 


|} Which reached here yesterday, while 


deeply regretted in official circles, is by 


; mo means taken as seriously as would 
| be similar action by a corresponding 


parliamentary body in any more sub- 
stantial country. Officers of the state 
department are by no means con- 
vinced that this is a finality on Colom- 
bia’s part, they suggesting that as 


the lower house is favorable to the 
| treaty the matter may perchance yet 


This would 
of course be contrary to all legislative 
practices here, where both houses must 
pass a bill, although in differing forms 
before it can go to conference. The 
plan has, however, been suggested as 
remotely as possible under the peculiar 
constitution and customs of Colombia. 

By the terms of the Spooner act the 
president is directed, when Panama 
fails to proceed, at once to negotiate 
with Nicaragua and Costa Rica and 
then to take the necessary steps for 
the construction of a canal along that 
route. Unless those countries change 
front, it would now be easy to com- 
plete a treaty with them, since ne- 
gotiations were undertaken by Secre- 
tary Hay many months ago, largely as 
a spur for the sides of Columbia, and 
these proceeded as far as was possible 
when primary negotiations were going 
on with Columbia. The Spooner com- 
promise made the Nicaraguan route 
an immediately available second 
choice, for, had the terms of the law 
been less liberal, it is doubtful if the 
necessary support could have been 
secured from its passage. According- 
ly, the friends of Nicaragua will 
doubtless break forth at once with the 
demand that the president proceed 
straightway by that route by the terms 
of the law. 

But President Roosevelt will avail 
himself of the discretion reposed in 
him by the Spooner act, by the use of 
the convenient word “satisfactory” in 
several important places. This leaves 
him to decide when that condition has 
been met. He will move deliberately 
before committing the country to the 
Nicaraguan scheme, exhausting every 
recourse to secure the necessary au- 
thority to proceed at Panama. But he 
can take none of the radical steps 
which the more aggressive newspapers 
are already suggesting, even if he were 
inclined to do so, because he has no 
warrant of law. The consummation of 
a “treaty with Columbia” was one of 
the conditions precedent to canal con- 


j struction set forth in the Spooner act 


and if that fails he must await new 
authority from congress before movy- 
ing by any other path. 

It is not improbable that a secession 
of Panama from Colombia may bring 
a new complication in the case. Pana- 
ma is exceedingly desirous of having 
the canal and our recognition of the 
little republic would probably give it 
sufficient standing, after the Hawaiian 
analogy. But the president, under the 
present law, will doubtless await de- 
velopments, if the Colombian treaty 
has finally failed, until the assembling 
of congress in its early session. Pub- 
lic sentiment has grown rapidly in 
favor of Panama since the passage of 
the Spooner act and the Nicaraguan- 
ists will find it harder to force hasty 
action by their favorite route than it 
would have been several years ago. 


A cablegram has been received at 
the state department from Minister 
Beaupre, at Bogota, saying that the 
Panama canal had been rejected by 
the Colombian senate. 

It will be impossible for President 
Marroquin to again submit the treaty 
to the Colombian congress in its pres- 
ent form. The senate having rejected 
it, the treaty cannot again come before 
that body except by the senate’s own 
vote. President Marroquin, however, 
can send the treaty slightly amended 
to the senate and reopen the canal de- 
bate. It is believed at the Colombian 
legation that he will adopt some such 
procedure. 

Colombia Will Be the Loser 


Panama, Aug. 18.—The unanimous 
rejection of the Panama canal treaty

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by the senate has caused a profound 
impression here in all circles. The 
question on all lips is what will be- 
come of Panama? The only consola- 
tion the isthmians have is that the 
rest of the republic, with the exchange 
at a very high figure and with an up- 
ward tendency, wil! suffer a great deal 
more. It seems that the government 
never expected the treaty to be ratified, 
and it was not supported at all in the 
senate. 


Blow to Property Owners 

Colon, Aug. 18.—The rejection of 
the canal treaty by the Colombian sen- 
ate has produced a tremendous sen 
sation on the isthmus. It was gen- 
erally believed that the treaty would 
pass with some modifications. The re 
jection is a heavy blow to property 


; owners here who have been investing 


heavily on the prospects of the treaty 
being ratified. 
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Binnacle Wager on Cup Race 

Oyster Bay, N. Y., Aug. 18.—During 
the review of the North Atlantic fleet 
by the president he and his guests dis- 
cussed at some length the _ interna- 
tional yacht races which are to begin 
on Thursday. The discussion finally 
resulted in the making of a wager. 
Sir Thomas Lipton, if the Reliance 
should win, will present the binnacle 
of the Shamrock to the New York 
Yacht club, while, if the Shamrock 
should win, the binnacle of the Re- 
liance will be presented to the Royal 
Ulster Yacht club, which the Shamrock 
represents. 


Passenger Trains Met on Curve 

Chicago, Aug. 18.—In a headon col- 
lision between two passenger trains 
near Long Lake one trainman received 
injuries which resulted in his death, 
an engineer and fireman were probably 
fatally injured and a number of per- 
sons were more or less seriously hurt. 
Several of the victims were buried be- 
neath the mass of wreckage and were 
remoyed with creat difficulty. The 
trains were running at a high rate of 
speed and met on a curve. A mistake 
in train orders is given as the cause 
of the accident. 


Ena of Paper Strike In Sight 

Holyoke, Mass., Aug. 18.—From de- 
velopments there seems a good chance 
of the writing paper strike being 
broken. The Riverside No. 2 mill is 
running nearly full. The Linden mill 
has started two machines. Many ap- 
plications for work have been received 
at Parsons’ mill. There now seems 
some chance of a general application 
for work from strikers if the present 
drift continues. 


Woolard Convicted of Manslaughter 
St. John’s, Aug. 18.—In the trial of 
Captain Woolard of schooner Helen 
Whitten of Gloucester, Mass., for shoot- 
ing and killing one of his crew, Pat- 
rick Yeitman, while the latter was 
trying to leave the vessel in the ship’s 
dory, Woolard was found guilty of 
manslaughter.

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President Reviews Fighting 
Ships of Our Navy

Torpedo Boat Destroyer 


Oyster Bay, N. Y., Aug. 18.—Presi- 
Gt Roosevelt has enjoyed a unique 
distinction, and, at the same time, | 
conferred a distinction unique upon 
the American navy. For the first time 
in the history of the country the presi- 
dent reviewed and inspected, in time 
of peace, a great fleet of United States 
warships. 

The ceremony was a magnificent and | 
impressive naval spectacle. It was} 
unmarred by the slightest mishap until | 
just at its conclusion, when the tor- 
pedo boat destroyer Barry rammed the 
destroyer Decatur, fortunately doing 
little damage. The incident, however, 
was exciting. It occurred just at the 
moment when the president was re- 
ceiving congratulations upon the suc- 
cess of the maneuvers. 

The first squadron of destroyers, 
consisting of the Decatur, Bainbridge, 
Barry, Dale and Chauncey, all under 
command of Lieutenant Chandler, was 
approaching the Mayflower at full 
speed. The vessels were in close for- 
mation. Orders were signalled from 
the Decatur to the other vessels to 
form a wedge. In executing the or- 
ders, the Decatur swung across the

bow of the Barry. An instant lat. 
the Barry rammed her on the star- 
poard side. As the ships were run- 
ning at a speed of 20 knots, the blow 
was tremendous. The Decatur listed 
sharply to port and seemed to be in 
serious distress. From the Mayflower 
she appeared to be sinking. 

The Mayflower’s boats were manned 
instantly, but were not lowered, as 
the Decatur was seen to right herself. 
In a few minutes she hoisted a signal 
of “no serious damage.” Later she 
steamed alongside the Mayflower and 
Lieutenant Chandler reported that 
while his ship had received a_ bad 
bump on the starboard quarter she was 
not materially damaged. 

Admiral Dewey ordered Lieutenant 
Chandler to proceed with the five ves- 
sels to the Brooklyn navy yard, where 
such repairs as may be necessary could 
be made quickly. After the damage 
has been repaired the squadron #ftl 
rejoin the fleet to continue the sum- 
mer maneuvers. 

Both the president and Mrs. Roose- 
velt noted the accident with calmness, 
notwithstanding the fact that their 
son, Kermit, was on board the Decatur 
at the time of the collision. In gom- 
menting upon the accident, Admiral 
Dewey said that really it amounted to 
little and would delay the vessels in 
their movements only a few days. He 
said that such an accident was a part 
of the war game and must, at times, 
be expected. 


The review occurred on Long Island 
sound, 21-2 miles off the entrance to 
Oyster Bay. President Roosevelt, in 
company with Secretary of the Navy 
Moody, Admiral Dewey, Rear Admiral 


Taylor, Rear Admiral Rodgers, Cap-| 


tain Brownson, General Chaffee and 
General Barry, stood on the bridge of 
the Mayflower as she steamed slowly 
down one column of the warships and 
up the other. The two columns ex- 
tended 2500 yards. As the Mayflower 
passed each ship in the two columns 
the yards and rails of each were 
manned by jackies in white duck, the 
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Magnificent and Impressive

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marines were paraded and presented 
arms, the president’s salute of 21 guns | 
was fired, the buglers sounded a flour- 
ish, the drummers gave four ruffles, | 
the band played “Hail Columbia” and 
the entire crew stood at salute. As 
the Mayflower swept past each ship 
the crew of the saluting vessel gave 
the president three cheers as the com- 
mander-in-chief of the army and navy 
of the United States. 

At the conclusion of the review 
President Roosevelt received on board 
the Mayflower Rear Admirals Barker, 
Sands, Coghlan and Wise. He also 
received the captains and command- 
ing officers of the 22 vessels in the 
fleet. He received also the naval at- 
taches to the legations of four of the 
great powers. 

Among the other guests of the presi- 
dent on board the Mayflower were As- 
sistant Secretary of War Sanger, Sir 
Thomas Lipton, C. O. Iselin and other 
prominent yachtsmen. President 
Roosevelt entertained his guests and 
all the commanding officers of the fleet 
at luncheon on board the Mayflower. 

During the luncheon the president 
rose and said: “We have with us to- 
day representatives of the great pow- 
ers—Great Britain, Germany, Russia | 
and Japan. I ask you to drink to 
those powers and to their sovereigns.” 

The toast was drunk standing, Then | 
the president continued: “We also} 
have with us representatives of an in-| 
ternational incident. As to that, may | 
the best boat win.” The toast like- 
wise was drunk by the guests stand- 
ing. 

Captain Dechair of the British em- 
bassy addressed the president as fol- 
lows: “In the name of my colleagues, 
in the name of our sovereigns and in 
the name of our countries, I desire to 
thank you. I propose the health of 
the President of the United States.” 
Rising again, the guests drunk the 
toast heartily. 

At the conclusion of the luncheon 
the officers returned to their ships. At 
12.28 the president left the Mayflower 
in a barge for the flagship Kearsarge 
to return the call of Rear Admiral ; 
Barker. The Mayflower fired a presi- | 
dent’s salute as the barge cleared the | 
ship. As the president went aboard ! 
the Kearsarge his flag was broken out 
at the main peak and every one of the 
twelve saluting ships in the fleet fired 
a president’s salute. After chatting 
with Admiral Barker and casually in- 
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specting the Kearsarge, the president, 
before visiting the other flagships, to 
return the calls of the rear admirals, 
made a short address to the enlisted 
men and officers of the ship. 

As the president and his party ar- 
rived and as they departed in turn 
from each of the four flagships, the 
Kearsarge, Olympia, Yankee and Texas, 
every one of the saluting ships in the 
fleet fired a salute of 21 guns. During 
the entire ceremonies of the day 2604 
shots were fired, all from six pounders. 

Upon the return of the president to 
the Mayflower the vessel got under 
way and steamed eastward for several 
miles, coming to anchor then in order 
that the fleet might pass in review. 
The vessels of the fleet weighed anchor 
and in single column, headed by the 
Kearsarge, steamed slowly past the 
Mayflower. The yards and rails of 
every vessel were manned, the marines 
were paraded, and the bands played 
“Hail Columbia.” President Roose- 
velt with his distinguished guests re- 
viewed the fleet from the Mayflower’s 
bridge. All were afforded an admir- 
able opportunity to view the ships. 

As a termination of the review, Lieu- 
tenant Chandler’s squadron of de 
stroyers passed the Mayflower in flying 
wedge formation. The vessels were 
so close to each other that ordinary 
conversation between any two of them 
was easy. Soon after they had passed 
the Chauncey’s steering gear became 
disabled and she- was forced to drop 
out of line temporarily. The vessels 
were reforming to pass the reviewing 
ship as a flying wedge at full speed 
when the accident already described 
occurred. 

President Roosevelt and all of his 
guests were enthusiastic over the ap- 
pearance and action of the fleet. The 
president remarked that the maneu- 
vers of the day proved the efficiency 
of the fleet, which he regarded as 

higher than it ever had been in the 
history of the country.

Accessible to Melrose for Ten Cents 
—Costs Quincy People Fifteen. 


The wilderness reservations of the 
metropolitan park system will not com- 
pletely meet the purposes for which 
they were intended, says the Herald, 
until they have been made easily ac- 
cessible by popular transit facilities. 
A long step in this direction, it adds, 
has just been taken in the opening of 
the new line of the Blue Hills street 
railway that connects directly with the 
Boston Elevated system and carries pas- 
sengers speedily to the chief objective 
point in the greatest of our public 
pleasure grounds. 

The facilities thus provided are in 
pursuance of arrangements whereby a 
threatened trolley line invasion of the 
Blue Hills by a route across the reser- 
vation that might have marred some of 
its most treasured features, including 
the tranquility of Marigold valley, 
was abandoned in favor of the present 
excellent route, so direct almost to 
make a bee line from the Dudley street 
terminal, and at the same time give 
excursionists the enjoyment of much 
charming scenery on the way. 

In pursuance of the general policy of 
the Boston Elevated, which admits out- 
side systems to immediate connection 
with its rapid transit service, the cars 
of the new Blue Gills line come to the 
elevated terminal at Dudley street to 
deliver and receive their through pas-}- 
sengers. Excursionists are thus taken 
out toward Franklin Park, so that a 
visit to that beautiful pleasure ground 
may thus be easily made a part of the 
programme for a day’s outing. From 
Franklin Park the route to Neponset 
river is by Blue Hill avenue. This fine 
thoroughfare has for some time been 
amplified to the boulevard type, with a 
turfed reserved space for electric cars— 
a shape that it takes at its conjunction 
with Warren street at Grove Hall. 

At Mattapan the Neponset river is 
crossed by the handsome new parkway 
bridge just completed. Thence, on the 
Milton side, the route for a short dis- 
tance is over the Blue Hill parkway of 
the metropolitan system, whence it 
deflects to Blue Hill avenue in Milton— 
an air line tothe base of Great Blue 
Hill. Blue Hill avenue in Milton, in 
accordance with the wise policy of that 
town in permitting street railways only 
upon highways provided with turfed 
reserve spaces, has been given a boule- 
vard character at a width somewhat 
greater than that of the Milton streets 
that lately were so adapted. 

A ten-cent fare takes the excursionist 
from almost anywhere on the Boston 
Elevated system to the Blue Hills. The 
distance from Dudley street is covered 
in something like forty minutes. At 
the foot of Great Blue Hill connection 
is made with the cars to Canton, and 
also with a line of barges to Hoosic- 
Whisick pond in the Blue Hills reserva- 
tion. 

The pond is a beautiful piece of 
water, surrounded by fine scenery. 
Here too metropolitan park commission 
bas established a casino with op- 
portunities for rest and refreshment, 
and there are also boating and bathing 
facilities. 

The climb to the summit of Great 
Blue is easily made from the end of the 
car route. The Charles Eliot memorial 
path and bridge will be completed 
there in the near future.

BOGUS FOOL FOOD IN GERMANY. 


Consul General Guenther Tells of 
Some Adualterations. 

Richard Guenther, United States con- 
bul general at Frankfort, under date of 
July 7, sends the following report om 
food adulteration in Europe to the de 
partment of state, says the New York 
Times: 

An article on the adulteration of food 
products is going the rounds of the 
German press. It is stated, for in- 
stance, that an ordinary liver patty is 
made into fine “Strassburger”’ pate de 
foie gras by means of borax or salicylic 
acid and of finely chopped and cleverly 
distributed pleces of black silk, repre- 
senting truffles, 

Cosmos, a German paper, guarantees 
the fact that under the label of canned 
lobsters the soft parts of the cuttlefish 
and crabs are sold. 

In Paris snails are of late very popu- 
lar, and the adulterators mix them 
with lungs of cattle and horses. Even 
entirely artificial snails are manufac- 
tured. The shells, recoated with fat 


= | and slime, are filled with lung and then 


sold as “Burgundy” snails. 

Lovers of fresh rooster combs are 
imposed upon by a substitute cut out 
of hogs’ intestines. Chopped artificial 
truffes are madg of black rubber, silk 
or softened leather, and even whole 
truffles are made out of roasted pota- 
toes, which are given a peculiar flavor 
by adding ether. They are said to sell 
well. 

Fish spoiled in spite of ice and borax 
is treated with salts of zinc, aluminium 
and othér metals. Rubbing the fish 
with vaseline to give it a fresh look 
and covering the gills with fresh blood 
or resin—a coal tar color—is resorted to. 
The latter is also used to intensify the 
red color of inferior crabs. Imparting 
a greenish color to oysters is another 
adulteration. An oyster requires about 
one month in the beds to acquire the 
greenish color. As this is too long a 
time, the dealers help them along with 
an artificial color. 

The chemists in the Paris municipal 
laboratories have shown that tomato 
jelly is adulterated with turnips, and 
powdered pepper contains a large mix- 
ture of powdered hard tack.

The “case examination” taken by

His task was accomplished without an 
error, and his distribution was at the 
rate of 3344 cards per minute.

gealousy Probably Caused Murder 
and Suicide at New Britain, Conn 

New Britain, Conn., Aug. 18.—Frank 
Shirtle®, an insurance agent, aged 30, 


| shot and killed Mrs. George Schofield 


at her home, 275 Elm street, and then 
shot and killed himself. Shirtleff 1or- 
merly boarded with Mrs. Schofield. 
Jealousy and unrequited love is pre- 
sumed te be the cause. 

The body of Mrs. Schofield was in a 
sitting posture in a rocking chair, and 
the body of Shirtleff was sprawled on 
the floor in front of her. Each had a 
large hole in the right temple. Near 
Shirtleff was a revolver with six cham- 
bers, four of which contained dis- 
charged shells, and one an unexplod>d 
bullet, while one chamber was entirely 
empty. One loaded cartridge was 
found in a pocket of Shirtleff’s trous- 
ers. 

The 4-year-old son of Mrs. Schofield 
was the sole witness of the tragedy, 
and from him can be elicited only the 
statement: “Frank shot my mamma, 
and he’s dead, too.” Besides this 
child, Mrs. Schofield is survived by her 
husband, two sons, aged 16 and 10 
years, and a 6 months’ old daughter. 

Mr. Schofield when told of the shoot- 
ing was nearly prostrated. He said 
he could think of no motive for the 
crime and that Shirtleff, who is his 
nephew, and Mrs. Schofield had been 
the best of friends.

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OPEN DOOR VICTORY 


Prince Ching Agrees to Demands of 
the United States 
Washington, Aug. 18.—Minister Con- 
ger at Pekin has secured a written 
| promise from Prince Ching to sign, on 
Oct. 8, a treaty with the United States, 
which will include a guarantee that 
Mukden and Tatung-Tao shall be open 
ports. 
| 


Pekin, Aug. 18—The arrangement 
made by Minister Conger for the sign- 
ing of a treaty between China and the 
United States providing for the open- 
ing of Mukden and Tatung-Tao, on the 
date of Russia’s promised final evacua- 
tion of Manchuria, ends the stubborn 
resistance by the Chinese which for 
some time promised to be successful. 

Prince Ching made one defense after 
another, until all were exhausted. 
When the present settlement was pro- 
posed, with the explanation that China 
must presume that Russia intended 
to fulfill her exacuation agreement, 
Prince Ching reluctantly gave in. 

Tatung-Taov is a small port which 
does not promise much business to at- 
tract foreigners in the near future. 
Its opening is mainly important as a 
victory for the open door principle. 


Deliberate Attermpt at Arson 

Gloversville, N. Y., Aug. 18.—An in- 
ecendiary blaze early in the morning 
| endangered the lives of the tenants of 
a large double tenement building on 
Elm street, burglary having preceded 
arson. Kerosene had been poured on 
all the floors of the big tenement house 
to aid the blaze and surrounding buili- 
ing had also been treated with oil. 
Mysterious warnings had previously 
been posted on several Elm _ street 
buildings that “all Jews must immedi- 
ately vacate.” Evidence seems _ to 
point to a deliberate attempt to burn 
the inmates after stealing their valu- 
ables. 


Recocnition of Citizens’ Rights 

St. Louis, Aug. 18—Beverly S. 
Warden, who was arrested because he 
wanted to board a street car and none 
would stop for him and finally drew 
a revolver and forced a motorman to 
come to a halt, was acquitted in the 
court. Police Judge Tracy said: “Any 
street car motorman brought before 
me on a substantiated charge of pass- 


ing passengers on the street corner 
will be fined the limit of the law. 
Citizens have rights that are  para- 


mount to those of a street car com- 
pany.” 


Won’t Lose by Dull Season 

Ware, Mass., Aug. 18.—A number of 
the employes of the cloth department 
of the Otis mills here, which has gone 
on half time, have purchased a large 
tract of standing wood land, and dur- 
ing the three days each week that the 
mills are shut down the men will chop 
wood. Each member of the party ex- 
pects to make enough money out of the 
transaction to not only get paid for 
his time by the sale of the wood, but 
to get the winter’s supply of fuel free 
of all expense. 


Veterans at San Francisco 

San Francisco, Aug. 18.—St. Louis 
and Salt Lake are the chief competi- 
tors of Denver in the contest for the 
meeting place of the national encamp- 
ment of the G. A. R. in 1904. All of 
the state delegations are now estal- 
lished in their headquarters, most of 
which have been concentrated within 
a few blocks of the triumphal arches.

Kansas Cities Without Bridges 
Kansas City, Aug. 18.—Boats are 
again being used to transport persons 
between the two Kansas Cities, two 
bridges over the Kansas river having 
been carried out by the strong cur- 
rent. The river is higher than at any 
time since the June flood and other 
structures are in danger. The wrecked 
bridges are temporary pile affairs,

BREAK AT MILTON. 


Shots Fired at Patrolman Who 
Attempted to Hold Up Man. 


Patrolman Joseph F. Donovan of the 


Milton police force had a narrow escape | 


from death early Tuesday morning, says 
the Globe, when he tried to question a 
suspicious appearing man on Canton 
avenue, Milton, and thelatter turned 
upon him and fired two shots before 
the patrolman had said a word. One 
of the shots just grazed the abdomen, 
and the patrolman doubtless owes his 
life to the fact that he had a police rule 
book in a vest pocket, which must have 
deflected the course of the bullet.

The house is occupied by their children 
the women servants and the housekeep- 
er. There was not a man in the house 
when the break was made. 

The housekeeper said she heard the 
dog bark inthe middle of the night, 
and went to quiet him, but did not 
suspect anything: 

It was discovered at breakfast time 
this morning that the silver had been 
stolen. The thief, présumably, entered 
the house from a window opening into 
the parlor. The marks on the window 
showed that it had been opened with a 
jimmy, the blade of which was more 
than an inch wide. The burglar made 
his way to the dining room, and ran- 
sacked the drawers of the sideboard, 
taking a large quantity of silver, the 
value of which cannot yet be estimated. 

The burglar then went to a shed out- 
side the grain house, where he took a 
bicycle, and a grain bag, which he 
emptied of its contents, so that he might 
use it to carry away his booty. The 
bicycle was evidently a hindrance to 
him, for it was found this morning, 
some distance down the driveway. 

It was about a mile anda half from 
this house, where patrolman Donovan 
saw the man of whom he was _ suspi- 
cious, on Canton avenue, and there is 
a direct road from the house to the 
avenue.

While Splitting Wood at Camp in 
Maine. 


Rey. C. F. Hill Crathern of Braintree |

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HEAVY BATTLESHIPS| TRAIL Is WORKED OUT|SARATOGA GAYETY. 


England Will Put Armor Plate 
the Whole Length. 


| A cable from London to the Boston 
| Advertiser says: The admiralty has de- 
cided to build three new battleships of 
| 18,000 tons, which have been designed 
|by Philip Watts, the director of naval 
| construction, These are the first ves- 
isels designed by Watts since bis ap- 
pointment two years ago. 
| The most notable departure in the 
| new ships will be in the armor plating 
|for the sides and bull. An armor belt 
'of 10 in. Krupp steel, tapering away to 
,6 in., will be continued the whole 
length of the broadside. This is the 
first time this has been attempted in 
the battleships of any country. 
Included in the armament of the new 
‘vessels are four submerged torpedo 
tubes, four 50-ton wire guns, eight 
quick-firing 27-ton guns and 12 6-in, 
guns. The vessels musi attaina speed 
of 19 knots an hour. 


| LINE OF PARKS FOR CHICAGO 


System of Outing Places to Girdle 
} the City Contemplated, 

Chicago is bent on absorbing every 
| town and hamlet in Cook county now 
outside of the city limits, says the New 
York World. An “outer belt line of 
parks” extending 120 miles around Chi- 
cago is the object of a resolution adopt- 
ed by the county board. 

This action was suggested by Presi- 
; dent Foreman because of the probable 
rapid increase in the population of the 
city. He says: 

“The time bas come when 
| should be taken to create an outer belt 
line of parks and boulevards. Such a 
system should embrace the east side of 
the present inner’ belt line, extended 
northward, say, to Winnetka and south- 
ward to near the mouth of the Calu- 
met river. Thence the outer belt line 
could extend up the yalley of the Cal- 
umet to Blue Island, thence northward 
to the Desplaines river and onward, 
following the valley of that stream to 
a point northwest of Chicago and 
thence eastward, embracing the Skoki 
valley and finally forming a junction 
with the Sheridan road at or near 
Winnetka.”

LEDGER ADS. PAY BEST 


Police at a Standstill In Case 
of Defaulter Allen 


WAS LAST SEEN AT OSWEGO 


From Which Point All Trace of Him 
Has Been Lost—Immediate Necessi- 
ties of Those Who Suffer by His 
Misdeeds Are Provided For 


Boston, Aug. 19.—Inspector Mor- 
rissey of the department of criminal 
investigation, Boston police, who since 
the departure of Willard S. Allen, the 
defaulting Methodist treasurer, has 
been looking for him along the north- 
ern borders of the United States and 
in Canada, has returned from. the 
north. He reported at once at police 
headquarters and was closeted with 
Chief Inspector Watts for nearly an 
hour. At the close of the conference 
both the chief and the detective  re- 
fused to speak of what had been or 
what was about to De done, but Mor- 
rissey’s return without his man is 
taken to indicate that the northern 
trail is worked out. 

The probability is that the police 
are at a standstill, and cannot decide 
which way to turn. It is so longsince 
Allen was seen, and so long since he 
went away, that the chances in fol- 
lowing a trail grow slighter every day. 
The chief dependence is upon some- 
thing turning up in.an unexpected 
quarter, and that is much less likely 
to happen quickly in the case of a 
man like Allen than with a professioun- 
al thief. It is the experience of every 
detective that a man unused to deal- 
ing with pursuers can often walk in 
safety through places where long- 
hunted criminals could not show their 
heads. His inexperience, on the other 
hand, makes his ultimate capture 
more certain. 

Inspector Morrissey, when called 
from Chicago to run down the trail 
left in Rochester, where Allen was 
seen and accosted by a friend, has 
since that time been mostly in north- 
ern New York. From Rochester he 
traced Allen to Oswego, where he was 
seen by men who identified him to the 
detective’s satisfaction. At that time 
he had not shaved his ministerial side 
whiskers. That is the last definite 
point where he was seen, for the trail 
from Ogdensburg to Plattsburg proved 
misleading. 

Though the police seem no nearer 
than ever to catching the thief, the 
outlook toward making up the amount 
of money stolen from the Methodist 
Preachers’ Aid society grows daily 
more encouraging. By James A. 
Woolson’s gift of $1500, and other 
smaller subscriptions, the immediate 
necessities of ministers have been 
largely provided for, and now a be- 
ginning has been made toward replac- 
ing the permanent fund of $75,000. 
The special committee appointed to 
raise funds is able to announce pledges 
amounting to $3500, which, when 
added to a pledge of $1000, make a 
total of $4500 towards the full amount 
of the endowment. 

These offers, when coupled with the 
growing public subscription list, are 
very encouraging to the committee, 
which hopes to raise the entire amourt 
before October. As an earnest of 
what ought to be given by the laity, 
the New England Conference of Minis- 
ters is expected to contribute from 
$8000 to $10,000 to the permanent 
fund. When it is remembered that 
the conference, in round numbers, in- 
cludes only 260 clergymen, and that 
their salaries make a low average, a 
contribution like this is remarkable. 
It may be added that the New Eng- 
land Conference does not by any means 
include all New England, which ts 
divided into six separate conferences, 
of which this is the largest. Each of 
the five other conferences has its own 
aged veterans to care for, and cannot 
be called on to contribute.

Important Coucribution to tMistory 

Rome, Aug. 19.—A most important 
discovery was made yesterday during 
excavations in the Roman forum, con- 
sisting of the base of the celebrated 
equestrian statue of the Roman em- 
peror, Domitian, which is of the great- 
est interest in determining the typo 
graphy of the forum in the first cen- 
tury of the empire. The base stands 
five feet below the present level of 
the forum. It is 40 feet long, 20 feet 
wide and over 10 feet high. On the 
top are three blocks of travertin stone, 
showing where the feet of the horse 
stood. The fourth block is lacking, 
indicating that the right forefoot of 
the horse was raised. The distance 
between the blocks is so great that it 
is calculated that the statue was six 
times life size.

- Quiney Daily Zeger. |A MOST PECULIAR CASE 
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Maine Officers Thought They 
Had Myers’ Body 


FOUND TO BE IN ERROR 


When Remains Found In Lake Kincoe 
Were Showa fo Be Those of Louis 
Greenwood of Holyoke, a Fugitive 
From Justice In Two Places 


Kineo, Me., Aug. 19.—As the result 
of the finding of a body in the lake 
near this point, the county officials 


have ascertained that ’ instead of it 
being that of James Myers of St. John, 
the woodsman wh? was pushed from 
a lake steamer on July 6 by Joseph 
Scribner, now in jail at Dover on a 
charge of murder, the remains are 
those of Louis Greenwood of Holyoke, 
Mass., a lumberman who was supposed 
to be in Canada, a fugitive from jus- 
tice. 

On Sunday last the badly decom- 
posed body of a man was found near 
here. As no person was known to 
have been drowned recently, other 
than Myers, it was supposed that the 
remains were those of the New Bruns- 
wicker. Yesterday, however, Frank 
Jandrow, wh® occupied a bunk with 
Greenwood in a logging camp, on 
viewing the body discovered that it 
was Greenwood’s. The identification 
was positively confirmed by evidence 
which the authorities found later. 

It develops that Greenwood spent 
the winter in the camp of Charles 
Jackson, a Bangor lumber operator, at 
Socatean. He came to Kineo in the 
middle of April and obtained employ- 
ment with a local man. He secured 
a room with a workman named Will- 
iam King. 

On April 28, the date upon which the 
lake was free from ice, it was the de- 
sire of many of the lumbermen to go 
down the lake on the first boat of the 
season. Greenwood, King states, ap- 
peared to be in an unusual hurry to 
have him go on the boat, and in the 
rush for the lake, King forgot to take 
his money out of his trunk and place 
it where it would be safer. 

Greenwood did not go on the boat. 
Next day, on King’s return, he found 
that his companion and his money 
were both missing. Suspicion natural- 
ly attached to Greenwood, and King 
notified the authorities of his loss. 
Telephone messages were sent to sev- 
eral points, but no one could be found 
who had seen Greenwood. 

A clue was encountered, however, 
in the shape of a missing canoe. Later 
a canoe was found at Birch Point, op- 
posite Kineo. It was inferred that the 
missing man had used the canoe to 
cross the lake and had escaped to 
Canada. 

Greenwood’s companions discussed 
his disappearance for some time. They 
say that they understood that he came 
to the Maine woods because of some 
difficulty he had in Holyoke, in which 
& woman was concerned. When he 
landed in Kineo he had a trifle over 
$11 in his pockets, and he intimated 
that he intended to save money and 
strike for Canada. 

When the body was found in the 
lake Sunday it was so badly decom- 
posed that the features were almost 
unrecognizable. The general supposi- 
tion was that the body was Myers’. 
When Jandrow, who knew Greenwood 
well, saw the remains, he proved that 
they were not Myers’, but those of the 
Holyoke man. He recognized the suit 
and a button worn in the coat lapel. 
Another convincing proof was the con- 
gress shoes, covered by rubbers, which 
Greenwood wore, an unusual com- 
bination in this section. 

The body was taken to Greenville, 
where King viewed it. He identified 
a certificate representing $20 in gold, 
a silver dollar and a number of 35 
notes which were his property. He con- 


vinced the coroner at the inquest that 
the money was his and it was returned 
to him. The_money was in a roll in 
the dead man’s pocket and was in ex- 
cellent condition, notwithstanding its 
long immersion. 

It is supposed that Greenwood, after 
taking a canoe for the purpose of 
crossing the lake and striking out for 
Canada, was unable to handle the 
frail craft and upset it. It is said that 
he knew nothing whatever about 
handling a canoe, and his former 
friends have no doubt that he was ac- 
cidentally drowned while attempting 
to escape with it. 


Crotians Renew Rioting 

Vienna, Aug, 19.—A fresh outbreak 
of rioting has occurred in Crotia.. At 
Zapresic 1000 peasants destroyed a 
Hungarian banner. The rioters were 
resisted by the gendarmerie, who shot 
three men and wounded many others. 
At Komesina the peasants pillaged 
stores and stoned the military, who 
killed two persons and wounded a num- 
ber of rioters. 


Kramer In a Bad Spill 

Providence, Aug. 19.—In the cham- 
plonship 10-mile bicycle race here last 
night Frank Kramer was badly hurt in 
a spill with King and Bedell. Iver 
Lawson won. Kramer received several 
cuts and bruises, but his injuries are 
not regarded as serious, 


Workmen Have Bad Fali 

Lewiston, Me., Aug. 19.—Dennis Mc- 
Carthy and Joseph Morin fell 40 feet 
from a staging on which they were at 
work in the new theatre builidng. 
They were both taken to a hospital, 
where McCarthy died. Morin is in a 
critical condition. 


Murderer Kills Himself 

Nyack, N. Y,, Aug. 19.—Herman T. 
Coates, who murdered Louis Hull at 
Spring Valley on May 19, 1902, com- 
mitted suicide in jail here by cutting 
his throat with a rusty razor which 
he obtained in some unaccountable 
way. Coates was brought from Rich- 
mond, where, when arrested for vag- 
rancy, he confessed to the murder of 
Hull. Last Sunday he jumped from a 
steamer off Sea Girt, but was rescued. 


The Hull’s Behavior Satisfactory 

Newport, R. I., Aug. 19.—It was 
demonstrated to the satisfaction of the 
government officials that the torpedo 
boat destroyer Hull is a success from 
every standpoint, and the trial board 
will recommend that she be accepted 
by the government. She not only 
maintained her contract speed of 28 
knots an hour, but at times made 29 
knots and over. All the mechanism 
worked perfectly. | 


Higher Duty on Pork Products 

Washington, Aug. 19—An amend- 
ment to the French tariff bill has been 
passed by the French senate and cham- 
ber of deputies, and will probably be 
soon promulgated as a law, increasing 
the tariff on goods important to the 
American trade, especially pork, ham 
and bacon. The rate of increase is 
said to be such as to prohibit our ex- 
ports of these products to France. 


Dropped From Naval Rolls 

Washington, Aug. 19.—The war de- 
partment has dropped from the rolls 
Second Lieutenant Max Sulnon, who 
has been absent from the department 
of Texas without leave for several 
months. He stands charged with de- 
sertion. 


NEWS IN BRIEF 

Dr. C. F. Hildreth, surgeon, business 
man and prominent Odd Fellow, died 
at Manchester, N. H., aged 71. He was 
a@ surgeon in the army and navy dur- 
ing the Civil War. He had been 
county treasurer and president of a 
savings bank of Suncook. 

By the will of Charles R. Hoskins, 
the last member of a well-known Rhode 
Island family, an estate variously esti- 
mated at from $100,000 to $200,000 is 
distributed among public institutions 
of Providence.

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CHRISTIANS IN DANGER 


Mussulmans Plan Wholesale 
Massacre at Uskub 


NEED BUT SLIGHT PRETEXT 


For Descent Upon Unfortunates at a 
Given Signal—No Ald Can Be Ex- 
pected From Turkish Troops—Tel- 
egraphic Communication Cut Off 


Sofia, Aug. 19.—A reign of terror is 
reported to prevail at Uskub, where 
the Christian inhabitants are afraid to 
leave their houses. The Vali has is- 
sued the strictest orders to the Mussul- 
man population to remain quiet and 
not molest their Christian neighbors, 


but the Mussulmans, meeting in the 
mosques, have resolved at a given sig- 
nal to massacre the whole Christian 
population immediately the first in- 
surgent band appears near Uskub or 
on any other pretext. 

The Christians are terrorized. The 
Turkish troops, who are their only 
protection, do not show the slightest 
disposition to aid them. The attitude 
of the Turkish troops was recently 
plainly manifested when a train load 
of soldiers, shortly after leaving 
Uskub, fired on the Bulgarian work- 
men who were repairing the track. 
Three of the werkmen were killed ana 
their bodies were left lying on the 
line. 

Telegraphic communication between 
Sofia and Constantinople is  inter- 
rupted, the wires having been cut be- 
tween Adrianople and Constantinople. 
No telegrams from Constantinople 
have been received here since 6 o'clock 
Monday evening. The Turkish of- 
ficials at Adrianople refuse to state 
where the break occurred. Fears are 
expressed here regarding the safety 
of the railroad between Adrianople and 
Constantinople. 

According to a report from Uskub, 
Michailovski, the Bulgarian leader, 
was killed in the fighting at Krushevo, 
while Beris Sarafoff, the noted insur- 
gent chief, has been surrounded at 
Prassbalkan, in the southern part of 
the Monastir vilayet. 

The night train -service between 
Salonica and the Servian frontier has 
been suspended. 

Forty-three battalions of Turkish 
reserves have been called out. 


Bulgarian Army Mobilized 

Rome, Aug. 19.—Private advices 
from the Balkan peninsula state that 
Bulgaria has practically mobilized an 
army, as the troops under arms in the 
principality now amount to more than 
70,000, which is double what is con- 
sidered as the peace effective. The 
Bulgarian government, however, is un- 
willing to venture for the time being 
on any hostile movement against 
Turkey, as it does not wish to lose the 
support of Russia. It hopes, however, 
that public opinion in Russia will 
force the government to help Bulgaria 
against Turkey, and the dispatch of a 
Russian squadron to Turkish waters 
encourages the Bulgarians in this 
view. 


Frontier Guards Killed 

Sofia, Aug. 19.—The Evening Post 
states that a band of Bashi-Bazouks 
have crossed the Bulgarian frontier 
in the district of Teledere, killed three 
frontier guards and wounded two 
others. They also set fire to several 
houses. This raid has created great 
excitement in the district. 

The revolutionary organ, Autono- 
mye, says the insurgents, after two 
unsuccessful attempts, have succeeded 
in destroying with dynamite the bridge 
at Exschesso, thereby absolutely stop- 
ping communication between Salonica 
and Monastir.

ago. Meyers killed Brant Sloan dur- 
ing a quarrel and immediately left. 
He remained away until yesterday. 
Meyers is now a prosperous lumber 
man in Tennessee. He thought his 
changed appearance would prevent 
recognition. He says he is ready to 
stand trial and will prove that he 
killed Sloan in self defense. 


Killed Millionaire and Self 

Oshkosh, Wis., Aug. 19.—Thomas R. 
Morgan, the millionaire sash and door 
manufacturer, was shot to death by 
Frederick Hampel, a discharged ent- 
ploye.

Except 
when passing, going in opposite direc 
tions, the two yachts were never 
nearer than three miles to each other, 
so that there was no opportunity to 
compare them, although some observ 
ers thought that Shamrock III heeled 
a@ little more and seemed to carry a 
larger stern wave. 

It was announced at the New York 
Yacht club late last night that C. D 
Mower, the official measurer, had re 
measured Shamrock III off Sandy 
Hook, and that as a consequence the 
challenger will be in receipt of an ad 
ditional allowance of 12 seconds in the 
races, making a total time allowance 
of 1 minute and 57 seconds, against 
the previous estimate of 1 minute and 
45 seconds. 

The new measurement revealed the 
fact that a mistake had been made in 
measuring the length of the topmast 
When Mower ran his tape over the 
vessel yesterday he found that the 
throat halyard block was three feet 
lower down than his figures of Tues 
day showed. This made the length 
of the topmast greater by three feet. 
reducing the size of the mainsail and 
thus decreasing the sail area. The 
new measurement brings the racing 
length of Shamrock III down to 104.4 
instead of 104.77, equal to a time al- 
lowance of 12 seconds. 

The remeasurement was made at the 
request of Sir Thomas Lipton. When 
Secretary Cormack was asked if the 
re-measuring was the result of any 
dissatisfaction on the part of Si 
Thomas Lipton, he said: “Not at all

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OPPONENTS OF GASTON 


Said to Favor Miles For Gov- 
ernor of Massachusetts 


“WOULD SWEEP THE STATE” 


No Question of Retired Veteran’s El- 
igibility For the Office, as He Is at 
Liberty to Claim Permanent Rest | 


dence In the State 


Boston, Aug. 20.—An article in a 
local paper yesterday said that the 
anti-Gaston ° Democrats would take 
Lieutenant General Nelson A. Miles, 
retired, as their candidate for gover- 
nor this fall. The article referred to 


says, among other things: 

“According to those who do not ap- 
prove the renomination of Colonel 
William A. Gaston, the nomination of 
General Miles would absolutely unify 
the party in the state. Further, they 
are sufficiently optimistic to believe 
that the candidacy of General Miles 
would appeal to enough Republicans 
to insure his election. They. point 
out that he would get the old soldier 
vote almost solid, regardless of party, 
and that public sympathy, resulting 
from the circumstances attending his 
retirement from the army, would op- 
erate greatly to his advantage at the 
polis. Further, that the Republican 
element which is opposed to Governor 
Bates would as willingly vote for 
General Miles as for Colonel Gaston. 
These enthusiasts figure that where, 
as conditions are at present, Colonel 
Gaston might win, General Miles 
would sweep the state.” 

The first question that arose in the 
minds of some was as to the eligibility 
of General Miles. The state constitu- 
tion says that no person shall be eli- 
gible to the governorship unless, at 
the time of his election, he shall have 
been an inhabitant of this common- 
wealth for seven years next preceding. 
It was pointed out, however, that army 
and navy officers were exempt from 
this provision. It was also learned 
that General Miles has, and has had 
for some time, a voting residence at 
Westminster, Mass., and is on the vot- 
ing lists in that town, which was his 
birthplace. There seems to be no 
question, therefore, about his eligi- 
bility. 

The “boom” was attributed to George 
Fred Williams, and it was declared 
that he and his friends would. welcome 
the Miles candidacy. Mr. Williams is 
on the ocean, homeward bound. His 
friends, however, deny that he is re- 
sponsible for the injection of Miles 
into the campaign. Colonel Gaston 
«nd Colonel Hamlin, his last year’s 
rival for the nomination, are both out 
of town. Congressman McNary, chair- 
man of the Democratic state commit- 
tee, was not in his office. Secretary 
McSweeney of the same committee said 
laconically, “Hot weather politics, 
that’s all.” 

A special to The Transcript from 
Washington says: “Whether or not 
there is a serious movement on among 
a faction of Democrats in Massachu- 
setts to nominate General Miles for 
governor, the present status of his 
eitizenship can cut no legal figure in 
the case. It has always been under- 
stood in Washington that Miles, fol- 
lowing the general rule of army offi- 
cers, retained his citizenship and vot- 
ing privileges in the state from which 
he was appointed to the army. He en- 
tered the army from Massachusetts, 
his legal residence at that time being 
Boston, and he was at liberty to re- 
turn and vote at the polls nearest the 
place he might designate as his legal 
residence. Whether he ever exercised 
this privilege during his 40 years of 
active service cannot be learned here 
teday, as the general is attending the 
G. A. R. encampment at San Fran- 
cisco. 

If General Miles chooses to claim 
permanent residence in Nassachusetts 
now that he has been retired from 
the army by operation of the law of 
retirement, he is at liberty to do sv. 
There is neither a state nor federal 
law that would prevent his exercise 
of this privilege, nor is there any army

the freest exercise on his part of all 
the political rights of every other citi- 
zen. In other words, if General Miles 
should care for the Democratic or any 
other party’s nomination for governor 
or other office in Massachusetts, there 
is nothing in the law or army regula- 
tions that would prohibit his accep- 
tance. It is the general impression in 
Washington, however, that General 
Miles intends to live here, where he 
has a comfortable home. 2

Start Erection of a $5,000 
Up-to-Date Building. 


Has All of the Con- 
veniences, 


Will Be 250 Feet from Shore— 
Hall, Lockers, Etc. 


The Squantam Yacht club, which hae 
existed in name only for two or three 
years, owing to their property having 
been taken by the state, has takena new 
lease of life, and from now on there 
will be something doing, and the Squan- 
tum club will take its place among the 
active yacht clubs uf Massachusetts bay. 

While the matter of damages for pro- 
perty taken was under settlement it 
was almost useless to try and do any- 
thing. A satisfactory settlement has 
now been made with the Metropolitan 
Park Commissioners, and work was 
commenced this week building ita new 
club house and pier. 

Mayor Bryant is the present com- 
modore of the club, and as he is as- 
sured a reelection as commodore next 
year, if he can be prevailed upon to 
take it, the club will be in a position 
second to none. 

The new club house will be built , 
upon oak piles 250 fee: from the shore 
and will be seven feet above mean high 
water, and will be reached by a pier 
eight feet wide. 

The main building will be 50 feet by 
60 feet, and will have piazzas on the 
north and south sides, ten feet wide, 
and on the front seventeen feet wide. 
On the northeast and southeast corners 
will be two lookouts, octagonal in 
shape, 17 by 17. 

On the shore end is a covered porch 
11-6 by 8. Entrance to the club house 
will be from this porch which leads to 
to a small ball. 

At the right is a billiard room, 15-8 
by 22. Here there will be one of those 
inviting open fire places. From the 
billiard room, a door leads to the north 
piazza. 

On the right of the main entrance is 
a broad stairway, leading to the hall 
above. There is also a storage room, 
gentlemen's toilet room, and two lock- 
ers, 5 by 6. There isan entrance to 
the toilet room from the main locker 
room and from the south piazza. 

Entering the locker room from the 
main entrance, on the left or north side 
is a kitchen 10 x 7, and seven lockers 
5x8. On the south side are nine 
lockers 5 x 8, In the centre of the 
room with a passage way all around 
them, are 26 small jockers, each 2 x 6 
square. There are also four more 
small lockers in the corner, each 2 x 6 
square, 

From the locker room double doors 
lead to the front piazza, while on the 
right and left are the two lookouts, 
From the water front piazza is a run- 
way six feet wide, leading to the floats, 
which will be moored in the proposed 
new channel. 

The stairway on the shore end leads 
to a wide landing above, from which 
entrance is bad to the main ball, 31 x 
50, and to the ladies’ parlor, which is 

10 x 12. This also has an entrance to 
the main hall. 

Adjoining ladies’ parlor is a ladies’ 
toilet room. On either side of the ball 
are three large dormer windows, 
which will be provided with sests. At 
the water end of the hall isa large 
balcony, 15 by 20, which will form 
delightful place from which to wateh 
the races next summer, and there will 
be a number of good ones.

Herran, Colombian charge of affairs 


here, indicating an intention on the 
part of the Colombian senate to re- 
sume consideration of the subject of 
@ Panama canal treaty in place of the 
one disapproved by that body on the 
22th inst. ‘this leads Dr. Herran to 
hope that a measure will yet be passed 
by congress which will form the basis 
for the ratification of a treaty be- 
tween Colombia and the United States 
for the construction of an isthmian 
canal. 

Dr. Herran’s information is that on 
Aug. 13, the day after the disapproval 
of the treaty by the senate, that body 
voted to appoint a committee of three 
members to act jointly with a com. 
mittee from the house of representa- 
tives in the formation of a measure 
having for its object the ratification of 
a treaty between the two countries by 
the executive of Colombia, after the 
two houses of the Colombian congress 
had passed an enabling act outlining 
the terms and conditions on which a 
treaty should be drawn. 

The president of Colombia by this 
act would have full power in the 
premises and the treaty would not 
have to be afterwards submitted to 
the Colombian congress. 

A more careful reading of the dis- 
patch which Dr. Herran received an- 
nouncing the action of the senate on 
the treaty shows that what that body 
really did was to “disapprove” the in- 
strument and not “reject” it, as has 
been heretofore stated. 


Planning New Canal Treaty 
Bogota, Aug. 20.—A bill is ready 
authorizing the government to make 
@ new canal treaty with the United 
States upon fixed bases and also pro- 
viding for modifying the national con- 
stitution. 


Panama, Aug. 20.—The Colombian! 


house of representatives can do noth- 
ing in the matter of the canal treaty 
unless the senate reconsiders it. 
Numerous instances are on record of 
bills becoming law after having been 
twice rejected, 


Verdict In Ball Park Disaster 

Philadelphia, Aug. 20.—The coroner 
has concluded his investigation into 
the accident at the Philadelphia Na- 
tional baseball park on Aug. 8, which 
resulted in the death of 12 persons 
and injury to nearly 300 others. He 
finds that the accident was due to the 
rotten condition of the timbers sup- 
porting the balcony; that the Puila- 
delphia Baseball club (the former 
owners) was responsible for not hav- 
ing a thorough examination made of 
these timbers and in stating at the 
time of the transfer that the buildings 
were in first class condition. This ver- 
dict absolves from blame the present 
owners of the Philadelphia National 
Baseball club. 


Not Regarded as Serious 

Berlin, Aug. 20.—The foreign of- 
ficials here regard the arrest of Ger- 
man and other merchants at Ciudad 
Bolivar, Venezuela, for refusing Presi- 
dent Castro’s demand for the repay: 
ment of taxes already paid to the late 
insurgent government, as probably 
being the work of the local governor 
and for which the Venezuelan presi- 
dent is not responsible. President 
Castro, it is thought, will cause the 
release of the prisoners as soon as the 
facts are made known to him. 


Negroes Again Honor Washington 

Nashville, Aug. 20.—Some 1500 
negroes, representing almost every 
section of the country, assembled here 
for the opening of the fourth annual 
convention of the National Negro 
Business league. The league put it 
self on record in reference to the re- 
cent disturbance at a Boston meeting, 
which was being addressed by Booker 
T. Washington. The program was 
suspended, and by a rising vote Wash- 
ington was re-elected president of the 
league. 


Policeman Terribly Slashed 

New York, Aug. 20.—Policeman 
Buchert of the Williamsburg district, 
Brooklyn, was assaulted by a crowd 
of ruffians, stabbed im the back and 
80 badly injured that he possibly will 
die. He struggled frantically to get 
away and several times broke loose, 
but the crowd closed in on him and 
slashed his uniform to shreds. The 
men escaped. 


Flood Danger Has Passed 
Kansas City, Aug. 20.—The Kansas 
river here and west is falling rapidly 
and no further fear of damage is felt.

The Marine Band. 

The members of the United States 
Marine band held an informal celebra- 
tion at the barracks the other day in 
honor of the one hundred and fifth an- 
niversary of the organization of the 
band. Lieutenant Santelman opened 
the programme with a toast to the mem- 
ory of President John Adams, who on 
July 11, 1798, approved the act “provid- 
ing for a drum corps for the marines,” 
which had been passed by congress the 
day before. He then gave an outline of 
the history of the band, and afterward 
the musicians played a number of well 
known productions, beginning with 
“Hail, Columbia!” which was composed 
for and played by the band in 1803. 

The Marine band is the oldest in the 
country and has always been attached 
to the headquarters of the marine corps 
in Washington. It has taken no part 
in the wars of this country and indeed 
has never left the capital except by of- 
ficial permission, its mission being to 
furnish music at all White House en- 
tertainments of importance and at like 
affairs of state.

THE BALKAN WAR CLOUD 


A Most Critical Moment In 


Bulgaria’s Affairs 


, 


RUSSIAN DEMAND ON TURKS 


Likely to Be Interpreted by Mace- 
donians as Being First Step. Towards 
Intervention In Their Behalf—Fears 


of Massacres In Salonica 


Sofia, Aug. 20.—The Vedomosti, dis- 
cussing the situation in Bulgaria in 
the event of a war with Turkey, says 
at the recent visit of the King of Rou- 
mania to Emperor Francis Joseph the 
monarchs arrived n understanding 


that in the event of such a war Rou 
mania should mobiuize her army and 
occupy the triangular territory be- 
tween Rustchuk, Varna and Silistria, 
including these towns, in order to 
maintain the equilibrium of power in 
the Balkans in the event of Macedonia 
becoming an autonomous province, 
which would otherwise give Bulgaria 
a too predominating influence in the 
peninsula. 

The Vedomosti points out the iso- 
lated position that Bulgaria occupies. 
Austria, it says, is determined to re- 
press the Slav power, while Russia 
has no confidence in Prince Ferdinand 
and France is backing Russia. Now is 
the most critical moment in Bulgaria’s 
affairs and Prince Ferdinand is away. 
But he is a German, remarks The 
Vedomosti, without sympathy with 
the Slavs. 

The revolutionary Autonomye says 
the insurgents at Zer are using small 
quick-firing Austrian cannon and that 
the insurgents captured near Rezen a 
Turkish courier who was carrying im- 
portant orders to the Turkish troops 
at Okhrida. 


The Russian demands on Turkey, 
growing out of the recent murder of 
the Russian consul at Monastir, M. 
Rostkovski, were formally presented 
at Yildish palace yesterday. Notwith- 
standing the warning which Russia 
addressed to the Bulgarian govern- 
ment, it is very generally believed that 
the Russian naval demonstration in 
Turkish waters will dangerously en: 
courage the Macedonians, who, it is 
claimed, will interpret Russia’s action 
as being the first step towards inter- 
vention in their behalf. 

The insubordination of the Turkish 
troops is regarded as being one of the 
greatest dangers of the present Balkan 
crisis, The lack of discipline among 
the soldiers is marked. It is found 
Mecessary to humor them in order to 
prevent conflicts between the soldiers 
and their officers. For instance, a 
regiment while on the way from Uskub 
to Monastir demanded that the train 
be stopped at Salonica for 12 hours, 
instead of for the scheduled half-hour, 
so that the soldiers might amuse 
themselves in the town. After futile 
endeavors to prevail upon the men to 
allow the train to proceed, the officers 
were obliged to grant their demand. 
The killing of Bulgarian . workmen 
who were repairing the railroad track 
near Uskub is another grave instance 
of the insubordination of the Turkish 
troops. 

Consular reports just received from 
Salonica continue to emphasize the 
danger of an outbreak of Mohammedan 
fanaticism there. The consular repre- 
sentatives have asked for protection, 
and the question of again dispatching 
warships to Salonica is being discussed 
hy the representatives of the powers. 
Dispatches from Turkish sources say, 
the insurgents have destroyed another 
village in Macedonia. 

The ors of the powers have 
again Gtawn the earnest attention of 
the porte to the fears of massacres at

measures ror tne protection or te 
foreign consulates and the subjects or 
the various powers. Letters received 
from Uskub say there is evidence 
there of a great feeling of unrest. The 
mosques are guarded by troops, and 
it is feared they may be attacked. The 
monastery of the Holy Virgin, near 
Kitchero, has been burned by Alban- 
jans, after a determined struggle be- 
tween the defenders of the monastery 
and the insurgents, during which both 
sides lost heavily. Servian refugees 
are arriving at Uskub from Dibra, 
having fled from that place owing to 
fear of a massacre. The Albanians in 
that district have burned a number of 
Bulgarian villages. 


What Is Heard at Vienna 

Vienna, Aug. 20.—The newspaper 
Die Zeit asserts that M. Zinovieff, the 
Russian ambassador at Constantinople, 
yesterday presented another note to 
the porte demanding that severe of- 
ficial censure be passed upon Humi 
Pacha, the inspector general of Mace- 
donia, for his negligence in permit- 
ting excesses by Turkish soldiers. The 
Austrian amvassador personally sup- 
ported the demand. 

The Politische Correspondenz, inan 
Official communication, estimates that 
there are 150,000 Turkish troops in 
‘the Salonica district alone. 

An unconfirmed rumor from Sofla 
says the insurgents have captured the 
town of Utschebo, in the vilayet of 
Monastir. They are reported to havé 
murdered the mayor and to be holding 
the inhabitants to ransom. 


Preparing For Eventualities 

London, Aug. 20.—The Daily Mail 
asserts that the admiralty of Great 
Britain, Russia and Turkey are lay- 
ing In abnormal quantities of Welsh 
steam coal, presumably in preparation 
for all eventualities. The Daily Mail 
further understands that unless the 
Macedonian situation improves all 
the powers will probably send squad- 
rons to Turkish waters. 

The Daily Chronicle hears that Ad 
miral Domville, commanding the Brit. 
ish Mediterranean fleet now off Portu 
gal, has received urgent orders to de- 
tach some vessels to the neighborhood 
of Salonica immediately. 


Turkey Promises Protection 

Rome, Atig. 20.—The Italian am: 
bassador at Constantinople has tele- 
graphed to the foreign office saying the 
porte has declared it will soon be abla 
to re-establish order in Macedonia, and 
that it has already secured effective 
protection for all the foreign consuls 


there.

St. Paul, Aug. 20.—Thomas a. M. 
Crabtree, aged 60, left St. Paul last 
March for Maine, to collect a legacy 
of $4000 which had been left him, say- 
ing he would return in July. His wife 
now asks the police to aid her in find- 
ing her husband, saying she has not 
heard from him since he went away. 


Rioters’ Cases Come First 

Indianapolis, Aug. 20.—Governor 
Durbin has been informed by .Judge 
Rasch of Evansville that the case of 
the men indicted for rioting during 
the disturbances that occurred in July 
have been set down for Sept. 1. These 
cases will take procedure over all 
other criminal prosecutions. 


Paced a Mile In 1:59 

New York, Aug. 20.—The world’s 
pacing record was broken by Dan 
Patch at Brighton Beach, making the 
mile in 1:59. The quarter was made 
in 281-4, the half in 583-4 and the 
three-quarters in 1:291-4. Star Point- 
er held the record, which was 1:59 1-4,

VETERANS ON PARADE 


Make a Pathetic and Impressive Spec- 
tacle at San Francisco 

San Francisco, Aug. 20.—The parade 

of the veterans of the Grand Army of 

the Republic in this city will be long 

remembered by the thousands of peo 


ple who packed the streets along the 
line of march to witness it. Not a few | 
of them recognized that for them this 
meant the passing of the heroes of 
many a bloocy struggle in defence of 
union for all time in a collective body, 
so far as this city is concerned. Al 
though there was little variety of uni- 
form in the parade, the color feature 
was amply furnished by the great 
abundance of flags and banners. 

Ten thousand survivors of the Civil 
War passed in review, marching to the 
martial tunes that inspired them to 
endeavor 40 years ago. Above the 
national colors, borne by every march: 
tr, proudly floated torn and tattered 
flags. These, with empty sleeves and 


limping gait, were eloquent reminders |« 


of the sorrow and glory of war. Un: 
like the parade of Tuesday, with the 
quick marching line of youth, this 
procession was the measured and 
steady tread of age. As the different 
divisions marched along, waves of 
sentiment passed over marchers and 
spectators. There were many still 
vigorous in line, but they waited for 
their weaker comrades and the column 
halted often on its two-mile course. 

In the long line were men from every 
corner of the nation. Almost every 
delegation had its emblem, Guio its 
buckeye, Connecticut a wooden nut: 
meg, Minnesota a loaf of bread, and 
so on. The men from Vermont, “the 
Green Mountain State,” bore a line of 
seven green banners, each containing 
a letter, the whole spelling the name 
of the state. 


Will Break Trolley Records 

Chicago, Aug. 20.—One hundred 
miles an hour in a trolley car is what 
the management of the Aurora, Elgin 
and Chicago Electric Railroad tom- 
pany promises its patrons. This elec- 
tric line has in many instances de 
veloped high speed in ordinary runs, 
60 and 70 miles an hour for short runs 
being not uncommon. The roadbed is 
rock-ballasted and the rails are of the 
80-pound type, making the line as 
solid as a steam railway of the high- 
est type. 


Clue to Bonds Stolen by Allen 

Halifax, Aug. 20.—Michael Nolan, 
proprietor of Hotel Nolan of Glace 
Bay, C. B., says that he has in his 
possession the bonds stolen by Willard 
S. Allen from the Preachers’ Aid so- 
ciety of the Methodist Conference of 
New England. He refuses to show 
the bonds before they are placed in 
the hands of the proper authorities. 
Nolan says that he found the bonds in 
& valise which was left in his hotel 
several days ago and was not called 
for. 


Kaiser Opposed to Jesuits 

Berlin, Aug. 20.—The conservative 
Reichsbote gives reasons why the Jes- 
uits will not be permitted to enter Ger- 
many. The Prussian evangelical coun 
cil, it says, protested to Emperor Will- 
jam regarding the question. The lat- 
ter complained that he had been mis- 
informed as to the real sentiment of 
the country and he has asked the 
Prussian vote in the bundesrath to be 
given against the admission of the 
Jesuits.

Last evening Nolan sent a telegram 
to Chief of Police O'Sullivan of this 
city, telling him that he. had dis- 
covered to whom the bonds belonged 
and that he need not interest himself 
in looking for an owner for them.

Ning in All Chng 


Four well knowa Quincy gentlemen 
accepted an invitation of Capt. Sturte- 
vant of the Redskin on Thursday for a 
sail from Boston out into the bay. In 
the party were Messrs. J. L. Sturte- 
vant, Thomas L. Sturtevant, Joseph C. 
Morse, J. Henry Emery, Timothy Reed 
and Lucius W. Lawton, and there were 
three others aboard, the captain and a 
crew of two. 

The Redskin is a handsome schooner, 
65 feet over all, 38-8 water length, and 
5-foot draught, and was built by 
Embree Bros. of Quincy in 1900. 

The yacht left Boston about 12 M., 
and for over two hoursa delightful 
sail was enjoyed. Capt. Sturtevant was 
making for Hull when the squall, at 2.20 
came up, and it found them in the 
worst place in the bay, Hull gut. The 
Post reports what happened as follows, 
but has exaggerated the facts somewhat: 

Hull Gut, so often in the past the 
scene of death and disaster, came near 
to adding another chapter to its tragic 
history Thursday afternoon, when the 
schooner Redskin, with nine men 
aboatd, was struck by a squall and 
capsized in the very midst of the 
seething maelstrom. 

For more than an hour the overturned 
schooner, with nine despairing men 
clinging to the gunwalo, washed and 
drifted about among the eddies, until 
the government steamer Mayflower and 
the Hull life saving crew came to their 
rescue. 

In the midst of the fearful storm that 
nearly tore a score or more of the small- 
er craft at anchor in the bay from their 
moorings, the crew and passengers on 
the Redskin, clinging in terror to the 
overturned boat, were swept wildly 
about, every instant expecting to be 
torn from their dangerous position by 
the waves in which they were almost 
continually engalfed. 

At the same time asmall-sized yacht, 
the name of which, as well as those of 
its two occupauts, is as yet unknown, 
was capsized but a short distance from 
the big schoonerand whirled on through 
the gut toward Peddock’s Island. 

Those on the Redskin could plainly 
hear the cries for help from the men on 
the smaller boat, but they were in no 
position to render aid. Fearing to lose 
their hold upon the schooner, they 
were compelled to see the two un- 
fortunates drift away in the distance 
without being able to help them in any 
way. 

Drenched by the waves which swept 
continually over their little craft, the 
two unfortunates finally ceased to call 
for aid. At last accounts the yacht, al- 
most entirely ander water, was seen 
drifting south of Peddock’s and out to 
sea. Nothing was seen or heard of its 
two occupants, and it Is feared that 
they perished. . 

The Redskin, a trim little pleasure 
schooner of some 30 tons, is one of the 
fastest and best known vessels of its 
kind in these waters. All along the 
coast, from Portland to Provincetown, 
its gleaming reds side and cutter-like 
Shape are known to yachtsmen and 
sailors alike. So is its captain, W. W. 
Staples, who has been sailing her for 
several years past. The two other 
members of the crew are the captain’s 
son, Melvin, and Calvin Stockbridge. 

The schooner is owned by Messrs. J. 
L. and W. H. Sturtevant of Quincy, 
and yesterday, with a party of ~four 
well known business men of that town, 
including Mr. J. C. Morse and Mr, 
Emery, 4 leather dealer of the same

place, they started at 12 o'clock ‘from 
South Boston on a pleasure trip. 

For two hours or more, according t> 
Captain Staples, the schooner lay be- 
calmed between Moon and Peddock’s 
islands, and it was nearly 3 o'clock 
when the entrance to Hull Gut was 
reached, 

Suddenly the sky darkened and the 
crew and passengers realized that a 
storm was imminent. In the calm that 
always heralds the approach of the 
squall the steersman headed _the boat 
directly for the entrance to Hull Bay 
aud prepared to furl the sails, 

The topsail had been taken inand the 
foresail partly furled when the squall 
caught the craft fairly, just as Mr. J. 
L. Sturtevant, by the captain’s direc- 
tions, had started to pull on the main 
sheet. 

Struck by the full violence of the gale, 
the schooner careened and fell squarely 
on its side, the big sails striking the 
water with a slap that was heard hun- 
dreds of yards away. 

Luckily, as the boat toppled over all 
hands, with the exception of J. L. 
Sturtevant, who held on to the main 
sheet, sprang to the other side, and 
clutched desperately atthe guowale. By 
a superhuman effort Sturtevant was 
finally able to get a grasp on the deck 
and was then pulled up beside the 
others. 

In full view of hundreds along the 
shore, as well as those on the Pember- 
ton pier, who had witnessed the acci- 
dent, the nine drtnched and frightened 
occupants drifted inand vut through the 
gut, while those at Hull were preparing 
to set about the work of rescue. 

Word was atonce sent to the Hull 
life-saving station, and the buoy-tender 
Mayflower communicated with. Still 
it was almost a whole hour before the 
rescuers treached the side of the 
capsized schooner, 

By this time the Redskin, floating 
helplessly upon its side, had drifted 
almost two miles. The waves which 
ran exceedingly high for a while 
washed repeatedly over the side of the 
schooner, drenching the boat and its 
occupants, and several times the men 
were nearly torn by the grasp of the 
sea from their perilous position. Still, 
with the courage born of despair, they 
held grimly on until succor finally 
reached them. 

In the meantime the small yacht 
mentioned above, with the two un- 
furtunates clinging in the same relative 
position as those upon the Redskin, 
and which had been overturned at the 
same time as the latter, drifted by 
them, within a hundred yards and in 
the direction of Peddock’s Island. 

Finally the Mayflower, with the life- 
saving crew on board arrived. The 
men were at once transferred to the 
government boat and then a rope rigged 
to the latter’s derrick mast was hitched 
to the mainmast of the capsized 
schooner. In this way the latter was 
righted. It was found that noapparent 
injury had been sustained. 

The party was at once taken on shore, 
and after.a change of clothing had been 
effected they returned at once by traia 
to Quincy, 

AN INTERVIEW. 

This morning all the men are none 
the worse for thelr experience, Mr. 
Morse was interviewed by the Ledger, 
and said the Post story was exaggerated 
very much, and that young Joseph Stur- 
tevant was the only one who was wet by 
the sea. That at no time did the party 
appear to be in great danger and that 
they did not drift two miles as reported. 
The schooner was capsized as represent- 
ed in the illustration, but the Light- 
house tender probably reached them in 
fifteen minutes and took off Messrs, 
Emery, Lawton, Reed and Morse. That 
it then returned and secured the tender 
of the Redskin, and then the schooner 
was righted, and fuund to have been 
damaged but little, 

Later, Capt. Sturtevant gave his 
guests a grand dinner at the Hull club- 
house, and in the early evening they 
were taken to Quincy in the launch of 
the club. For gentlemen of their age 
it was, however, quite an experience, 
and one probably they would not care 
to repeat. It was on the whole a 
fortunate escape,

Few of these in- 
stances are recorded, because few are 
known except to a limited number of 
observers. Yet over against the cho- 
ruses of blame that are directed against 
motermen, they ought to have at least 
on occasional recognition of their capa- 
bility to meet and control a dangerous 
situation.—New Bedford Standard.

ACCEPTS ALL DEMANDS 


Turkey Wants Russians to De- 
part From Her Waters 


GREECE ENTERS COMPLAINT 


Says Her Subjects In Macedonia Suf- 
ser More From Excesses Than Bul- 
garians or Turks—Skirmishing Ap- 


pears to Be Vigorously Proceeding 


Consiantinople, Aug. 21.—Tewfik 
Pasha, the Turkish foreign minister, 
visited the Russian ambassador, noti- 
fied him that the Turkish government 
accepted al! the Russian demands, 
and begged that the Russian squadron 
be withdrawn from Turlish waters. 
The news of the impending arrival 
of the Russian squadron is spreading, 


notwithstanding the continued sup- 
pression of all telegrams and an- 
nouncements on the subject. The 


general opinion of the Europeans here 
is that the time has arrived for a 
vigorous intervention and the aban- 
donment of all semi-measures, which 
are regarded as the cause of the 
present rising. 


According to the Turkish official 
reports, the strongest positions of the 
insurgents are at Krushevo, Merihoro 
and Florina. Contrary to previous re- 
ports, it is now stated officially that 
Krushevo is still occupied by the in- 
surgents. 

The headquarters of the revolution- 
ists are in \e Peristeri mountains, in 
the vicinity of Monastir. Women and 
children are not molested by the in- 
surgents, who have destroyed only 
fortified dwel!™mgs occupied by rich 
Turks. It is not denied that they kill 
all Bulgarians and Greeks found act- 
ing as Turkish spies, but the strictest 
orders have been issued not to inter- 
fere with women or children. 


Greece Make: Serious Complaint 

Athens, Aug. 21——Premier Ralli has 
communicated to the representatives 
of the powers the gist of the reports 
made by Greek consuls in Macedonia 
in which it is stated that the Greek 
church schools and 322 houses belong- 
ing to Greeks at Ketcheri have been 
blown up by dynamite and burned and 
that a number of Greek subjects have 
been killed. M. Ralli appeals to the 
powers to terminate the excesses in 
Macedonia from which, he says, the 
Greeks are greater sufferers than the 
Bulgarians and Turks. 


Progr:ss of the Revolution 

Salonica, Aug. 21.—Although a week 
ago the Macedonian revolutionary com- 
mittee notified the foreign consuls at 
Monastir that they were no longer 
able to prevent reprisals in vengeance 
for the Turkish atrocities, Boris 
Sarafoff, the Bulgarian leader, has 
now addressed a circular to the Turk- 
ish notables on behalf of the commit- 
tee announcing that the insurgents 
will not attack the peaceful Turkish 
population except in self-defence. 

Fugitive families from Krushevo. 
who have arrived at Monastir, give 
terrible details of the situation which 
prevailed in the town of Krushevo af- 
ter its capture by the Turks. The lat- 
ter, they say, acted like fiends, run- 
ning from house to house and street 
to street, slaughtering everybody they 
met. The town is now a heap of ruins. 

A dispatch from Burgas to The 
Autonomye says the town of Vasiliko, 
thirty miles south of Burgas, and the 
villages of Urunkoi and Poturnakovo 
are in flames, and the sound of cannon 
can plainly be heard from the Bulgar- 
ian frontier. 

Skirmishing is reported to be prv- 
ceeding at Vodena and Ostroro. Small 
bands are operating in the Doiran dis- 
trict. A large band has crossed the 
frontier and is advancing on Drama, 
the commandant of which town has 
urgently requested reinforcements. 

It is reported that the government 
has authorized the formation of a 
corps of Christian Albanian volun- 
teers. Servian bands are said to be 
forming with a view to operations in 
Old Servia. Turkish families are 
leaving the Servian towns of Nish and 
Vranja and a number have arrived at 
Salonica. 


Italy With Russia and austria 

Rome, Aug. 21.—In official circles it 
is declared that the fact that Italian 
war vessels are preparing to start for 
Turkish waters must not be inter- 
preted as a counter demonstration to 
the movement of the Russian squad- 
ron towards the Bosphorus.

New York, Aug. 2 
Co.’s weekly review

Sensational stories of the large num- 
ber of buyers now at this center and 
the fabulous sums that they spend 
cannot be accepted as statisticaily ac- 
curate, but it is probable that aa in- 
crease over all previous years is act- 
ually occurring, despite the de- 
moralization in cotton goods caused 
by speculation in tue raw material. 
Sanguine sentiments are expressed in 
a dispatch from Philadelphia, where 
the textile plants are again busy, and 
especial strength is reported in lumber 
and building materials. Merchandiss« 
is in good demand at Boston, business 
in some quarters is above the average 
for August and the footwear industry 
continues fully occupied. A fairly 
liberal tonnage of iron has been placed 
during the past wéek, providing abun- 
dant demand for all the pig that is 
being made. 

Somewhat easier prices for the great 
food staples testify to brighter crop 
prospects. Visible supplies are low 
and liberal inquiries for foreign ac- 
count encourage hopes that profitable 
returns may be secured by growers, 
but efforts to force prices beyond the 
limits of reason will curtai] demand, 
especialy for export.

PLEASURE GROUNDS FOR PUBLIO. 


| fhe Charles River Basin to Be De- 
veloped, With Esplanades on the 
Boston and Cambridge Sides—Park- 
ways and Ample Opportunities For 
River Pleasures Some of the Fea-

| The governor of Massachusetts and 
| council expect to receive in a few days 
the preliminary report of the new 

Charles river basin commission for 
the improvement of the Back Bay dis- 
trict of Boston which is not yet filled 
in and which is susceptible to develop- 
ment as a great water park. Boston 
hopes to have here the most unique 
and handsome pleasure grounds for 
the public, combined with a wide area 
of water, which can be found in any 
city in the United States, says the 
special correspondent of the New York 
Post. 

A permanent level of high water is 
the first desideratum in this dream of 
a beautiful land and water view. To 
secure this the legislature this year 
passed the act for the building of the 
Charles river dam at or near the site 
of the present Craigie bridge. This is 
the foundation of the entire enterprise. 
A million and a half dollars is to be 
spent, according to the estimates, in 
building this dam. Over its ample 
width of 100 feet at the top will be not 
only a highway to supplant the re- 
moved bridge, but such proportion of 
parks or parkway as the commission 
sees fit. A lock of sufficient size will 
preserve all rights of commerce to the 
use of the wharfs above the dam. 
The United States government, which 
owns a wharf at the Watertown ar- 
senal, six miles or more up the river, 
has a veto upon the entire enterprise. 
That wharf can be reached only by 
drawbridges, and the Charles above 
Craigie bridge is a part of navigable 
waters. But it is expected that the 
consent of the government will be 
given without opposition. 

One provision of the law is that the 
water above the new dam must be at 
least eight feet above the wuter below, 
figured by the Boston base. Therefore 
tides will never enter into the region 
again. Only fresh water will flow in. 
The current will be very slow, for the 
volume of the Charles is not large 
when all tide water is removed, and 
the water above the dam will be per- 
manently as safe as a mill pond and 
nearly as free from currents. A high 
level can be maintained, and banks 
can be grassed to the water’s edge 
without any ebbing tide twice a day 
to expose flats of noisome mud, as at 
present. 

One feature of the enterprise is the 
construction of an esplanade 100 feet 
wide all along the Boston side south 
from the West Boston bridge to the 
right angle which brings the water of 
the river near the Public garden, and 
thence westward all along the rear of 
the aristocratic section which backs 
upon the river and fronts on Beacon 
Street. Half way up this side lived 
Oliver Wendell Holmes. The house 
is still in possession of the family. The 
University club is in the same locality, 
and plenty of fine residences may be 
added to the list of buildings which 
will profit immensely by the improve- 
ment. Their most beautiful side would 
be where are now their back entrances, 
and a proper recognition of the situa- 
tion would require a reconstruction of 
the water side of the houses. Over on 
the Cambridge side the scene will be 
duplicated. Adready, farther up the 
river, the yellow signboards bearing 
the yegend “Charles River Reserva- 
tion,” erected by the metropolitan park 
commission, show how the thrifty and 
nature luving people of the district 
have pre-empted the borders of the 
river before real estate has become too 
valuable, and private interests have 
been warned that they are trespassers 
and must stand aside when the all 
powerful and imperative public wishes 
to enjoy a clear view of the water or 
to boat or canoe upon its surface. 

The banks of the Charles up through 
Watertown, Waltham, Newton and 
Needham, to Dedham, have been taken 
for the publie by the metropolitan park 
commission. The policy of the state in 
aiding the enterprise is similar to that 
in establishing mountain park reserva- 
tions. 

When the system is complete there 
will be boating up the Charles for over 
fifteen miles to Dedham. There are 
falls at Watertown, again at Waltham, 
and again at Newton Lower Falls and

MILL CURTAILMENT 


At Fall River amonnts So Far to Ten 
Percent of Production 

Fall River, Mass., Aug. 22.—The cot- 

ton mills situation in this city will 

show considerable improvement next 

week over the present conditions, re- 


sumption of manufacturing being 
planned in several mills. Compared 
with the present week there will be 
2300 more operatives working; $17,- 
000 more will be paid out in wages 
and 26,000 more pieces of cloth will 
be manufactured, There will be 535,- 
000 spindles in operation, against 
300.000 this week. This improvement, 
it is thought, will be confined to next 
week, however, as notices are already 
issued by several mills to the effect 
that these mills will be shut down 
during Labor day week. 

A curtailment of production will be 
limited next week to five corporations, 
operating eight mills, as against 14 
mills closed this week. 

In addition to the complete shut- 
down of these several milis other mills 
operating 450,000 spindles will have 
more or less idle machinery. The 
Cornell and Strafford mills are in- 
stalling new boiler plants. The Cor- 
nell will not be able to resume for 
three or four weeks and the Strafford 
mills not for more than two weeks at 
least. The Davol will resume Mon- 
day after five weeks’ idleness, during 
which new machinery has been put in 
place. 

The total curtailment up to date 
amounts to about 10 per cent. of the 
normal production. 


Sympathetic Strike Possible 

New York, Aug. 22.—Representatives 
of the most important trades engaged 
in the shipyards about New York city 
conferred with a committee of the 
Metal Trades’ association, endeavor- 
ing to obtain a settlement of the strike 
of the marine machinists. No agree- 
ment was reached, the employers, it 
is stated, refusing absolutely to grant 
the demands of tne machinists for a 
minimum daily wage of $3. The ques- 
tion of a general sympathetic strike 
to aid the machinists will now be con- 
sidered.

London, Aug. 22.—Since the bulletin 
issued Thursday night announcing 
that the condition of Lord Salisbury 
was critical, the members of his fam- 
ily have been gathered in the vicinity 
of the sick room awaiting the final 
call. It is realized that death is in- 
evitable, though the patient is making 
a wonderful struggle. He is fighting 
for every breath, helped by a contin- 
ual supply of oxygen. He does not 
suffer much pain and has only brief 
periods of consciousness.

A life of such self 


Secret Service Gives Notice to 
Army at Portland 


FLEET LEAVES “TROPICS” 


Defense Has Two Days to Prepare 
For the Invasion—Contest Contin- 
ues Until a Week From Today— 
Portland Has Warlike Appearance 


Portland, Me., Aug. 22.—Theoreti- 
cally the army has been notified by its 
secret service that the “enemy’s fieet 
has started from the tropics for an at- 
tack on Portland.” The fleet does not 
leave Rockland, where it has gathered, 
until Sunday, ,but the defence has 
been allowed two days in which to 
prepare for the invasion. The mimic 
war 
today. The reinforcements began to 
come into town and enter camp duty 
yesterday, the first and second regi- 
ments \;nich constitute the 
State militia arriving in special trains 
from the east at noon. Naturally, as 
in case of a sudden attack, the local 
batallion was heard from first, and by 
noon all the companies had gone into 
camp and taken up their active duties. 

This afternoon the First regiment 
of Massachusetts Heavy Artillery will 
arrive. A number of different signal 
corps detachments are expected from 
now until Sunday noon. Two com- 
panies of the ew York signal corps 
will arrive Sunday noon, and aividing 
into small detachments will be sent to 
the various stations located by Colonel 
Dunwoody, chief signal officer. Their 
location is not known. Colonel Dun- 
woody admits, however, that 21 points 
will be covered. 

Admiral Barker, who is in command 
of the North Atlantic fleet, has re- 
ceived sealed instructions relating to 
the attack, but the contents are un- 
known to General Chaffee, in com- 
mand of the army. According to the 
rules for the maneuvers the blues, two 
squadrons of battleships being located 
at Guantanamo and Culebra, are cov- 
ered by a sperior allied fleet of red 
and black, when the political situation 
in the United States is suddenly 
strained to rupture. A strong red 
fleet consisting of vessels, includ- 
ing torpedo oats, sails at 6 p. m., Aug. 
23, from the port of X, heading south 
with the following sealed orders: 

“The red fleet at X will proceed at 
once to Portland, Me., seize and hold 
the same as a base of operations.” 

Information of the sailing fleet from 
X is received at Portland six hours 
after its departure. Time required 
for red fleet to reach Portfand is 54 
hours. It will be assumed that prior 
to the sailing of the red fleet from X 
no channels are mined or obstructed. 
Thereafter all enterprises sanctioned 
by the international law are _ per- 
mitted. It is desirable that the op- 
erations of the fleet should include all 
channels of approach to Portland and 
embrace a reconnaissance in force, an 
attempt to destroy mine fields, a day 
attack, a night attack, and, if prac- 
ticable, the forcing of a _ passage. 
Preparations will be made to resist at- 
tacks on forts ky landing parties. The 
period of hostilities shall be from 
midnight of Aug. 25 to noon Aug. 29. 
The period from midnight, Aug. 23, to 
midnight, Aug. 25, shall be known as 
the period of preparation. 

Not since the Civil war has Port- 
land presented such a warlike appear- 
ance as when the two regiments of 
National Guarda state militia arrived 
in regular and special trains. The 
Portland battalion, consisting of four 
companies of the First regiment, are 
located at the Two Lights and Silver 
Spring, at the Cape, four companies 
are at Fort Preble, and the other four 
at Fort Williams. The Second regi- 
ment has six companies at Long Isl- 
and, two at Fort McKinley and four 
at Fort Levett. The Maine _§ signal 
corps are at Fort Preble. The Maine 
naval reserve Monday will embark on 
the battleship Illinois at Rockland and 
participate with the “enemy.” 


Prepared to R pol tnvaders 

Newport, R. IL, Aug. 22.—Today the 
troops in the various forts in this dis- 
trict went into camp on a war footing, 
and for one week the drills will be 
carried on as if a state of war existed. 
This is in conjunction with the joint 
war games off the coast of Maine, and 
although it is not expected that any 
of the ships of the “enemy” will make 
their appearance off Newport, the 
troops will be ready to repel any at- 
tempt to land, if one is made. There 
will be practice with heavy guns and 
all soldiers will be kept within the 
government reservations and do duty 
as in wartimes. The searchlights are 
mounted at the forts and there will be 
practice with them, and possibly the 
torpedo boats will be brought into use 
for an attack, to give the troops prac- 
tice in picking them up.

Then You Will Be In No Danger of 
Catching Smallpox. 

Lettuce is an absolute preventive of 
smallpox. No one is in the least par- 
ticle of danger of catching smallpox 
who eats a little lettuce every day. 

Smallpox belongs to the scorbutic 
class of diseases. Sailors at sea, de- 
prived of fresh vegetables, get scurvy. 
Scurvy is a typical scorbutic disease. 
Smallpox is another. Smallpox always 
rages during the winter season, when 
the poor people are deprived of fresh’ 
vegetable foods. 

Celery and onions are good for this 
purpose, but there is such a long inter- 
val between their being gathered and 
beigg eaten that they lose most of 
their antiscorbutic properties. Lettuce 
is served shortly after it is picked, 
and hence contains the valuable prop- 
erties which will prevent smallpox. 

We say without the least hesitation 
or reserve that lettuce will 
smallpox. It is a thousand times bet- 
It has no liabil- 
ities, like vaccination, to produce other 
diseases, We are willing to stake our 
professional reputation the broad 
statement that any one who eats let- 
tuce daily will not catch smallpox, 
whether he be vaccinated or not.—

Bridges Over Nonesuch River “Blown 


val Force to Land West of the 


| Stream—Warfare Begins Tonight 
Portland, Me., Aug. 24.—Although 
no actual hostilities can commence un- 
til Tuesday night in the war game 
that is about to be played between 
the army and navy, yet Rear Admiral 
Barker’s fleet had the official right to 
start for Portland, the city to be be- 
sieged, at 6 o'clock last night. This 
will give the navy 54 hours in which 
to get to their destination, recen- 
noiter or deploy, as they may wish. 
At 12 o’clock last night the officer 
in command of the land forces as- 
sembled for the defense of Portland 
was notified officially that the fleet had 
started six hours before. At midnight 
the work of towing the mines to their 
respective positions in the harbor was 


commenced. This will probably take 
over 24 hours, 

Major Welch, N. G. S. M., late yes- 
terday afternoon, captured the wire- 


less telegraph station near the Two 
Lights, and put a guard into the build- 
ing to-prevent Electrician Burbank, 
who was in charge, from giving any 
information to the enemy with whom 
he is supposed to be in league. 

Brigadier General Hoyt, inspector 
general of the Maine National Guard, 
was in the station at the time and 
Burbank was explaining to him how 
the machine worked when Major 
Welch appeared on the scene under 
orders from the commanding officer 
and asked Burbank which side he 
fought with. Burbank said he had 
rather not tell him and Welch then 
said that it was his duty to make him 
a prisoner of war and to take posses- 
sion of the station. Burbank bowed 
to the inevitable, since Welch had 
taken the precaution to have with him 
more than three times the number of 
men employed at the station and it 
was all over with the Two Lights 
station. 

The bridges over the Nonesuch 
river, Scarboro, have been “blown 
up.” This will not alarm anyone who 
wants to drive over them unless he is 
a naval man. If he is, he cannot go. 
Any one else will be able to ride over 
them as usual. The blowing up of 
these bridges, of course, makes it im- 
possible for a landing party to make 
good to the west of the river, and hav- 
ing taken care of this the army will 
do the rest on the east side of the 
river. 

Since actual warfare is not legiti- 
mate until midnight Tuesday it might 
seem inexplicable that bridges could 
be blown up and wireless stations cap-

Petersburg in favor of the recall of 
the squadron. 

An extraordinary council of minis- 
ters assembled at Yildis Kiosk yester- 
day to consider the situation in the 
interior and discuss the military meas- 
ures rendered necessary by it. The 
sultan had previously sought the ad- 
vice of the French ambassador. 

News from Adrianople represents 
the situation in that vilayet as verg- 
ing on a panic. The insurgents have 
destroyed telegraphic communication 
at several points between Adrianople 
and Kirk-Kilise, 85 miles to the north- 
east, and have burned and pillaged 
several Greek and Mussulman villages. 

Troops have been dispatched to the 
environs of Adrianople. 

Two sailing vessels crowded with 
Mussulman refugees from villages on 
the Black Sea coast have arrived at 
Kavak, at the entrance to the» Bos- 
phorus.

A Number trom Quincy Made the 
Trip by Electrics. 


Big Blue Hill in the Metropolitan 
reservation was the objective point of 
maby on Sunday, and Quincy contrib- 
uted a goodly number. By actual 
count, by officers, between 7,000 and 
8,000 passed the gates to make the 
ascent. They were of all ages from the 
man of 70 or more, to the child of two 
years or less. Had the new Blue Gill 
line of electrics from Mattapan to the 
base had more cars, the number of 
visitors would have been much larger. 

When you reach the top you are on 
the highest elevation anywhere along 
the New England coast. Quincy bay is 
one of the finest sheets of water to be 
seen from the top, and the stone water 
tower on Third hill, Wollaston, is 
quite prominent.

The journey can be made from any 
part of Quincy to the base of Blue Hill 
in several ways for 15 cents.

There the 
Milton cars made good connections and 
carry passengers to Mattapan, a transfer 
sometimes being required at the trans- 
fer station on Reedsdale rvad, but 
there is no long wait. On Sundays 
there are big crowds, but on other days, 
the cars for Blue Hill may be taken be- 
fore reaching Mattapan, as they run on 
Blue Hill avenue. 

Another route by electrics requires a 
change at Neponset, a free transfer at 
Uphbams Corner in Dorchester to a green 
Columbia road car, and a change at 
Mattapan to the Blue Hill line.

Reliance Headed Shamrock 
Nine Minutes at Finish 


A 


CHALLENGER OUTCLASSED 


Her Skipper Outgeneraled at the 
Start—Contest Under Ideal Condi- 
tions Was Fairly Won, but Lipton 
In Hope of Better Luck Next Time 


New York, Aug. 24.—In a splendid 
12 to 15-knot breeze over a windward 
and leeward course of 30 miles, sloop 
Reliance beat Shamrock III in com- 
manding style by exactly nine minutes, 
actual time, or seven minutes and 


three seconds, after deducting the 1 
minute ana 57 seconds which the de- 
fender concedes to Lipton’s third chal- 
lenger on account of her larger sailing 
plan as at present measured. It was 
a royal water fight for the ancient 
trophy which carried with it the yacht- 
ing supremacy of the world, and by a 
strange coincidence the first victory 
in the cup series of 1903 occurred on 
the 52d anniversary of the day on 
which the old schooner America cap- 
tured it in her famous race around the 
Isle of Wight. Reliance beat the Brit- 
ish boat 3m. 24s. in the thresh to 
windward and 5m. 36s. in the run down 
the wind. 

The nautical sharps regard the test 
as conclusive, although they hardly 
anticipated so everwhelming a victory. 
The race even dampened the ardor of 
Sir Thomas, who insisted after Thurs- 
day’s fluke that his confidence in his 
beautiful craft was greater than ever. 
Still he does not acknowledge defeat 
and hopes. for better luck next time. 
It must be conceded that Shamrock 
showed herself a wonderful boat in 
beating to windward. 

For 12 miles the great single stick- 
ers raced like a team of horses and 
during that portion ef the duel the 
patriots made no attempt to conceal 
their nervousness. 

The racing conditions were ideal. 
The honors of the start were captured 
by the American skipper. Captain 
Wringe timed his approach to the line 
with the Shamrock very badly and in 
an effort to keep off until the gun 


boomed he almost lost his bowsprit 


as he luffed up to cross. Barr. went

For 13 miles challenger and chal- 
Yenged fought out the magnificent duel, 
sailing between two lanes of excursion 
boats as free from interference as if 
they had been in the middle of the At- 
lantic. All the time the wind was in- 
creasing and the whitecaps were 
whitening the waves in tumbled ardor. 
The critical point in the race came a 
little less than two hours after the 
start. The mark float was two miles 
away and the relative positions of the 
boats were about the same. Both 
were on the starboard tack, Reliance 
ahead, but to leeward. Suddenly the 
wind dropped and hauled a trifle to 
the west. The shift enabled the yachts 
to head up for the mark with Reliance 
in the lead by about 200 yards. This 
was the only thing which marred an 
otherwise truly run race. But from 
that time on Reliance steadily in- 
creased her lead in the windward 
work until she was three-quarters of 
a mile ahead. As she tacked around 
the outer mark the whistles, sirens, 
bands and the voices of the unnum- 
bered thousands on the excursion fleet 
swelled into a vast chorus. 

Turning for home her spinnaker 
boom, poised along the mast like a 
lance in rest, fell to port and the big 
sail burst out like a cloud, while at the 
Same moment her enormous balloon 
jibtopsail bellied out forward. The 
smart work of the Yankees cheered 
the patriots, but a moment afterwards 
there was dismay when the guy which 
held the spinnaker pole parted or was 
carried away. The enormous sail 
soared aloft and tumbled over _ the 
jibtopsail stay, collapsing like an 
empty meal sack. But the spar was 
soon hauled back into place and then, 
with her three balloon sails setting 
like plaster, the stately yacht fled 
homeward before the wind. 

The fieet remained to salute the 
Shamrock as she rounded and then 
with a jingle of bells in the engine 
rooms, Scampered away for the finish 
line to be in at the death. 

In setting her balloon jib the Sham- 
rock encountered another piece of bad 
luck. One of the stops would not 
break out and the sails hung for some 
minutes like a limp rag on the stay. 
When both had squared away for 

| home, it was seen that Reliance was 
making a runaway race of it. With 
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ner crew aft to keep her head up she 
skimmed along the surface of the 
water, leaving the Shamrock farther 
and farther astern. The pace was so 
fast that many of the tugs and not a 
few of the steam yachts were left be- 
hind. 

The scene at the finish was soul- 
stirring. Under her towering cloud of 
canvas, rolling rythmically in the 
swell, Reliance bounded across the 
finish line. The excursion boats gath- 
ered there fairly awakened the echoes 
of heaven with the terrific din which 
they let loose. Such pandemonium 
can only be heard when an American 
yacht is victorious in a cup race. 
Every skipper wasted enough steam 
to carry him back to New York. Sev- 
eral of the yachts threw their powder 
into smoke and the patriots shouted 
themselves hoarse. 

Then the immense concourse waited 
nine minutes longer until Shamrock, 
with a slight rent in her spinnaker, 
but majestic looking even in defeat, 
swept by between the stake boats. 
The reception she received was, if any- 
thing, more hearty than that accorded 
to her successful rival. Such tribute 
Americans gladly pay to the game 
British sportsman who has so valiant- 
ly tried to win back the trophy which 
the old schooner America captured 
from a fleet of English yachts 62 
years ago. 


England Admires Lipton’s Pluck 

London,* Aug. 24.—Saturday’s race 
for the America’s cup receives an 
ample share of attention in this morn- 
ing’s papers. Both in the editorials 
and in the dispatches from the New 
| York correspondents of the papers it 
is unanimously admitted that Reliance 
proved herself the better boat in a 
fair and square contest. Only the 
most slender hopes are entertained as 
to Sir Thomas Lipton’s chances now 
of “lifting” the cup. Great sympathy 
and admiration are extended to him 
for his plucky and sportsmanlike fight. 


Attempt to Wreck Trains 

Kansas City, Aug. 24.—An apparent 
attempt to wreck two passenger trains 
on the Missouri Pacific railroad was 
made near Quindaro, Kas. A charge 
of dynamite was exploded under the 
engine of a train from St. Joseph and 
an open switch was placed for one 
outbound. The latter train was un- 
injured and tLe in-coming train es- 
caped with only the headlights and 
the windows of the cab of the engine 
shattered. 


Famine Threatens Cayman Islanders 
Kingston, Jam., Aug. 24.—A schoon- 
er just arrived reports that the Cay- 
inan islands were devastated by a 
hurricane. Many houses at George- 
town were demolished. The vessels 
in the harbor were driven out to sea; 
two subsequently returned, but the 
cthers have not been heard of. It is 
feared that serious loss of life has oc- 
curred. All the trees and crops were 
destroyed and a famine is imminent. 


Pure Water Plant In Operation 

Ithaca, N. Y., Aug. 24.—The turbine 
pumps which deliver water to the 
new Fulton plant of the Ithaca Water 
company have been set in motion and 
the citizens of Ithaca and the students 
of Cornell university are assured for 
the future an abundant supply of pure 
and wholesome water. Cornell uni- 
versity loaned to the Ithaca Water 
company $150,000 for the building of 
the purification plant. 


The Humberts Found Guiity 

Paris, Aug. 24.—One of the greatest 
criminal trials in the history of France 
culminated when a jury rendered a 
verdict of guilty against Therese and 
Frederic Humbert and Romain and 
Emile Daurignac. The court sen- 
tenced Therese and Frederic Humbert 
each to five years and to a fine of 100 
francs, Emile Daurignac to three years 
and Romain Daurignac to two years. 


Hawalian Loan of $2,000,000 

Honolulu, Aug. 24.—Governor Dole 
and other territorial officers have de- 
cided to try and float the $2,000,000 
loan authorized by the last legislature. 
It is thought here that the local banks 
will take the entire issue. An ex- 
haustive statement has been sent to 
President Roosevelt in response to his 
request for information before ap- 
proving the loan. 


Brothers In Fatal Quarrel 
Philadelphia, Aug. 24.—Frank Engle, 
aged 25 years, of this city, was killed 
during a quarrel by his brother, Na- 
thaniel, aged 18. The elder brother 
was scolding one of his sisters and 
Nathaniel interfered. A scuffle fol- 
lowed, which was ended by Nathaniel 

striking his brother with a brick. 


“Doctored” Milk Kills Infants 

Denver, Aug. 24.—Complaints are 
being prepared against dairymen who 
have been dispensing milk treated 
with poisonous preservatives. It is 
alleged that in four days 15 infants 
have died in this city from diseases 
which can be traced to milk preserved 
with formaldehyde. 


Am-rican Priest Made Bishop 
Rome, Aug. 24—The consecration 
of the Rey. Thomas A. Hendrick of 
Rochester as bishop of Cebu, P. z 
‘was performed by Cardinal Satolli in 
the church of the Franciscan mission- 
ary nuns.

Life of a Syrian Editor Was Sought | 
by Mob of Countrymen 

Boston, Aug. 24—Mobbed by @& 
crowd of 50 or more Syrians, A. A. | 
Zraick, editor and publisher of a! 
weekly newspaper devoted to the in- 
terests of the Syrian people, narrowly 
escaped with his life on Beach street 
about 10 o’clock last evening. 

But for the interference of a ser 
geant and a patrolman Zraick would 
undoubtedly have been shot. Thetwo 
police officers arrived just in time to 
see someone brandishing a revolver in 
front of Zraick, who was backed up in 
a doorway, surrounded by a howling 
mob. The man with the revolver 
made a dash through when the police 
arrived and succeeding in escaping, the 
crowd rapidly breaking away. 

According to Zraick, the trouble 
started over an article published in his 
last week’s issue he referred to the 
recent massacres in Macedonia, and 
the Syrian colony took it up as a re- 
flection on them as a race, and also as 
to their morals. 

Zraick stated he had received sev- 
eral letters warning him that his life 
was in danger, but had paid no atten- 
tion to them. 


Wide Open Sunday at Revere 

Revere, Mass., Aug. 24.—A beautiful 
day and an immense crowd had the 
effect of convincing the amusement 
proprietors at Revere Beach that they 
should keep open yesterday, and every 
place was running at full blast and 
was largely patronized. Special per- 
mits were granted by the Revere se- 
lectmen for the Sunday opening, and 
all were run, according to the notices 
posted, as under the direction or by 
some charitable association, excepting 
the Nautical Gardens and the Old Mill.

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Juincy Daily Ledger A MILE BY LOU DILLON 


Proves Her to Be Long: 


Awaited Two-Minute Trotter 


MADE IT WITHOUT A SKIP 


Two Rupaing Horses Acted a as Pace- 
makers and Helped Peerless Mare 
Wrest Honors From Cresceus, Low- 
ering His Record by 234 


Readville, Mass., Aug. 25.—Before a 
large crowd, and with track and 
weather conditions perfect, Lou Dillon 
accomplished at Readville track yes- 
terday afternoon what American trot- 
ting horse breeders have labored years 
to produce—a mile in two minutes. 


Fearing that to delay until late in the 
day would result in a breeze rising, 
Millard Sanders, driver of the great 
mare, decided to make the attempt as 
early as possible. Therefore after 
one heat in the regular events had 
been decided he brought the daugh- 
ter of Sidney Dillon out for the pur- 
pose of breaking her previous record 
of 2:02 3-4 and the world’s record of 
2:021-4, held by Cresceus. For pace- 
makers were two running horses 
hitched to road carts, Peggy from 
Paris, driven by “Doc” Tanner, and 
Carrie Nation, driven by Scott Mc- 
Coy. 

The first score was fruitless, Lou 
Dillon making a break just before 
reaching the wire. On the second at- 
tempt, however, the word was given, 
though Sta-ting Judge Walker rang 
his bell; but Yanner nodded for him 
to say “Go,” and turning to Sanders 
called to him to come along. Tanner 
Kept Peggy from Paris directly in 
front of the peerless chestnut trotter, 
while McCoy laid at her wheel. In 
this way the tvio were to the quarter 
in 30 1-4 seconds, 

With never a skip Lou Dillon went 
so smooth-gaited down the back 
stretch as to lead those not timing 
the mile to believe that her speed 
was not alarmingly fast. The halt 
was clicked off in 1:003-4. Around 
the turn to the three-quarters pole the 
clip quickened, the third quarter be- 
ing in 301-4 seconds, making that 
mark of her journey in 1:31. 

Then came the crucial test. Faster 
and faster came Tanner with the run- 
ner and right with him trotted the 
handsome California bred mare. San- 
ders was sitting perfectly still, but 
McCoy was crying aloud to his runner 
to cheer on Lou Dillon. To the 
amazement of all the quarter was in 
29 seconds, thus making the mile in 
the wonderful time of 2:00. 

When Sanders jogged the mare 
back to the wire everybody present 
stood on their feet and sent forth 
cheer after cheer. Lou Dillon was 
apparently as fresh as though she had 
only been out for a jogging exercise. 
Sanders said he fully believed that 
before the season closes he will drive 
the mare in 1:59 or better. 

Conditions for a remarkable. per- 
formance could not have been better. 
The track had been worked into the 
finest possible condition to make the 
best footing for the fast one. The 
temperature was warm enough to 
heat the blood of the spirited racer 
and to loosen her muscles for a grand 
try. What wind there was blew across 
the track toward Great Blue Hill, 
whose rounded expanse showed dis- 
tinctly against the blue sky and made 
a beautiful setting for one of the 
greatest horse meetings ever held in 
America. With the wind as it was 
Lou Dillon did not have to overcome 
such a handicap on the home stretch 
as she did last week at Brighton 
Beach, when she went the half-mile 
in 59s. and the mile in 2:03 3-4, falling 
a@ second below her record. 

Although the first race was not 
called until 2 o’clock, the trains, elec- 
tric cars, carriages, automobiles had 
landed hundreds at the track by 1. 
From then on, men and women horse- 
lovers came in thousands. 

Under the grand stand there was a 
land-office business conducted be- 
tween those who wished to put knowl- 
edge or luck with their money and 
place it against the experience of the 
talent.

General Chaffee has 
by entrenchments what he considered 


the most vulnerable point, the ap- 
proaches by land in the rear of the 
forts, and in so doing has rendered 
Fort Preble, which is the keystone of 
the defending system, almost im- 
pregnable. 

When General Chaffee had returned 
to the city last night after his inspec- 
tion of the forts and the coast de- 
fences, he said in an interview: 

“So far as I can see, ample prepara- 
tions have been made to meet any 
ordinary exigencies and all that is 
left to do ig to wait and see what the 
navy will do. If the navy undertakes 
to rush matters it will be up to the 
army to rush equally or even more so. 
If, on the other hand, as some of the 
conservative officers think probable, 
the naval people, taking the loss of 
the Massachusetts very much to 
heart, will not try to play around the 
rocks and reefs too closely, but will 
content themselves with laying off 
the coast, shooting their searchlights 
and guns perhaps, but not coming near 
enough to get into any danger, then 
the work of the army will be greatly 
simplified.” 

At sunset last night the coast pa- 
trol system of the defending forces 
was put in operation for the first time 
since the official notification of the 
departure of the naval forces for Port- 
land. The patrol stretches from Fort 
Preble to Bowery Beach, a distance of 
about 10 miles. Without this precau- 
tion the naval forces could land small 
boats with@ut number in the many 
small and thickly wooded coves along 
this vulnerable part of the coast. 

A heavy artillery company has been 
assigned the wireless telegraph sta- 
tion taken by Major Welch near the 
Two Lights. 

A searchlight signal station which 
overlooks the whole stretch of coast 
from Boone island light to Cape Eliza- 
beth has been established at Bidde- 
ford Pool. The station is manned by 
four men from the Maine signal corps, 
who patrol the coast on bicycles for a 
radius of five miles and report fre- 
quently to the other stations to the 
eastward and to the government ves- 
sels off Cape Elizabeth. 

All the battleships, cruisers and 
other vessels of the combined North 
Atlantic fleet except the collier Mar- 
cellus have left Rockland harbor. The 
preparations for sailing began early 
yesterday morning and all were in 
readiness to leave at 3 p. m., when the 
signals were set on the flagship Kear- 
sarge for the ships to assume their 
positions for sailing,

Hunnewell said that Dowbins had 
taken away part of the records of a 
special meeting of the trustees and 
had failed to return them, although 
he had promised to do so at the re 
quest of Hunnewell. This, to Deb- 
bins’ mind, implied that he had stolen 
them because there was something in 
them he wanted to hide. 

Dobbins explained after the hearing 
that the paper he had taken away 
from the trustees was in relation to 
the appointment of a superintendent, 
and having been read at the meeting 
was left to be copied. Later, he said, 
he took it away, since it was his own 
property. The other trustees believe 
that it was properly a part of the 
records, and should have been left un- 
til a copy had been made of it. 


‘Two ‘ragedi-s on One Street 

Boston, Aug. 25.—Saverio Cataldo, 
26 years of age, was shot and fatally 
wounded by Michele Christo at the 
former’s home at 42 Tileston street 
last night. The assailant escaped 
and the police are still looking for 
him. The quarrel was the result of 
an old feud. 

In a fire in a sailors’ boarding house 
in the rear of 21 Tileston street this 
morning, Charles Anderson, the pro- 
prietor, was burned to death, and 
Charles Maiheson was injured in- 
ternally by jumping from the building, 
his life being despaired of. 


Order to Uemove Pow ler House 

Lowell, Mass., Aug. 25.—The Tewks- 
bury selectmen have ordered the re- 
moval of the powder house situated 
on the farm of Porter Livingston. 
Livingston has been notified that as 
the powder house is within 500 feet of 
a dwelling the former must be abol- 
ished. The relief fund for the victims 
of the explosion now amounts to more 
than $14,000. 


Eseaped Life In Asylum 

Derby, Conn., Aug. 25.—George Hes- 
ter, a citizen of this town, dropped 
dead as he was entering the gates of 
the Middletown insane asylum, to 
which institution he had just been 
committed. Hester was 60 years old 
and a widower. He is said to have 
become insane over money losses. 
Heart disease is assigned as the cause 
of his death. 


Cruiser Cleveland’s Trial Spin 

Bath, Me., Aug. 25.—The cruiser 
Cleveland has arrived here from her 
unofficial trial spin over the Southport 
measured mile course. The speed of 
16.5 knots required of vessels of her 
class was slightly bettered. There 
were also stability and anchor tests 
among others. The trial, it is said, 
was quite satisfactory. 


Cattle Disease In N.w Spot 

Wakefield, Mass., Aug. 25.—The 
first cases of che hoof and mouth dis- 
ease among cattle in this town have 
been discovered in the herd of George 
R. Tyzzer. state inspectors shot four 
cows that were found to be affected 
with the disease in its worst form, 
and th. premises were thoroughly dis- 
infected. 


Thieves In Dentists’ Offle+s 
Haverhill, Mass., Aug. 25.—Three 
dental offices have been entered and 
robbed in this city. In each instance 
entrance was effected through the 
transom above the door. The victims 
were Drs. Chase, King and Mitchell. 


Judge’s Son a Scorcher 
Newport, R. L, Aug. 25.—Because he 
speeded his automobile at a rate said 
to have varied from 25 to 30 miles an 
hour on Ridge road, William Blan- 
chard, son of Supreme Court Judge 
Blanchard, was fined $12.60. 


Over a Hundred Victims of Fire 

Buda Pesth, Aug. 25.—Fire broke 
out last evening in a four-story build- 
ing, the two lower floors of which 
were occupied by a fancy goods firm 
and the upper floors as_ residential 
flats. There were 200 workpeople in 
the building and the escape of many 
of them and of the residents on the 
third and fourth floors was cut off by 
the flames. It is reported that 126 
persons were killed. 


Headed Off a Strike 

Watertown, N. Y., Aug. 25.—The 
‘Bagley & Sewall company, manufac- 
turers of paper making machinery, 
have discharged the 98 employes of 
their foundry. The company received 
intimation that the men were to be 
called out on strike. Hereafter the 
plant will be run entirely with non 
union men.

Chicago, Aug. 25—Henry T. Elby, 
treasurer of the Olivet Baptist 
church (colored) of this city, is under 
rrest on a charge of having em- 
bezzled the church funds to the ex- 
tent of $21,000.

MASSACRE OF CHRISTIANS |

Travelers who arrived here last 
evening from Adrianople state that a 
massacre of Christians occurred 
there Sunday morning. One version 
says the guns in one of the forts 
opened fire on an insurgent band 
which had attacked a military out- 
post. A panic followed inside the 
town and the Mohammedan popula- 
tion fell upon the Christians. 

According to another version, a 
Turkish officer tried to force an en- 
trance to a Bulgarian house in order 
to molest the inmates. The latter re- 
fisted, whereupon the Mahommedans 
became excited and bands of soldiers 
and Bashi-Bazouks attacked the Bul- 
garian quarter of the town. 

The revolutionary committees are 
doing their utmost to force the hands 
of the Bulgarian government and the 
immediate outlook is exceedingly seri- 
ous. It appears that the Turks have 
obtained the upper hand in the vilayet 
of Monastir, and the insurgents are 
planning to remove the centre of their 
activity to unpleasant proximity to 
the Bulgarian frontiers. 

Dispatcher arriving from the dis- 
turbed area are exceedingly gloomy. 

While many. of the reports remain 
without confirmation, sufficient authen- 
tic details are forthcoming to cause the 
authorities the gravest anxiety. Ac- 
cording to “the latest accounts the 
Turks committed unspeakable atroct- 
ties at Krushevo. The mutilated 
corpses of 90 women and children 
were found in one building and pieces 
of the bodies had been thrown into 
the street. Fifteen of the principal 
merchants of the town were killed 
and their heads exhibited on poles at 
Monastir. The churches were de- 
molished, the houses sacked and the 
town is now a heap of ashes. 
populace fled to the hills, where they 
are in a starving condition. 

It is also asserted that a general 
massacre has occurred in the whole 
vilayet of Monastir. Nearly ali the 
villages have been destroyed. The 
treacherous murder of 80 insurgent 
prisoners by their guards near Monas- 
tir has made an especially bad im- 
pression here. 

Anarchy exists at lLosengrad. 
Fighting is proceeding everywhere in 
the neighborhood. Insurgent bands 
have occupied the’ strategic points 
around Malkoternovo. Eight villages 
to the north of Losengrad have been 
burned by Bashi-Bazouks, while the 
insurgents attacked two Turkish posts 
in the vicinity of the same town and 


killed their entire garrisons, consist- 
ing of 60 soldiers and one officer. At 
Almogic 60 insurgents engaged in 


fighting with 30 Bashi-Bazouks. The 
result is not known, 


The town of Bunar-Hissar has been 


burned and a part of the Bulgarian 
population was massacred. The rest 
of the Bulgarians fled to the moun- 
tains. At Burgas-Majura, after 18 


hours’ fighting, the garrison was killed 
by rebels, who also destroyed the gar- 
risons of Silkilhor and Kalovo. At 
Karacunovo the insurgents killed 57 
Turks, while another 15 Turks were 
destroyed at Kurkolibi, in the vilayet 
of Uskub. The outbreaks are report- 
ed from the vicinity of Kresna, where 
serious -fighting has occurred. 

The Macedonian organizations in 
Sofia and throughout Bulgaria are 
busily planning to help their brethren 
across the border. It is said that the 
rival committees have buried their 
differences and are now working in 
harmony, confident that the rich Bul- 
garians who have hitherto withheld 
their contributions on account of the 
committee's dissensions will now give 
liberally. The Macedonian leaders ad- 
mit that the insurrection in the vilayet 
of Monastir is practically at an end, 
and they appear to pin their hopes 
on the transfer of active operations to 
the territory near the Bulgarian fron- 
tier. Within three weeks, they assert, 
eastern Macedonia will be in full re- 
volt and then the Bulgarian govern- 
ment will be forced to take action. 


A Call on Prinee 
London, Aug. 25.—A deputation has 
left Sofia to visit Prince Ferdinand, 
who is in Hungary, to invite him to 
declare publicly his Macedonian policy, 
says the Berlin correspondent of The 
Morning Post. The prince will be al- 
lowed 10 days to reply. In the event 
of his declining it is understood that 
the deputation bears a mandate from 
the Bulgarian people to depose him.

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THE CUP WON'T BUDGE 


If Reliance Repeats Her Won- 
deriul Performance 


WINS BY A NARROW MARGIN 


Yankee Skipper Secured Start Over 
Challenger and Held Lead All Over 
the Course In a Pretty and Hard 
Fought Contest 


New York, Aug. 26.—In a glorious 
wholesail breeze, over a _ triangular 
course, 10 miles to a leg, the fleet-foot- 
ed cup defender, Reliance, again 
showed her heels to Sir Thomas Lip- 
ton’s challenger, taking the second 
race of the cup series of 1903, by the 
narrow margin of 1 minute and 19 
seconds. 

It was as pretty and as hard a 
fought contest as has ever been sailed 
off Sandy Hook, and, had the wind 
not fallen during the last 10 minutes, 
the record for the course, 3h. 12m. 
15s., made by Columbia, two years ago, 
in her memorable race against Sham- 
rock II., would have been beaten. As 
it was, Reliance sailed the 30 miles 
within 2m. 35s. of the record, which 
speaks wonders for her speed in the 
wind that was blowing. 

Reliance’s victory, narrow as it was, 
would have been even smaller had not 
Captain Wringe, 
British ship, bungled the start, send- 
ing his craft over the line 19 seconds 
after the last gun, and handicapping 
her to that extent. 

At every point of sailing, the de 


fender’s sujeriority was demonstrated. | 


She gained 1m. 51s. in windward work, 
40 seconds on the run to the second 
mark, and 45 seconds on the close 
reach for home. Based upon the mag- 
nificent showing she has made in the 
two races already sailed it is the be- 
lief of many experts that the cup is 
safe, and that it will take something 
better than Fife’s latest creation to 
even budge it. 

An assemblage of excursion vessels 
almost as large as that of last Satur- 
day poured down through the narrows 
and out into the broad Atlantic to wit- 
ness the vanishing glory of the chal- 
lenger. The early morning had held 
out but little hope of a race. Asmoky 
haze hung over the sea and the wind 
was very light from the south. But 
as the day wore on the curtain lifted 
slightly and the wind blew strong and 
clear out of the south. The excursion 
fleet lined up rail to rail in a great 
semi-circuit to witness the start. The 
course, a beat due south into the wind 
for 10 miles, then a broad reach or 
run as the case might be, off toward 
the cholera banks and thence home 
again to the old red-hulled lightship, 
had been set. 

The spectators watched the jockey- 
ing for the start with eager interest. 
To the unitiated it was hair-raising to 
see what close company the giant 
single stickers kept. It seemed mo- 
mentarily as if their spars and hulls 
would clash, but they wheeled and 
circled, tacking, gybing and putting 
about with wonderful ease and grace. 
At last when they bounded across the 
line, close-hauled, for the thresh to 
windward, it was seen that the Ameri- 
can skipper by his extremely clever 
work had again out-generalled his 
rival and secured the weather gauge. 
Not only was the challenger’s captain 
defeated in his effort to secure the 
windward berth, but he actually failed 
to cross in time to save a handicap, an 
almost unpardonable sin in a cup con- 
test. Barr never relinquished his ad- 
vantage after the start, holding the 
challenger under his lee all the way 
to the first mark. 

As the clean-limbed racers got far- 
ther out the weight of the wind 
steadily increased and the waves be- 
gan to spill froth from their green 
crests. Both boats, with every stitch 
of canvas set, smashed into the seas, 
heeling down in the puffs under the 
press of thousands of yards of light 
canvas, until their lee rails were 
awash in the foaming brine!’ Their 
crews, piled up to weather, were re- 
peatedly deluged with the showers of 
spray sent aloft by their shark-like 
bows. 

Slowly but surely the Reliance 
gained, opening a wider and wider 
stretch of water between her and the 
challenger. As soon as_ Reliance 
rounded the patrol flotilla blew their 
whistles and clanging bells in the en- 
gine rooms sent the whole fleet at full 
speed to leeward of the last leg of the 
course. There the vast concourse of 
steam craft lay wallowing in the 
trough of the sea, until the yachts. 


| leg was also covered at roaring speed, 


the skipper of the;

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howling aiong ac a terrinc pace, turned 
the second mark. Reliance sailed this 
leg of 10 miles in 56m. 20s. 

Then the fleet started for the finish 
line, steaming a course parallel with 
that of the flying yachts. This last 


Reliance still increasing her lead, her 
wake streaming also a path of danc- 
ing white on the deep blue bosom ef 
the sea. The guide boat, sent ahead 
to show the course, was too slow, al- 
though everything aboard her , was 
wide open, and Reliance passed her 
before the line was reached. All the 
ocean-going tugs and many of the 
steam yachts were left astern in the 
mad race. 

Just before the finish the wind died 
down, but Reliance went across in 
ample time to win, having covered the 
10 miles in 57m. 40s. There followed 
the usual riot of whistles, mingled 
with the wail of sirens, the clamor of 


bells, the exultant shouts of patriots 
and the booming of cannon. Sham- 
rock was about a mile astern and 
crossed 4m. 40s. later, to a repetition 
of the riot which had welcomed Re 
liance’s victory.

FORTS “PICK UP” WARSHIPS 


Troops Defending Fort Preble, Key 
to the 
Launches From Naval Fleet Filled 
With Landing Parties 


Defense, Open Fire on 


Portland, Me., Aug. 26.—At 1:15 this 
morning a large vessel, evidently a 
battleship, came into range and was 
fired upon with one round from Forts 
Williams and Levett, and three rounds 
from Fort McKinley. The vessel re- 
turned the fire of both the Fort Will- 


iams and Fort Levett batteries. The 
ship appeared to come in a short dis- 
tance and then stand off to a point 
opposite the Two Lights on the Cape. 

General quarters were sounded at 
Fort Preble, the fortification farthest 
inside the harbor, when the fire was 
opened from the other forts. 

The rattle of musketry was heard 
in the direction of Fort Levett and it 
was supposed an attempt had been 
made to land men from the fleet. 

At 1:35 the harbor near Fort Preble 
was filled with launches from the 
fleet with landing parties, and the 
troops defending Fort Preble, the 
acknowledged key to the harbor de- 
fense, were firing in force. The firing 
at 1:40 was general from all the forts 
in the harbor. At 1:43 all the forts 
had ceased firing except fort Levett. 

Another warship came in opposite 
Fort Levett at Cushing’s island, the 
divisional headquarters, but soon 
turned about and withdrew from the 
shore. It was supposed the musketry 
heard at Fort Levett was caused by a 
landing party from this ship. 

The harbor was filled with smoke 
at 1:30, and when the batteries were 
all engaged the cannonading was deaf- 
ening. The smoke and thick weather 
made it almost impossible to observe 
the movements. 

A cutter and launch from the ships 
was captured by the land forces at 
Fort Preble shortly after 1:40. 

A torpedo boat destroyer came into 
the upper harbor in the dense smoke 
and was opposite Fort Preble before 
she was picked up by the searchlights 
and fired upon by the Fort Preble bat- 
teries. 

From tne heavy cannonading off 
Cushing’s island heard at 2 o’clock it 
Was supposed a part of the enemy’s 
fleet was attempting to force White 
Head passage, between Peaks and 
Cushing’s island.

The camps of several compantes of , 


LOOKING FOR ALLEN 


But Boston Police Are Still Ignorant 

as to Embezzler’s Whereabouts 

Boston, Aug. 26.—For more than 
two weeks now the Boston police, 
aided by the departments of all the 
principal cities in this country and 
foreign ports, have been looking for 
traces of Willard S. Allen, the East 
Boston embezzler, but Chief Watts 
states that he has received absolutely 
nothing of value in the way of infor- 
mation. Ten thousand circulars con- 
taining a likeness and description of 
the missing man have been sent to 
all parts of the world. The first pub- 
lic information of Allen’s wrong- 
doing appeared in the Sunday papers 
of two weeks ago. Two days previous 
to that, telegrams and cablegrams 
were sent to American and foreign 
seaports, the border line between this 
country and Mexico, and to all places 
where it was thought probable or pos- 


sible that the man might fice. An- 
swers to these inquiries have been 
oming in to the chief inspector, but 


none contain the news desired. 

Whether the man disguised himself 
in some way, and eluded the Officials 
at some seaport, and is now safely 
hidden in a foreign country, is a mat- 
ter of conjecture. The local police 
will continue to do all in their power 
to bring about the capture of Allen, 
as Judge Emmons realizes that his 
own personal friendship for Allen is 
well known, and for that reason, as 
well as others, wishes to have the em- 
bezzler caught. 


Machinists Will R-turn to Work 

Boston, Aug. 26.—A conference be- 
tween Edgar Van Etten, vice-president 
of the New York Central railroad and 
manager of the Boston and Albany 
division, and a committee from the 
road’s machine shops was held in Van 
Etten’s office here. The machinists’ 
strike in Boston, Springfield and 
Rensselaer, N. Y., Was ended and the 
strikers will return to work in their 
respective shops tomorrow morning. 
Settlement was reached through a 
compromise, but all the road conceded 
was that the men shall be paid over- 
time after nine hours instead of 10.

New Haven, Aug. 26.—A conference 
was held last night between Superin- 
tendent Pearce of L. Candee & Co.’s 
rubber factory and a committee of 
the 400 girls who are out on strike.

The strained relations that exist be- 
tween different parties at Houghs Neck 
was brought out in the district court 
this morning, ata hearing ona com- 
plaint against George Cameron for vio- 
lation of the City Ordinances by using 
profane language in the public streets. 

The affair took place last week, when 
according to Officer Curtain, who made 
the complaint, Cameron met him on 
the street and had a conversation with 
him about his stopping Cameroun from 
operating his flying horses. During 
this talk, it is alleged, that Cameron 
used profane language which resulted 
in Cameron being placed under arrest. 

Mrs. Cook was the only other gov- 
ernment witness, and she testified to 
hearing Cameron use profane language. 
Mrs. Cook, it appears, was on her 
piazza at.the time, and hearing a racket 
came across the street. She testified 
to the profane language Cameron used. 

Cameron testified that he met the 
officer, and after some c-nversation 
about stopping the flying horses, said, 
**] want justice and by —— I am going 
to have it.’’ He denied using any 
stronger language. 

James E, Cavanagh, who was also on 
Mrs. Cook’s piazza, heard no unusual 
noise vr profane language. Mrs. 
Cook said, ‘‘He is going totake him,”’ 
and then she gut up and went across 
the street. Other witnesses for the 
defendant, including Mrs. Emma J. 
Abbott, who runs a restaurant opposite 
the Cook place, and near the point 
where the affair is alleged to have 
taken place, testified to hearing no 
profane language other than Cameron 
saying, ‘‘I want justice and by —— I 
am going to have it.’’ 

Mrs. Abbott was within a few feet of 
the parties. She did not know Cam- 
eron but her sympathies were with 
him, She did not hear all of the con- 
versation, What she did hear was by 
Cameron who asked the officer by 
what authority did you order my horses 
removed from the land which is all 
paid for? 
orders came from the Chief. 

Cameron then made the statement 
about getting justice, at which the 
officer placed him under arrest. 

The officer’s story was that Cameron 
said the Chief of Police was a liar, |

and the offcer was too. 
used profane language. 

It came out during the testimony of 
the different witnesses, that Cameron 
had hired land of Cook and set up flying 
horses, paying $100 for the use of land. 
That he had made application to the 
City Council for a license, but the City 
Council had adjourned before action 
bad been taken upon it; that Cook, of 
whom he had hired the land, upon 
which the horses were set up, had made 
a complaint to the police about running 
the horses, and tbat Officer Curtain, 
acting under orders from the Chief, 
had ordered Cameron to stop running 
them. 

That Cameron in conversation with 
the officer asked why be should be 
stopped, and Cook permitted to run his 
place, when he, Cameron had also 
made a complaint against him for run- 
ning his place on Sundays. 

J. W. McAnarney, counsel for Cameron 
severely arraigned Mrs. Cook in his 
argument, for volunteering the informa- 
tion that she had heard the profane 
language, and that her statement made 
was not borne out by the facts or by 
her own testimony. 

The only evidence to bear out the 
complaint was that of the officer. 

The Court said that if profane 
language was used it was after the ar- 
rest.

A MAN OF MYSTERY. 


Peculier Life of Metastasio, the Cel- 
ebrated Italian Poet. 

Metastasio (1698-1782), the celebrated 
dramatic and operatic poet, spent fifty- 
five years in Vienna with the Martines 
family without ever learning German 
or wéshing to learn It. 

Besides his utter indifference to all 
speech but Italian, Metastasio possess- 
ed many peculiarities of character. 
None might mention death in his pres- 
ence. Those who alluded to smallpox 
before him he made it a point not to 
see again. In all his fifty-five years 
in Vienna he never gave away more 
than the equivalent of $25 to the 
poor. He always occupied the same 
seat at church, but never paid for it. 
He took all his meals In the most mys- 
terious privacy; his greatest friends 
had never seen him eat anything but a 
biscuit with some lemonade. Nothing 
would induce him to dine away from 
home. He never changed his wig or 
the cut or color of his coat. 

Metastasio was to have been present- 
ed to the pope the day he died and 
raved about the intended interview in 
the delirium of his last moments. Mrs. 
Piozzi (famtiiar to readers of Boswell’s 
“Life of Dr. Johnson” as Mrs. Thrale) 
collected these particulars from the la- 
dies of the Martines family, with 
whom Metastasio was so long domestt- 
cated without speaking or understand: 
ing a word of their language from first 
to last.

A CORPSE-STREWN CITY 


Removal of Bodies at Krus- 
chevo Forbidden by Turks 


A RAID BY INSURGENTS 


Followed by Bombardment of Once 
Beautiful City by Squadrons of 
Turkish Cavalry, Who Killed Wom- 
en Who Resisted Being Ravished 


Monastir, Aug. 26.—The once beau- 
tiful city of Kruschevo is a heap of 
ruins. The women and children are 
homeless, exposed to the weather and 
famine. The town is rendered unin- 
habitable by the odor of corpses 
which are being gnawed by dogs and 


pigs, the Turkish authorities refusing N 


to allow them to be removed under 
the pretext that an inquest will be 
held. 

Kruschevo is situated on the sum- 
mit of a hill, eight hours distant and 
to the northwest of Monastir. It con- 
tained 2000 houses and 10,000 inhabi- 
tants, mostly Vlachs, calling them- 
selves Greeks. There were only 100 
poor Budgarian houses. The Vlachs 
are prosperous merchants who travel 
abroad on business, leaving their fami- 
lies in Kruschevo. After making for- 
tunes abroad by their diligence and 
economy they return to spend their 
wealth in Kruschevo, where they own 
fine houses, furniture and jewels. 

The Macedonia committee, in con- 
cert with Bulgarian bands, has been 
completing arrangements during sey- 
eral months with a view to occupying 
the town. In July last the authorities 
of Kruschevo, observing the threaten- 
ing movement, begged the vali of 
Monastir to send reinforcements, as 
the garrison of iv soidiers was insuf- 
ficient to cope with an insurgent at- 
tack. These warnings were ignored. 

On Aug. 2, the day fixed for the Bul- 
garian attack on Kruschevo, while 
four marriages were being celebrated 
in the Greek church, a number of 
Komitajas by prearrangement_ re- 
mained hidden in the church and were 
locked in by the sacristan on the con- 
clusion of the ceremonies. At 10 
o’clock at night they sounded an alarm 
ringing the church bells. Simultane- 
ously a band of 300 insurgents entered 
the town, discharging their rifles. The 
terrified inhabitants remained indoors. 
The band first burned the residence 
of the mudir and massacred the garri- 
son of Turkish soldiers and the of- 
ficials of the town, but the invaders 
spared the Turkish harems. 

On the following morning the 
Komitajis established a provisional 
government and instituted a new po- 
lice and municipality. They killed 10 
Christians who they believed had be- 
trayed the plans of the committee. 
The notables of the town were com- 
pelled to contribute $10,000 to the 
revolutionary fund. The Bulgarian 
villagers in the neighborhood, hear- 
ing that Kruschevo was in the hands 
of the insurgents, entered the town 
and demanded ammunition, which, 
however, was unobtainable. ‘he pro- 
visional government constructed a 
rampart enclosing the town and the 
inhabitants were ordered to melt down 
their spoons to make bullets. 

The Turks, informed of the capture 
of the town, sent from Porlepe three 
squadrons of cavalry, which were at- 
tacked en route and compelled to re- 
tire with a loss of 100 killed. 

On Aug. 13 the Turks concentrated 
seven battalions and one battery on 
Kruschevo. They made an offer to 
the Komitajis to allow the women 
and children to leave the town. This 
proposal was declined and the bom- 
bardment began. 

The Komitajis quickly abandoned 
the town and escaped to the nelghbor- 
ing forest, where pursuit was impos- 
sible. The Turks entered the town 
and, guided by Turkish yillagers from 
the neighborhood, attacked the houses 
of the Greek notables and ordered the 
inmates to be searched and stripped. 
They seized the money and jewels and 
ravished the women, those who resist- 
ed being immediately killed. A Greek 
priest who sought to protect his 
daughter was killed. The girl’s ear- 
rings were torn out and her hand was 
chopped to secure a bracelet. 

When the houses had been pillaged 
the Turkish peasants loaded their 
horses with whatever the soldiers left 
and the residences were burned. The 
sack of Kruschevo lasted three days, 


Barbarism Indeed

& Power company, last night called the

JUDGE BOSSON’S DECISION 


May Stop All Sunday A jusements 
For Which Expenses Are incurred 
Chelsea, Mass. Aug. 27.—Judge 

Bosson gave a decision in police court 
here, which if it is later hacked up by 
the supreme court, wil! put an end to 
nearly all Sunday amusement enter- 
prises. The only way ia which arnuse 
ments could hereafter be operated on 
the Lord’s day would be in ylolztion of 
the statutes and with the consent of 
officers of the law to overlook the 
offense. 

The decision was given in the case of 
E. L. D. Turner, who was charged with 
operating the show known «is the Johns- 
town flood at Revere beach on Sunday, 
Aug 9. Turner Lad plenty of evidence 
to show that the amusement which he 
was operating was beiug run for the 
benefit of a charity, the Ladies’ 
Benevolent society. He held that he 
had a perfect right to operate the place 
on the Sabbath, when he was serving 
as acting manager for the charity which 
he represented and was not the regular 
week-day manager. The point raised 
at the trial was as to whether the fact 
that mouey had been paid out of the 
receipts for the hire of the hall, water, 
rent, lights and other incidentals, vio- 
lated the law which states that the 
proceeds shall be given to charity or 
not. The whole question in this case 
depended on the interpretation of the 
single word “proceeds” as given in the 
statutes. 

Judge Bosson said he thought the 
word as used in the statutes meant the 
entire amount of money reecived and 
that it would, therefore, be unlawfu! 
to pay out of it for expenses. He then 
fined Turner $100. Anappea! was taken 
and the defendant was held In $500 
bonds for his appearance before the 
superior court. 


Wonderful Show by Vesuvius 

Naples, Aug. 27.—The people of 
Naples and the environs witnessed a 
remarkable spectacle at noon yester- 
day. One thousand feet below the cen- 
tral cone of Vesuvius, the volcano 
opened like a huge mouth, cut of which 
belched a fiery stream of lava which 
ran down the side of the mountain. 
The eruption occurred without any 
warning whatever. There was no 
earthquake, detonation or rain of ashes; 
nothing but a clear strezm of java and 
red hot stones, which were thrown toa 
height of 700 feet, producing an ex- 
tremely beautiful effect. The stream of 
lava, which is 15 feet broad, has cov- 
ered a distance of 2700 feet.

THE ONLY NAME PRESENTED 


Clarke, a Lawyer, Will Endeavor to 


Wrest Senatorial Honors From 


Hanna—Bryan-Johnson Element 


Will Control National Delegates 


Columbus, O., Aug. 27.—Th*e Johnson 
program was carried out completely in 
the Demo4ratic state convention. Al 
though -the opposition ebstructed the 
proceedings with minority reports for 
some hours, the name of Jobn L. Zim- 
merman was not presented for the 
gubernatorial nomination and every 
nomination on the state ticket, including 
Yom L. Johnson for governor, was 
wade by acclamation. LEven after the 
chair announced that the name of Mayor 
Joknson was the only one before the 
convention for governor, there were 
some dissenting Zimmerman yotes on 
the motion to make the nomination 
unanimous, but the Zimunerman sup- 
porters subsided after the selections for 
governor and senator were made. The 
following ticket was nominated: 

Governor, Tom lL. Johnson; lieu- 
tenant governor, F. B. Niles; attorney 
general, F. S. Monnett; state treasurer, 
V. J. Dahl; auditor, C. A. Kioeb; com- 
missioner of schools, J. UH. Secrist; 
member board of public works, W. B. 
Jones; supreme judge, BE. J. Dempsey. 
John H. Clarke of Cleveland was cn- 
dorsed for Unied States senator. 

The opposition, by various obstruc- 
tion movements, kept the convention 
in continuous session for about seven 
hours. While minority reports were 
presented from the committees the only 
fight that worried the Johnson man- 
agers was on the senatorship. Theonly 
ballots, forced on (tthe dominant ele- 
ment, were in that contest. The 
minority report on rules and order of 
business, Which was intended to ouit 
he endorsement of a senatorial candi- 
date, was defeated by a vote of 2llayes 
to 446 nays, which was considered a 
test yote between Johnson and Zim- 
merman, after all the contested seats 
had been decided in favor of the former. 

On naning the candidate for senator, 
the Johuson supporters were divided 
among themselves. Mayor Johnson and 
former Congressman Lentz have been 
very close personally and politically for 
years, but an intensely bitter feeling 
now exists between them, at least on 
the part of Lentz, who openly accused 
Johnson with favoring for senator a 
man who had voted against Bryan. 

Zimmerman had intended voting for 


Clark, the Johnsen candidate for 
senator, as they said he represented 
their conservative views, but when 


Lentz opened a fight on Johnson on 
the senatorial candidate the opposition 
resuined its obstructive tactics and 
voted for Lentz for senator. thus driy- 
ing the Johnson faction to the second 
ballot. After the first baliot the Jobn- 
son men made a terrific effort on the 
floor of the convention to name Clark 
on the second ballot and succeeded. 

John H. Clarke, who will canvassthe 
state with Mayor Johnson and other 
Democrats, has been a prominent at- 
torney at Youngstown for many years, 
but now he is located in GClevcland. 
which city has the Repnblican as well 
as the Democratic candidates for sena- 
tor and governor. 

Next to the commanding presence of 
Johnson was the part of Clarke in the 
convention. He made two masterly 
speeches, one presenting the name of 
Jolson and the other in accepting the 
senatorial nomination. Mr. Clarke in- 
timated that he would ask Senator 
Manna for joint debates during the 
campaign. 

The convention was as distinctly 
with Bryan on national as with Johnson 
on state issues. The supporters of 
both Temporary Chairman Saltzgaber 
aud Permanent Chairman Goeke in- 
sisted that if the Democratic party is 
to change its policy to suit the times the 
change “must be made by the friends 
of the party aud not by its enemies,” 

The result of the convention leaves 
the state committee, 18 to 3, in the 
hands of the Bryan-Johnson element 
for next year, when delegates tu the 
Democratic nationa] convention are to 
be selected.

Prolonged. 


From Beginning of Fourth 
Race With Reliance , 


CAPTAIN AGAIN BUNGLED 


Greatly to the Advantage of the 
Yankee Seamen—Gap Between Rac- 
ers Continued to Widen Until the 
Contest. Was Declared OT 


New York, Aug. 28.—With Reliance 
less than a third of a mile from the 
finish and Shamrock III hull down on 
the horizon, fully two miles astern of 
the gallant defender, the fourth race 
of the present series for the America’s 
cup was declared off because of the 
expiration of the time limit of 5% hours, 
as happened on Thursday, Aug. 20. <Al- 
though, officially, it was no race, the de- 
feat administered to the challenger was 
so ignominious that whatever lingering 
hope remained in the breast of the 
friends of Sir Thomas’ boat vanished 
into thin air. Reliance’s victory was 
in every way more decisive tan that of 
last Saturday. Outsailed, outpointed 
and outfooted, it was a procession from 
start to finish. 

The Herreshoff wonder beat Shain- 
rock hopelessly in the 15 miles of 
windward work, rounding the outer 
mark 12m, 30s. ahead of her, a gain in 
actual time of 11m. 20s. and down the 
wind she steadily increased her lead. 
The real race of the day was notagainst 
Shamrock, but the exciting struggle 
of Reliance in the last half hour’ to 
reach the finish line before the regatta 
committee fired the gun which should 
announce the expiration of the time 
limit. Had the wind freshened’ 20 
minutes earlier than it did the cup series 
would have erded with three straight 
victories for the defender. 

Fully as discouraging as the sailing 
qualities displayed by the challenger 
was the atrocicus manner in which she 
was handled. The Yankee skipper 
again not only out-maneuvered his 
rival in the spectacular battle for posi- 
tion at the start, as he has done every

Don’t Get Left on the 
Launching. 


The Schooner Will Be 
Christened 


By a Daughter of Hon. William L. 
Douglas. 


Mrs. Marion Douglas Russell, daughter 
of Hon. William L. Douglas of Brock- 
ton, will have the honor of ‘christening 
the six-masted steel schooner to be 
launched Saturday afternoon between 3 
and 4 at the plant of the Fore River 
Ship and Engine Co. in this city. 

The Douglas is an example of- what 
the Fore River company can do in the 
way of quick contracts, It is only 
eight mouths ago since the keel plates 
were laid, and in that space of time 
this “modern steel leviathan has been 
built almost to the point of completion. 
Although not quite so large as the Law- 
son, the Douglas will be able to carry a 
good-sized cargo, having a displacement 
of 7700 tons as against the Lawson’s 
8000. 

B. B. Crowninshield, yacht designer, 
who also drew the plaus for the Thomas 
W. Lawson, desigaed the Douglas. Her 
keel plates were laid Dec. 9, 1902, and 
since then the hull has been constructed 
on the ‘‘joggle-plate’’ plan, the plates 
and strakes overlapping alternately. 
The p:ates of the strakes are of th ree- 
fourths steel, riveted to steel ribs. 

The bottom is built with compart- 
ments, having an inner bottom, and the 
distance between the two bottoms is 18 
inches at the keel, lessening toward the 
bilges. Such an arrangement assures 
increased safety in case of serious in- 
jury to the outer bottum, since these 
compartments are all watertight; and 
in the event of a leak the inner bottom 
would keep the vessel afloat while re- 
pairs could be made. 

The length of the William L. Doug- 
las is 306 feet on the water line, or 339 
feet and 6 inches over all; the beam, 48 
feet, and the depth 29 feet and 9 inches. 
When fully loaded she will draw 24 feet 
of water, The stern is round, with a 
smooth counter and a clean run, and 
the bow is gracefully designed in order 
to meet the water with little friction. 
Bilge keels will make the vessel steady, 

The six masts and bowsprit of the 
Douglas are of steel, only tie topmasts 
being of wood, and the trucks will 
stand 120 feet above the deck. These 
spars are to set 25 sails, including six 
lower sails, six gaff-topsails, five stay- 
sails, four trysails, and four head sails, 
The total spread of canvas amounts to 
about 36,000 square feet. 

These sails, as well as the necessary 
Canvas covers and other canvases, are 
now being made in Gloucester in the 
loft that manufactured the enormous 
canvas suit of the Lawson. 

The interior arrangements of the hull 
include for the stowage of cargo two 
full decks and the hold. Two large 
trimming tanks, rising from the inner 
bottom to the main deck, may be used 
for water ballast when not filled with 
cargo, 

Roomy accommodations for officers 
and men have been permitted by the 
size of the vessel, those of the officers 
being in the high poop at the stern. 
The galley is on the deck in a large 
house.

The boiler which will generate the 
steam for these engines will likewise 
furnish the power for the steering gear 
and will heat the vessel], at the same 
time supplying the power for the dy- 
pamo from which the vessel will be 
lighted in all its parts. 

The Coastwise Transportation com- 
pany, for which she has been built, is 
the great sailing vessel syndicate di- 
rected by Capt. John G. Crowley of 
Boston and operating a large fleet of 
schooners along the Atlantic coast. 


WILLIAM PANTON. 


Once a Prominent Manufacturer 
of Quincy. 


William Panton, one of the pioneers 
in the currying business in Quincy 
died at the residence of his son in East 
Milton this morning, his death being 
due to old age. 

Mr. Panton was a man honest as the 
day is long, and one who was a hard 
worker. Few ever remember seeing 
him when he did not have his shirt 
sleeves rolled up and hard at work. 

Yet he was unfortunate in business, 
due largely to failures of firms with 
whom he did business and by fires. 

Mr. Panton was born io Montreal, 
Canada, in 1821. He came to Quincy 
when a young man,*and engaged in 
the currying business. 

When John Malford gave up business 
on Hancock street and went away from 
town, Mr. Panton succeeded him, and 
earried on the business with William 
Dunbar. Later he carried on business 
alone until about twelve years ago, when 
he went to New Jersey and lived with 
one of his sons. He remained in New 
Jersey untilabout three years ago when 
he came back and has since made his 
home in Quincy and East Milton with 
his daughter and son. 

Mr. Panton's establishment was 
located on Hancock street on the site 
now occupied by the Music Hall and 
Kincaide blocks. He was burned out by 
fire several times, and at the last of his 
doing business he was in the building 
now occupied by Mr. Warshaw on Han- 
cock street. 

He leaves three sons and a daughter.

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KILLING OF OUR CONSUL 


Brings Further Trouble to the 
Ottoman Empire 


ORDERS TO ADMIRAL COTTON 


To Sail at Once With European 
Squadron For Beirut, a Syrian Sea- 
port, and Enforce Demand For Sat- 
isfaction and Protection of Ameri- 


cans In That Place and Vicinity 


Washington, Aug. 28.—Prompt and 
vigorous action is being taken by the 
United States government to secure the 
punishment of all persons implicated in 
the assassination of United States Vice 
Consul Magelssen at Beirut, Syria, 
Sunday last. Minister Leishman at 
Constantinople, who reported the fact 
to the state department, has been in- 
structed by the state department to 
demand a thorough investigation of the 
affair and the punishment of those in- 
volved in the crime; and the European 
squadron, consisting of three warsbips, 
has been ordered to proceed imme- 
diately to Beirut to support the demands 
of the United States minister should 
this be found necessary. 

This latter measure was detecmined 
upon as a result of conferences. which 
have been held by telegraph and tele- 
phone between the officials here and the 
president at Oyster Bay. The latter felt 
that no time should be lost in dispateh- 
Admiral Cotton’s squadron to 
‘Turkish waters, and he gave instruc- 
tions to acting Secretary Darling that 
immediate orders be given Admiral 


/ Cotton to proceed at once. 


The president’s determination to lose 
no time in getting the squadron to 
Beirut was also due in part to informa- 
tion received by acting Secretary Loomis 
of the state department last night from 
the president of the American Board of 
Missions at Boston, indicating that an 
attempt had been made to burn the 
Euphrates college building at Harpoot. 
This dispatch said: 

“Information just received that an at- 
tempt has been made to burn the 
Euphrates college buildings. Condi- 
tions increasingly alarming. Great 
anxiety felt for the safety of American 
citizens there.” 

Acting Secretary Loomis last night 
cabled to Minister Leishman at Con- 
stantinople to make immediate demands 
on the porte to take adequate measures 
for the protection of ull Americans at 
Beirut and to prevent any attack on the 
college buildings. 

Admiral Cotton, who was directed 
yesterday to hold his squadron in readi- 
ness to proceed at a moment's notice to 

3eirut, cabled the navy department as 
follows, under date of Nice, France: 

“Cable just received. Machias at 
Genoa for coal; Brooklyn las _ seyen 
days, San Francisco 6% days coal at 
10 knots. Cannot exceed that speed 
with Machias. If squadron going west 
If east, at 
Genoa.”

Portland, Me., Aug. 28.—The erents

Whooping Cough. 

Jacob Sobel gives the results of his 
own experience with the paroxysms of 
Whooping cough treated by pulling the 
lower jaw downward and forward. 
Pulling the jower jaw downward and 
forward controls the paroxysms of 
whooping cough in most instances and 
most of the time. The method ts usual- 
ly more successful in older children 
than in younger ones and infants. In 
cases without a whoop the expiratory 
spasm with its asphyxia is generally 
overcome, and in those with a whoop 
the latter is prevented. It is as suc- 
cessful as any single drug, or even 
more so. Mothers should be instructed 
in its use, so that attacks, especially 
at night, m-yht be arrested. The ma- 
nipulation is harmless and painless. 
Its only contraindication is the pres- 
ence of food in the mouth or esopha- 
gus. Patients thus treated are less 
likely to suffer from complications and 
sequel than those treated only medic- 
inally. It is advisable to try this meth- 
od in other spasmodic coughs and 
laryngeal spasms.—New York Medical 
Record.

DOWN THE THROAT OF A TURKEY GOBBLER. 


Report Arose From Error Ir/. 


Cipher Telegram 


WAS SHOT AT, HOWEVER, 


But Bullet Failed to Hit Intended 
Target—Situation Relleved of Em- 
barrassing Weatures, but Our War- 


ships Will Not Be Recalled 


Washington, Aug. 29.—A decidedly 
new turn in the case of United States 
Vice Consu! William C. Magelssen at 
Beirut, Syria, who was reported to have 
been assassinated lust Sunday, de- 
veloped last night, when it 
known that the report was incorrect 
and that, although Mr. Magelssen had 
been shot at, he bad not even been in- 
jured. ‘This information came to the 
stute departuent in a dispatch from 
Minister Leishman at Constantinople, 
who said the mistake in making the 
original announcement was due to an 
error iu the transmission of the cipher 
dispatch from Consul Kavudal at 
Beirut in reporting the incident to the 
minister. 

The dispatch from the minister was 
communicated at once to the president 
at Oyster Bay. Its contents were ex- 
tremely gratifying to the oficials of the 
government here, as it relieved the sit- 
uation of its extreme tension and leaves 
the way open for an amicable and 
peaceable adjustment of the incident. 

Acting Secretary Loomis declined to 
make public the text of Minister 
Leishinan’s dispatch, but he gave a 
summary of its contents. It shows that 
Mr. Magelssen bad been shot at by 
some person at the time unknown to

hit. The local Turkish officials were 
prompt to express their regret at the 
occurrence and were exerting them- 
selves to apprehend the assassin, but 
thus far had been unsuccessful. 

The miaister’s dispatch also said that 
Consul Ravndal had reported to him 
that some of the foreign consuls located 
at Beirut had reported to fheir govern- 
nents that the situation at that place 
liad become exceedingly unsafe; that 
this condition of affairs had existed for 
some time and that something ought 

! to be done to relieve the tension. The 
opinion: was expressed that the at- 
pesipiel assassination of Magelssen 


probably would bring matters to a 
focus, the attention of the ‘Turkish 


| government beiig drawn to the matter 
in this forcible way and some. effort 
| thus be made to avoid further trouble. 
The latest development in the Turkish 
situation was discussed in official 
| circles, where the view is held that the 
| denial of the report of the kiliing of 
Magelssen relieves the situation of its 
immediate akward and embarrassing 
features but will not prevent our naval 
vessels continuing to the east. Minis- 
ter Leishman in one of his dispatches 
to the department suggested that con- 
iditions were such that it might be well 
|to have some American naval demon- 
stration in those waters. Reports also 
have come to the government from the 
missionary interests of threatened de- 
struction of their property at Harpoot 
and because of this Admiral Cotton 
will be allowed to proceed with one or 
more of his vessels to Beirut. 

Acting Secretary Darling last night 
received a cablegram from the admiral 
dated Villefranche, saying that he had 
left that place with the cruisers Krook- 
lyn and San Francisco for Genoa, on 
the way to Beirut. 


To Safeguard Americans 

Oyster Bay, N. Y., Aug. 29.—President 
Roosevelt was informed last night of 
the incorrectness of the report that Vice 
Consul Magelsseu had been  asszs- 
sinated. The president expressed 
gratiiication that Macelssen had 
caped without injury f:om the assault 
of the would-be murderer. He = an- 
nounced, however, that no change at 
present would be made in the plaus of 
this government and that the European 
squadron, which he ordered to procecd 
immediately to Beirut, would continue 
to its ordercd destination. 

It can be said that the president and 
secretary of state both regard it advis 
able, in view of the present state of un- 
rest in Turkey, to have American war 
vessels in ‘Turkish waters. 

For several hours President Roose- 
velt and Secretary of State Hay were 
in conference at Sagamore Lill. They 
discussed every suggested phras>? of the 
situation in Turkey. At the conclusion 
of the conference Secretary Hay an- 
pounced his intention of returning im- 
inediately to Washington. 

The fact that Secretary Hay con- 
siders his presence in Washington neces- 
sary at this time indicates the serious 
view he takes of the ‘Turkish situation. 
He bad not expected to return to Wash- 
ington for several weeks, but the de- 
velopments in the Ottoman empire dur- 
ing the past few days induced him to 
come to Oyster Bay for a conference 
with the president, after which it was 
fleemed desirable by both that he 
should return to Washington.

CHRISTIAN ENDEAVOR. 
Topic For the Week Beginning Aug. 


30—Comment by Rev. S. H. Doyle. 


Topic.—Our duty to the stranger.—Deut. 
vil, 7, 8; II Chron. vi, 32, 33. (Home mis- 
sions.) 


There is no more important problem 
before the Christian church of America 
today than that of dealing with the 
stranger or the foreigner in our land. 
The prayer of the church used to be, 


in «Lord, open the doors of all lands to 


the gospel,” and not only has this 
prayer been answered, but God has 
brought and is bringing to our shores 
thousands and thousands from other 
lands who are in serious need of the 


| gospel of Christ. 
| 


The seriousness of the problem be- 
fore the church today from the stand- 
point of the foreigner is evident when 
we take into consideration several im- 
portant facts concerning our foreign 
population. 

1. Their numbers. Our population in 
1900, not including our insular posses- 
sions, was 76,303,387. Of this number 
10,460,085 were foreign born and 15,- 
687,322 were the children of foreign 
born parents. Thus every third person 
in the United States is either foreign 
born or the child of foreign born par- 
Moreover, immigration 1s in- 
creasing instead of decreasing. It has 


| averaged for the past five years about 


10,000 a week, and it has been estt- 
mated that there will come to us this 
year 850,000 foreigners, an average of 
over 16,000 a week. What a serious 
problem confronts us from the stand- 
point of numbers alone! 

2. Their character. The nations 
which produce the most undesirable 
classes of people are steadily sending 
larger numbers to us, while the best 
nations of Europe are more and more 
sending less immigrants to our shores. 
Formerly the best nations of Europe 
gave us their people, and to them we 
are indebted for much of our greatness. 
But today this is changed. While 
Great Britain, Germany, France and 
Greece are sending fewer immigrants, 
Austria-Hungary, Italy, and principally 
southern Italy, and Russia are sending 
us more. In the calendar year of 1900 
we received 111,088 immigrants from 
Italy, 108,701 from Austria-Hungary 
and 92,486 fyom Russia, while in the 
same year there came from.Great Brit- 
ain but 49,532 immigrants, from the 
German empire 20,968, from Greece 
4,664 and from France but 2,971. The 
worst nations of Europe are sending us 
their worst classes—foreign in speech, 
in customs, in religious beliefs and in 
character.

The problems of such an element in 
our population are serious and great. 
These »eople must be lifted up or they 
will drag us down. Our social, polit- 
ical and Christian institutions are all 
endangered by their presence in our 
land. They must be Christianized and 
Americanized or their presence here 
will be a constant menace to our na- 
tional welfare and Christian institu- 
tions. The church should measure up 
to its responsibility in this matter. 
Solomon prayed “concerning the 
stranger which is not of Thy people 
Israel,” and so we should pray and

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TELLING TREES’ AGES. 


Only Accurate Way Is Said to Be by 
Girth Measurement.

“That's a werry knowing animal of

“The only accurate way to estimate keeper of an elephant. 


a tree’s age is by the measurement of 
its girth,” said a botanist. “The count- 
ing of the rings of oxogenous trees can 
only be applied to such as are cut 


| down in their prime, for these trees, | 


when they begin to die, cease to add 
their yearly rings. Girth measurement 
is the only safe guide to the age of 
trees, 

“Hence all over the world botanists 


uring trees of known and unknown 


age, compiling thus a volume of sta- | 


tisties that will become more and more 
valuable as it increases in size. 

“The yew is the longest lived of 
trees. Three feet a century, our statis- 
ties show, is its normal growth. Ac- 
cording to this rule, the Fortingal yew 
of Scotland, which was fifty-six feet in 
girth in 1769, must have lived over 
1,800 years. The Tisbury yew, in Dor- 
setshire, is thirty-seven feet in girth 
and should be, therefore, 1,200 years 
old. 

“There is a table of the age of oaks 
that differs from this. It is not a very 
satisfactory table, but it was compiled 
from trees of known age, and there- 
fore it is statistically very valuable. 
According to it, a 40-year-old oak had 
a circumference of 8 feet; 83 years, 
12 feet; 100 years, 18 feet; 200 years, 
20 feet; 250 years, 27 feet; 300 years, 
83 feet.”—Philadelphia Record. 


Curly Shavings. 

A shaving of wood curls up owing 
to contraction on one side and expan- 
sion on the other. 
accelerated by what is known as the 


“back iron” or “cap iron” which is used | 


in most planes. 

The object of this “cap iron” is to 
break the shavings into short lengths 
and to prevent the “cutting iron” from 
tearing or splitting the fibers of the 
wood, which le always more or less 
in a slanting direction. 

The nearer the edge of the “back 
iron” is placed to the edge of the “‘cut- 
ting iron” the shorter the shavings are 
broken off. These are smooth on one 
side, and the serrations on the other 
correspond with the distance between 
the edges of the two frons. 

All wood, too, is formed in circular 
rings, such as can be seen in the sec- 
tion of any tree trunk. It follows, 


therefore, that when the rings of wood | 


are cut across, as they are to a certain 
extent in the act of planing, they are 
relieved from tension, and curl up in 
the endeavor to expand themselves. 


Head Massage Saves Hair. 

“The hairbrush is responsible for 
much of the baldness that we see,” a 
barber said. “It irritates the scalp. It 
destroys the little, delicate, tender fol- 
licles of hair that are trying their best 
to get on in the world.” 

“What would you substitute for the 
hairbrush—thke comb?” a man asked. 

“By fo means. I'd substitute rub- 
bing with the hands—massage. A lit- 
tle massage morning and evening, with 
a shampoo once a week, would keep the 
hair in excellent condition. It would 
encourage new hair to grow, whereas 
the vigorous brushing that is so com- 
mon scares and kills all the feeble new 
hairs as soon as they sprout out. The 
brush and comb should only be used 
to part and arrange the hair—for about 
half a minute, that is, daily.”

The Most Efficient In the World bui 
Receive Poorest Salaries 

Washington, Aug. 29.-—Althow:h con- 

gress failed to pass the bill providing 


for its reform, President Roosevelt has 
determited to take our consular service 
out of politics. Hitherto members of 
congress have looked upon the several 
hundreds of berths in the seductive for: 
eign establishment as plums for their 
politica’ friends ard Neutenants. Tha 
service has been gradually improved 
in recent administrations, but had not 
yet come np to the president's standard. 

There are now 827 posts in the ser- 
vice. While perhaps the poorest paid,

Our most undesirable consular post 
just now is that at Guayaquil, Ecuador, 
almost on the equator. Guayaquil has 
always been a “bad luck town,” its 
three centuries and a half of history 
having been an endless chain of 
vicissitudes—war, pillage, devastating 
fires, earthquakes and pestilence.

NO CHANGE IN PLANS 


American Fleet Will Anchor

TURKISH MINISTER UNEASY 


Bays That Revolutionists May Think

Washington, Aug. 31.—Other than

No additional information 
has come from United States Minister 
Leishman, Secretary Hay saying he

‘The or- 
ders to Admiral Cotton to proceed to 
Beirut will not be cancelled, it is au- 
thoritatively stated, unless the presi- 
dent so directs. Such an order at this 
time, however, apparently would not 
uvail anything, as the admiral is now 
on his way to Turkey. | 

That Clekib Bey, the Turkish min- 
ister, is manifestly perturbed over the 
situation of affairs in Turkey is fully 
realized here. His uneasiness over the 
presence of an American tieet in Turkish 
waters lest it be taken by th2 revolu- 
tionists as an evidence of the Amer- 
ican government’s sympathy with their 
cause, it is thought, will not be a 
strong enough reason for its witb- 
drawal. ‘The administration regards it 
as a sacrad duty to see that adequate 
and prompt assistunce and protection 
should be given American interests in 
the disturbed region, and for this rea- 
son feels justified in having the war- 
ships sent to Turkey. 

Contrary to expectations Chekib Bey 
did not arrive in Washington last night 
from his summer home at Sayville, L. L., 
and inquiry at the leading hotels failed 
to disclose that he had telegraphed he 
was coming. A number of dispatches 
are awaiting his arrival here. Pre- 
sumably some of them are froin Con- 
stantinople. Secretary Hay will grant 
the minister an audience today if he 
comes to the city. 

With the departure of the cruisers 
Brooklyn and San Francisco for Beirut 
yesterday, as announced by Aduuiral 
Cotton to the navy department, the en- 
tire European squadron is now on its 
way to the Turkish seaport, the gunboat 
Machias having left Genoa Saturday. 
The cruisers are much faster than the 
gunhoat and Admiral Cotton cabled 
that ke expected they will reach Beirut 
by Friday next. 

Minister Leishman has been in- 
structed by cable to notify the Turkish 
government that it must keep the 
peace, and thati it will be held to a 
strict accountability for any lawless 
acts toward American citizens. 

The American consuls at Beirut and 
Harpoot report, Minister Leishman 
cabled, that while’ the Americans in 
those places are in danger of suffering 
from an uprising at any time, the sit- 
uation was not as grave when the dis- 
patches were sent as earlier reports in- 
dicate. 


Russian Battleship Launched 

St. Petersburg, Aug. 31.—The battle- 
ehip Slava, which is ono of the largest 
vessels in the Russian navy, was 
launched at the Baltic yard in the pres- 
ence of the czar and the royal family. 
The Slava is of 13,600 tons displace- 
ment, 16,000 horse power and 874% feet 
long. She has an armor belt of 9.4 in- 
ches and carries an ermament of 4 12- 
inch guns, 12 6-inch guns, 20 38-inch 
guns, 2 3-pounders and 6 1-pounders. 
Her speed is to be 19 knots an hour. 
Her crew will number 740.

Result of Army and Navy Maneuvers 

Forwarded to War Department 

Portland»-Mfe., Aug. 81.—The joint 
army aud navy maneuvers have been 
couciuded. The combined north At- 
lantic fleet, commanded by Rear Ad- 
miral Harker and accompanied by Ad- 
inirals Sands, Wise and Coghlan, sailed 
Saturday evening to the westward for 
target practice off the New England 
coast, and the defenses of the harbor 
were withdrawn rapidly.

tration. 


| Jewelers’ Strike Threatened 
Providence, Aug. 81.—A_ general 
strike nmong 252 jewelry factories in 
Providence and vicinity, Attleboro and 
North Attleboro, Mass., is threatened, 
and unless a settlement of pending dif- 
ferences can be reached 6000 hands 
may go out.

RULES AND REGULATIONS 


For the Government and use of the 


BLUE HILLS RESERVATION. 


Rutz 1. No person shall enter or leave the 
Reservation except at the regular designated 
entrances.

HIS EIGHTY-FIRST. 


Capt. Charles N. Hunt Observes 
His Birthday. 


Capt. Charles N. Hunt reached his 
8ist birthday on Saturday and observed 
the event by entertaining a few friends 
at his;home off Hancock street in the 
evening.

His father was lost at sea two 
years after Capt. Hunts birth, and a 
little later Mrs. Hunt »with her 
children moved to Quincy. 

On leaving school he learned the 
granite cutters’ trade, at which he 
worked for many years. Later he 
learned the stone masons business, and 
was engaged in building sea walls along 
the New England coast. 

At the breaking out of the Civil war 
he enlisted in Co. H, 4th Mass. In- 
fantry, commanded by Col. A. B. 
Packard. He received an honorable 
discharge at the end of his enlistment 
and returned home. Later, when Presi- 
dent Lincoln issued a call for three 
years’ men, he enlisted in Co. H 30th 
Mass. Infantry, and was commissioned 
first sergeant. Shortly after he was 
made a captain of his company and 
held the position until the close of the 
war. 

After the war he returned home and 
resumed his trade as a stone mason un- 
til 1882. 
= He was elected a constable in 1847 
and has held that office ever since, with 
the exception of the years he was in the 
army. For the past eighteen years he 
has been a deputy fish and game warden.

FAMINE. APPREHENDED 


Would Turn Macedonian Pop: 
ulation Into Wild Beasts 


SOME FRESH OUTBREAKS 


Ambatsadors and Consuls Appeal Fo: 
Warships—Even Turks Talk of Mur 
dering Foreign Consuls as @ Mean 


to Compel Foreign Intervention 


London, Avg. 31.—The Salonica cor 
respondent of The Daily Mail describe. 
the situation in Macedonia as being ont 
of the utmost gravity. The insurgents 
are everywhere increasing in number: 
and holdi sg their cwn «gainst the Otto 
man soldiers. Anarchy reigns ‘su 
preme, the vast Turkish army being 
completely out of-cortrol and eating up 
the country. In a few weeks famine 
must ensue, causing untold misery 
Any outrage in the city of Salonica now 
would turn the Turks into soldiers ane 
the populace into wild beasts. The 
country west of the River Varde 
towards the vilayet of Monastic is ex 
pected to rise daily. 

The ‘Times correspondent at Salonics 
gives a similar account to that sent by 
The Daily Mail correspondent of the ill 
concealed terror prevailing in that city 
and the fears that some incident ma) 
precipitate an indiscriminate mas 
sucre. Commerce, he says, is paralyzed 
and a famine is apprehended. The am 
bassadors and consuls recently ap 
pealed to their governments to send 
warships, but the desire to avoid the 
appearance of eneouraging the insur 
gents seems to be held of greater im 
portance than precautionary measure: 
for the protection of Europeans 
Hence the vessels have not been sent 
Preparations for gn approaching insur 
rection in northern Macedonia are rapid 
ly progressiag, but the day of the out 
break has not yet been fixed. 

Among the Turks themselves, con 
tinues the correspondent, a growing 
béfiy professes to be ready to suppor 
European intervention to remedy thé 
desperate condition of affairs and ever 
talks of murdering the foreign consuls 
as a means to compe! foreign interven 
tion. There is no lack of sensationa: 
news from the interior, but all the re 
ports are conflicting and confasing. 

There is much interest and anxiety 
regarding the fate of Klisura, whict 
has long been besieged by the in 
surgents. According to the latest re 
ports, a large body of Turks sent te 
raise the seige has gained an important 
victory. 

From Salonica come reports of new 
risings. At Monastir the insurgents aré 
said to be masters of the situation 
Telegrams from- Adrianople declare 
that the insurgent bands are contifiuing 
their ravages. 

At the moment that the porte is ask 
ing Belgium to supply officers for the 
Macedonian gendarmy, the Swedist 
ambassador at Constantinople has noti 
fied the Turkish government that un 
less they receive their pay immediately 
the Swedish officers now at Uskub wil. 
leave the country. 

Many wourded Turkish soldiers have 
been brought into Salonica from Uskub, 
Seres and Monastir. The ‘Turkish 
troops are reported to be greatly dis 
couraged and mary deserters have been 
thrown into prison. 


In Sympathy With Macedonians 

Belgrade, Aug. 31.—Thousands o1 
people gathered in the Theatre square 
yesterday afternoon and demonstrate<¢ 
in sympathy itwh the Macedonians 
Several well known! politicians con 
demned Turkish misrule, appealed te 
in sympathy with the Macedonians 
in their struggle for freedom and de 
clared that Servia, Bulgaria and Monte 
negro ought to occupy and rebuild the 
Turkish empire. The meeting adopted 
a resolution calling on. the governmen! 


to intervene on benair of the Mace 
donians. 


Thousand Bulgarians Kilted 
Salonica, Aug. 31.—The Bulgarian 
insurgents sustained a severe revers¢ 
at Smikovo Friday, 1000 of them being 
killed. ‘The insurgents, to the number 
of 3000, occupied a position on a height 
which was stormed by six battalions o1 
Turkish troops commanded by Servel 
Pasha.

WANTS A SEA OUTLET 


Basis of Canada’s Fight on 
Alaskan Boundary 


CLAIMS TO SMALL INLETS 


Counsel For United States Holds Op- 
posite View, Separates Canada From 
Arms of Ocean and Puts Gold Dis- 
trict Under American Jurisdiction 


London, Aug. 31.—Secretary of War 
Root, ex-Secretary of State Foster, 
Hannis Taylor and Judge Dickinson ar- 
rived at Liverpool on the Celtic for the 
me¢tings of the Aloskan boundary com- 
mission, which will open in London Sept. 
&. They were received at Liverpool by 
Mr. Petherick, assistant United States 
dispatch agent, on bebalf of the Amer- 


ican embassy. The party came directly 
to London and on their arrival here 
were met by Secretary Carter of the 
United States embassy. 

The commissioners are already fa- 
wiliar with the facts of the cases on 
both sides, which were filed several 
months ago. At the first meeting of 
the commissioners the Americans and 
Canadians will submit their briefs, 
which will be a condensation of tbe 
facts and arguments regarding the in- 
terpretation of the treaty. The com- 
mission will then announce the day on 
which the oral arguiments will be 
heard. 

The documents have not yet been 
made public, but it is learned that the 
whole controversy centers upon 
Canada’s effort to acquire an outlet to 
the sea. It is known authoritatively 
that the Canadian agent asserts that un- 
der the Russo-British treaty of 1525 
the line properly crosses numerous in- 
lets, including the headwaters of the 
Lynn canal. The contention seems to 
be that the inlets less than six miles 
wide situated in the disputed region be- 
long to Canada. 

United States Counsel Foster vigor- 
ously opposes this view, holding that 
the treaty clearly places the line 30 
miles inland, fellowing the sinuosities 
of the coast, and thus separates Canada 
from all the arms of the ocean and puts 
Porcupine creek and the gold district 
under American jurisdiction. 

The American representatives are 
confident that their position is unas- 
sailable. The commissioners expect 
that the complete consideration of the 
entire case will take less than two 
months and that even should the com- 
mission fail to render a majority award 
the facts will be clearly established. 
This will lead to an easier settlement 
in the future. 

Secretary Root intends to take ad- 
vantage of the recess between the filing 
of the briefs and tie oral arguments te 
witness the British army mé ineuyers . 


Shipwrecked ‘People Rescued 

New York, Aug. 31.—In a strong 
northeast gale eight miles off Highlands, 
N. J., schooner Henry P. Mason struck, 
it is believed, a submerged wreck, and 
sank. The crew dnd two passengers of 
the schooner took to the vessel's small 
boat and after being buffeted by the 
heavy seas for several hours were 
rescued by Captain Paterson and the 
Sandy Hook life saving crew, who 
were towed out to the boat by the New 


York Yacht club’s committee boat Navi- 
gator.
